wanted ſome Original Papers : 2 Volumes only contain 
the Company s Proceedings for a little above five Years, viz. 
+ from April 28, 1619 to June 7, 1624 ; including the whole 
Time of Sir Edwin Sandys's and the Earl of Southampton's 
Adminiſtration. However they are not a brief and 1 
Entry of the principal Points and Matters concluded upon, 
according to the common Methods of Courts, but give, at 
length, the xe 'f Speeches, Reaſons, and Debates, that hap- 
pened in their Courts, during that time. And as it was a Pe- 
riod of vaſt Conteſi and Diſpute, they often recur back to

THIS 72 was taken, by the Order, and for the Uſe, of 
the Earl of Southampton, the Company's Treaſurer at that 
time; who ſeeing, how things were going with the Company, 
had their Records thus * copied and compared, and au- 
thentically atteſted.

After the Death of that Earl's Son, the 
Duke f Southampton (the worthy Partner in the Miniſtry 
with the Earl of Clarendon, after the Reftoration) which 
happened in the Year 1667, the late Col. Byrd's Father, le- 
ing then in England, purchaſed them his Executors, for 
fexty Guineas. And thus have they been handed down, to 
clear the Honour and Uprightneſs of the Actions of that No- 
Fleman and the Company, and to the full Conviction of King 
James's arbitrary and oppreſſive Praceedings againſt them. 

I therefore hope, my Freedom with that King's Character, 
will need no Apology. For if more than a Century is not 
enough to un-ſolomoniſe that filly Monarch, I muſt give 
all my Notions of things.

Ix Conſequence of theſe ample Powers and 2 
Sir Humphry Gilbert, with the Conjunction and Aſſiſtan 
of many other Gentlemen, prepared to put to Sea with a 
noble Fleet. But juſt on the Point of . Departure, upon 
ſome Diſagreement and Diſſention, he was deſerted by his 
Aſſociates, and left with only a few of his firm and faithful 
Friends. With theſe, however, he ventured to Sea, but 
having been expoſed to ſome Misfortunes, and loſt a large 
Ship of his Fleet, he was obliged to return without eff

ing any thing. Theſe expenſive and unſucceſsful Prepara- 
tions had ſo impaired his Fortune, that it was 1583, before 


he made any farther 1 But then having ſold his 
Eſtate, and being joined by divers en of Fortune, 
he again ſet Sail with two Ships and three ſmall Barks. 
Coming before St. John's Harbour in Newfoundland, he was 
refuſed Entrance by the fiſhing Veſſels within, to the Num- 
ber of thirty ſix Sail, of all Nations. He therefore prepared 
to make his Way good by Force of Arms; but firſt ſent 
his Boat in to inform them, that he had -a Commiſſion 
from the Queen, to take Poſſeſſion of thoſe Lands for the 
Crown of England. Queen Elizabeth's Name was reve- 
renced through all Europe, and her Power and Authority 
at Sea, in particular, much honoured and revered. Theſo 
Fiſhing-Barks therefore readily ſubmitted, and even made a 
Contribution of Proviſions, to ſupply the Wants of this 
ſmall Fleet. f 95 Fe 

AFTER this, Sir Humphry went aſhore, being condu 
ed by all the Englih pp ; * havin Ae Tent ju 
be ſet up in View of the Bay and Veſlels, being attended 
by his Captains, Maſters, Gentlemen, and Soldiers, he 
ſummoned. all the Merchants and Maſters, both Engliſh and 
Foreigners, to be preſent at his taking a formal and ſolemn 
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to be openly tead and to be interpreted to thoſe who were 
Strangers to the Engliſßs Tongue. By Virtue of this Com- 
miſſion, he declared, that he took Poſſeſſion of the Harbour 
of St. John's, and of the Territory two hundred Leagues: 
every way, and inveſted her Majeſty with the Title and 
Dignity And having had a'T wig and a Turf of the: 
Soil delivered to him, he entered Poſſeſſion alſo for himſelf, 
his Heirs, or Aſſigns, for ever. He further ſignified to thoſe 
preſent, and: through them to all Men, that, from thence- 
rward, they .ſhould look 7 thoſe. Territories, as ap- 
pertaining to the of England, and upon himſelf, as. 
authoriſed by her Majeſty to poſſeſs and enjoy them, with 
Power to ordain Laws, under which: all People coming thi-: 
ther for the future, either to inhabit or to trade, ſhould: fub-» 
mit themſelves and be governed. And to exerciſe his Power 
and Juriſdiction, be enacted three Laws, immediately to 
take Place and be of Force; and granted divers Parcels-of 
Land, lying by the Sea Side, as well in the Harbour of 
St. John's, as elſewhere, nene 
_ Ar TER. ſome Excurſions to ſearch. the Country, and 
the pretended Diſcovery of a Silver Mine, with which Sir 
22 was much gulled and delighted, they ſet Sail to 
e Southward, in order to explore and diſcover the main 
Coaſt of America. But falling among ſome Shoals, and 
meeting with very bad and tempeſtuous Weather, after 
having und much Danger and Fatigue, they reſolved 
to return for England, Sir Humphry, the better to ſearch 
the Coaft, and 'to run up into Creeks and Harbours, had 
gone on board a ſmall Bark of ten Tons; and could not af - 
terwards be perſuaded to leave her in their Return home- 
wards, till her Lights were ſuddenly extinguiſhed in the 
Night, at which Time ſhe was ſuppoſed to fink, and was 
never after ſeen or heard of. MN n 
+ THe learned and valiant Mr. Walter Ralegh was half 
Brother to Sir Humphry Gilbert ; his Father having married 
Sir Aamphry's Mother, when a Widow, and had by her 
this his fourth and youngeſt Son, with ſome other Children, 
Led by this near Relation, and being alſo a Petſon of a noble 
and enterpriſing Genius, he had been one of the principal 
Adventurers in this Undertaking of Sir Humphry, and had 


fitted out, entirely at his own Charge, the largeſt Ship of 


his Fleet, called the Ralegh Bark. Some Authors ſay, he 


went himſelf upon the Expedition, and commanded his own, - 
Sbip in Perſon, But however that might be, it is certain, 
55 Ship was, within a few Days, obliged to put back ta 
limeuth, greatly diſtreſſed by Ticket and contagious Sicks

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1584. neſs among her me 4 But notwithſtanding this Diſ- 
appointment, and the u 


ppy End of his raſh and unfor- 
tunate Brother, Mr. Ralegh was not diſcouraged; but being” 
moved with the Voyages and Relations of others, he ſtill 
perſiſted in the Deſign of diſcovering and making a Settle- 
ment 'in America. He therefore obtained Letters patent 
from' Queen Elizabeth, of whom he was at-that Time one 


of the chief Favourites, bearing Date the 25th of March, 


1584, for diſcovering and planting any ſuch Lands and 
Countries, as were not already in the actual Poſſeſſion of 
any Chriſtian Nation. Theſe Letters patent are in Hack» 
luyt's Collection of Voyages; but that Book is ſo very rare, 
that our Country does not afford one Copy of it, at leaſt 
that I could find out or procure. I have not therefore been 
able to obtain a Sight of theſe Patents; but we are told, that 
they were, mutatis mutandis, the very ſame with thoſe grant- 
ed to Sir Humphry Gilbert; of which I have therefore be- 
fore given a particular Extraft.. ' e. 
Azzo the ſame Time, the Queen granted Mr. Ralegh 
another Patent, to licence the vending- of Wine throughout 
the Kingdom ; which was deſigned, as it has been ſuppoſed, 
to enable him by the Profits, that'would thence ariſe, to 
ſuſtain the vaſt Charges which this Undertaking of a Colony 
would neceflatily bring upon him. But yet the better to 
ſtrengthen himſelf, and carry on the Affair, he perſuaded 
divers other Gentlemen and Merchants to join with him; 
particularly his noble and gallant Kinſman,” Sir Richard 
Greenvil, and Mr. William Sanderſon, who had married his 
Neice, and was much engaged among the Merchant Adven- 
turers of that Time; and was alfo one of the Queen's Com- 
miſſioners for the Spaniſh Prizes, and of Note for the great 
Globes, which, by his Encouragement, were firſt brought * 
to Perfection. They therefore, with all convenient Speed, 
provided two ſmall Veſſels, and having plentifully furniſhed 
them with Neceſſaries, put them under the Command of 
Captain Philip Amidas, and Captain Arthur Barlow ; which 
laſt was alſo a Land-Officer, and had ſerved under Mr. Ra- 


_ vegh in the Wars of Ireland, with great Bravery and Ho- 


nour. But Mr. Ralegh, being hindered by his Employ- 
ments, and too buſily engaged in his ambitious Purſuits at 
Court, did riot come himſelf upon the Expedition, 'as hath 


been generally, tho' erroneoufly, thought. 


O the 27th of April, 1584, theſe Adventurers ſet Sail 
from the Thames ; and having paſſed by the Canaries and 
the 'J/1- Indies, (a Circuit both needleſs and unhealthy, 
but through the Inexperience of thoſe Times thought ne- 
cellary) they fell in, on the 2d of Fuly, with the Coaſt of. 
by” 28 Pride, 
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Fhirida. For that was the Name which all this Northern 2534. 
Continent from Cape Florida then bore, there being yet no — 


diſtinct Settlements, which gave particular Names to the 
ſeveral Places along the Coaſt. They were met at Sea with 
a moſt delicate and delightful Smell; and ſoon after mak- 
ing the Land, they coaſted it along for about an hundred 
and twenty Miles, without finding any convenient Har- 
bour. The firſt: they ſaw, they — ith much Diffi- 
culty; and having returned Thanks to God, they went 
aſhore to view the Country, and to take Poſſeſſion of it in. 
the Queen's Name. The Place of their firſt landing was 
a low and ſandy Beech; but it yielded ſuch a wonderful 
Abundance of Grapes, as very much ſurpriſed and delighted 
them. Every little Shrub was covered with them, and the 
Tops of the talleſt Cedars were over- run and loaded with 
their Claes 18 x „ n 
TE v concluded, that the Place of their landing was on 
the main Continent of America; but going up to the Top 
of a ſmall Eminence at a little Diſtance from the Short, they 
perceived it to be an Iſland, of about twenty, or as Mr. Ha- 
riot judged, of fifteen Miles in Length, and fix in Breadth, 
This Iſland was called Mococon, and lay between Cape Hat- 
teras and Cape Fear; and muſt therefore be the Ifland of 
Ocacech, or at leaſt ſome of the other ſmall Iflands along 
that Coaſt. For it cannot be, by With and Hariot's Plan, 
Reaneke, or any other of thoſe which beſet and ſtap up the 
Mouth of Albemarle Sound, in North-Carolina, as has been 
commonly ſuppoſed. It was covered with tall and ſtately 
Trees, 24 cy Pines, Cypreſs, Saſſafras, and many others 
of excellent Smell and Quality; and abounded in Deer 
Conies, and Wild- fowl, in incredible Numbers. F 

_ THe v ſaw none of the Natives, till the third Day after 
their Landing, when they ſpied three in a Canoe. of 
them went aſhore, and waited without any. Signs of Fear, 
till the Engliſb rowed to him. He ſpoke much to them in 
his own Language, and then went boldly aboard their Veſ- 
ſels. They gave him a Shirt, a Hat, Wine, and Meat, 
with which he was much pleaſed. Having attentively view- | 
ed every thing, he went away; and within half an Hour he 
had loaded his Canoe with Fiſh, which he brought and di- 
vided between the Ship and the Bark. | 
Tux next Day ſeveral Canoes came, and in one of them 
the King's Brother. His Name was Granganameo; the 
King was called Wingina, and the Country Vingandacoa. 
The King himſelf at that Time lay, at his chief Town, ill 
of the Wounds which he had lately received in a Battle. 
Fry lating . bis Canoes at fore Diftapce, 8. 
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1534. to the Point of Land where the Engliſb had gone to the Ja- 
Aas the Day before. Having ſpread a Mat, he fat down 
upon it; and when the Engliſb came to him well armed, 
he ſhewed no Fear; but made Signs to them to fit down, 
ſtroaking his own Head and and then theirs, to ex- 
preſs his Love. The Natives were a proper, well- propor- 
tioned People, very civil in their Behaviour, and highly re- 
ul to Granganames. For none of them fat down, or 
ſpoke a Word in his Preſence, except four; on whom the 
- Engliſh alſo beſtowed Preſents. But Granganames took: 
them all from them, and made Signs, that every thing be- 
jonged to him. After ſome ſmall Traffick, he went away; 
but returning in two Days, he eat and drank very merrily 
with them. Not long after, he brought his Wife and Chil- 
dren on board. They were of mean Stature, but well- 
favoured, and very baſhful and modeſt. His Wife had a 
Band of white Coral about her Forehead, and Bracelets of 
Pearl in her Ears, hanging:down to her Middle, of the Big- 
neſs of large Peaſe. As to the reſt, they were decked with 
red Copper, and ſuch Ornaments, as are at preſent in Faſhion 
and Ellen, among our [adians. , 1 
AFTER this, there came down, from all Parts, N 
Numbers of People, with Leather, Coral, and divers Kinds 
of Dyes. But when Granganameo was preſent, none durſt 
trade but himſelf, and thoſe, who wore red Copper on their 
Heads, as he did. He would have engaged a Bag of Pearl 
for a Suit of Armour; but the Engliſb refuſed, as not re- 
garding it, that they might thereby the better learn, where 
it grew. He was very juſt to his Promiſe; for they often 
truſted him, and he never failed to come within his Day to 
kcep his Word. He commonly ſent the Engliſb every Day 
a Brace of Bucks, Conies, Hares, and Fiſh 3 and ſometimes 
Melons, Walnuts, Cucumers, Peaſe, and divers Kinds of 
Roots. And the Engliſb, to try the Strength and Goodneſs 
of the Soil, put ſome of their Peaſe into the Ground, which 
grew wonderfully, and were found in ten Days time four- 
teen Inches high. 4 2 Fe alat 
A Acquaintance being thus contracted by mutual Re- 
turns of Kindneſs and Beneficence, Captain Amidas, with 
feven more, yentured up the River Occam, as they call it, 
which muſt be Pamptico Sound. The next Evening they 
came to the Iſle of Roanoke, at the Mouth of p- Joon 4 
Sound, about ſeven Leagues, as they ſay, from the Har- 
bour, where they firſt entered. But this is a groſs Miſtake, 
and muſt be an Error in the Copy. For by the Scale in 
Fith's Map, it cannot be leſs than thirty Leagues, from 
 Witccon to Roancke, On this Illand they found 7 {wall

ganameo lived. was abſent ; but his Wife entertained == 


them with wonderful Courteſy and Kindneſs. She made 


ſome of her People draw their Boat up, to prevent it's be- 
ing injured by the Beating of the Surge ; ſome ſhe ordered 
to bring them aſhore on their Backs; and others, to carry 
their Oars to the Houſe, for Fear of being ſtole. When 
they came into the Houſe, ſhe took off their Cloaths and 
Stockings, and waſhed them, as likewiſe their Feet in warm 
Water, When their Dinner was ready, they were con- 
ducted into an inner Room (for there were five in the Houſe, 
divided by Mats) where e ve. Hominy à, boiled Veni- 
ſon, and roaſted Fiſh ; as a Deſert, Melons; boiled 
Roots, and Fruits of various Sorts. While they were at 
Meat, two or three of her Men came in with their Bows 
and Arrows, which made the Engliſb take to their Arms. 
But ſhe, perceiving their Diftruſt, ordered their Bows and 
Arrows to be broken, and themſelves to be beaten out of 
the Gate. In the Evening the Engh/ returned to their 
Boat; and putting a little off from Shore, lay at Anchor. 
At which ſhe was much concerned, and brought their Sup- 
per, half boiled, Pots and all to the Shore Side; and ſeeing 
their Jealouſy, ſhe ordered ſeveral Men, and thirty Wo- 
men, to ſit all Night upon the Shore, as a Guard; and ſent 
five Mats to cover them from the Weather. In ſhort, ſhe 
omitted nothing, that the moſt generous Hoſpitality and 
hearty Deſire of pleaſing could do, to entertain them. 
AND this was the fartheſt Diſcovery made upon this firſt 
Voyage, except ſome confuſed and uncertain Accounts of 
the Country, which they gathered from the Indians. "They 
returned to England about the Middle of September, - 
ing with them two of the Natives, Manteo and Wancheſe ; 
and their Diſcovery was ſo welcome there, that the Queen 
herſelf was pleaſed to name the Country VIROINI A, in 


Memory of it's having been firſt found out in the Reign of 
a Virgin Queen. Or as ſome have been pleaſed to gloſs 
and interpret it, becauſe it ſtill ſeemed to retain the Virgin 
Purity and Plenty of the firſt Creation, and the People their 
primitive Innocency of Life and Manners. And ſoon after 


their Return, Mr. Ralegh was elected, together with Sir 


William Courtenay, Knight of the Shire for the County of 
Devon. On the 14th of December, he cauſed a Bill to be 
brought into the Houſe, to confirm his Patent for diſcover- 
ing foreign Countries ; which being committed to Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain' Hatton, Secretary Walfingham, Sir Philip

Oreenvil, went himſelf to the Main, with a ſelect Body of

Sidney, Sir Francis Drake, Sir Richard Greenvil, Sir Wil. 
liam Courtenay, and others, it was in a few Days paſſed, af- 
ter many Arguments and a Proviſo added. And not long 
after, the Queen was pleaſed to Knight him, upon Occa- 
ſion, it is ſaid, of this grateful : Diſcovery.” But Mr. . Of- 
borne, an ingenious Obſerver on her Reign, ſays with Re- 
ſpe& to Sir Francis Vere, a Man nobly deſcended, and Sir 
Walter Ralegh, exactly qualified, that they, with ſuch o- 
thers, were ſet apart in her Judgment for military Services, 
Neither did ſhe ever raiſe them above Knighthood ; ſaying, 
when ſollicited to make Vere a Baron, That in his, proper 
Sphere, and her Eftimation, he was above it already. - - 

TE advantageous Accounts, which theſe firſt Adven- 
turers gave of the Fertility, Pleaſantneſs, and Wholeſome- 
neſs of the Country, induced Sir Richard Greenvil himſelf 
to make a Voyage thither the next Vear. And he accord- 
ingly ſet out from Plimauth the gth of April, with ſeven 


Meſ-Indies, where they took two rich Spaniſh Prizes, and 
forced a profitable Trade; they fell in with the Continent 
of America. near Cape Fear, and were in great Danger of 
being loſt upon it. But having happily efcaped, they came 
to an Anchor off the Iſland of M ococon the 26th of May. 
They immediately ſent to the Iſle of Roanoke, to Mingina 
the King; and Mr. Arundel went to the Main, with Man- 
teo, who proved throughout their whole Stay, very faithful 
and uſeful to them. Soon after, the General, Sir Richard 


Men; and ranging about, diſcovered ſeveral Indian Towns. 
At one of them the Indians ſtole a Silver Cup; for which 
they burnt their Town, and deſtroyed their Corn, and fo 
returned to their Ships at Y/ococon. At Hatteras, whither 
they went ſoon after, Granganameo, the King's Brother, 
came aboard the Admiral with Manteo. This is the laſt 
Viſit he made to the Engliſb; for ſometime this Year he 
died, and in him they Joſt a ſincere and hearty Friend. 
StR Richard Greenvil, having only made that ſmall Ex- 
curſion on the Continent, returned to England this Sum- 
mer. In his Way home, he took another Spaniſb Prize, of 
three hundred Tons, richly laden, and with her arrived at 
Plimouth the 18th of September. But he left behind him 
an hundred and eight Perſons, as a Colony, to keep Poſleſ- 
ſion of, and inhabit the Country. Of theſe he conſtituted 
Mr. Ralph Lane Governor, a military Man of Note, who 
was afterwards Knighted, and applying himſelf to the Sea 
rvice, was of eminent Command in the Engliſh Navy. 
ich him remained Captain Philip Amidas, 23 Admiral, 
: ; s + 7 a one 
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ſeveral others af Name in the Expedition. 
Tus Colony choſe Roanaſe, an Iſland at the Mouth of 
Albemarle Sound, for the Place of their Habitation; and 
their chief Employment was to reconnoitre and view the 
Country. Their fartheſt Diſcovery to the Southward was 
Secotan, an Indian Town, by their Reckoning, eighty 
Leagues from Roanoke, lying up between the Rivers Pamp- 
ticoe and Neus, in North-Carolina. To the Nerthward they 
went an hundred and thirty Miles to the Cheſapeats, a 
Nation of Indians, ſeated on a ſmall River, to the South of 
our Bay, now called Elſabeth River, from whom, as theſe 
firſt Diſcoverers tell us, the Bay itſelf took its Name. But 
ſome pretend to give another Derivation of this Word; and 
ſay, that Cheſapeake ſignified, in the Indian Language, The 
Mother of Waters ; implying, that it was the Parent and 
grand Reſervoir of all the great Rivers within it. But this 
is a dark and uncertain Gueſs ; eſpecially conſidering the 
Unſtableneſs and vaſt Mutability of the Indian Tongues, 
and that no body at preſent can pretend to underſtand their 
Language at that Time. The beſt Authority that I have 
met with for this Derivation, is what a Gentleman of Cre- 
dit once aſſured me, that in a very old Spaniſb Map, which 
he had ſeen, our Bay was laid down under the Name of 
Madre des. Acquas, or ſome Expreſſion to the like Purpoſe, 
This Town of the hh we are told, for Pleaſant- 
neſs of Situation, for Temperature of Clime, Fertility of 
Soil, and Commodiouſneſs to the Sea, was not to be ex- 
celled by any in the World. To the Northwe/?, theſe Diſ- 
coverers went up Albemarle Sound and Chowan River, an 
hundred and thirty Miles, to a Nation of Indians called the 
Chawonecks, inhabiting above the Fork of that River, 
where one Branch takes the Name of Meberrin, and the 
other of Nottoway. "740 
THE King of the Chawonecks, whoſe Name was Me- 
natonon, was lame, but the moſt ſenſible and underſtanding - 
Indian they had met with. He amuſed Mr. Lane and his 
Company with a Story of a Copper Mine, and of a Pearl 
Fiſhery, which by the Deſcription was ſome where upon 
our Coaſt, and with a ſtrange Relation of the Head of the 
River Moratuc, now called Roanoke. This River was de- 
ſcribed, as ſpringing out of a Rock, ſo nigh the Sea, that 
n high Winds the Surge beat over into the Spring. And 
Ge Engliſb very ſanguinely concluded this Sea to be either 
the Bay of Mexico, or the South Sea, or at leaſt ſome Arm 
dar opened ite it, Having dhe) Heads flled with theſs

one of the Commanders in Chief in the firſt Adventure; 2585. 
Mr. Thomas Harriot ; Captain Stafford; Mr. Kengal; with 
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er, Ehimerical Pace, we) formed many Schemes, and un- 
» — dertock a very fatiguing and hazardous Voyage up that 


River. And ſo eager were they, and reſolutely bent upon 
this-golden Diſcovery, that they could not be perſuaded to 
return, as long as they had one Pint of Corn a Man left, 
and two Maſtiff Dogs, which being | boiled with Saſſafras 
Leaves, might afford them ſome Suſtenance in their Way 
back. But after ſome Days ſpent in vain, and having un- 
dergone much Miſery and Danger, they at laſt returned, 
and joyfully arrived at their old Habitation on Roanoke Iſland. 
| TH E Death of Granganameo had cauſed a great Altera- 


tion in the Affairs of the Colony. For whilft he lived, his 


Credit with the King, joined to the Intereſt of Enſenore, 
their Father, had reſtrained his Perfidy and Malice, and 
kept him within Bounds. | But upon the Death of Granga- 
names, he changed his Name from Wingina to Pemiſſapan, 
and became a ſecret but bitter Enemy. to the En 72 To 
his Machinations chiefly were owing the many Hardſhips 
and Dangers, they had encountered in their laſt Journey up 
the River Chowan.' For he had given ſecret Intelligence to 
thoſe Indians of the coming of the Engliſh; and had craf- 
tily inſinuated Jealouſies into the Indians of the Engliſb, and 
into the Engliſh of the Indians. But a Rumour being ſpread, 


that Mr. Lane and his Company were all either 'flain or 


ſtarved in this Journey, he began to act more openly. He 
blaſphemed the God of the Engliſb, and endeavoured, by 
all the Devices he could, to hurt and annoy them. And 
nſenore, his aged Father, the beſt Friend the Engliſh had 
left after the Death of Granganameo, loſt all his Credit to 
aſſiſt or ſerve them. But their Return ſoon after, and their 
bringing the Son of Menatonon, their greateſt King, Pri- 
ſoner, joined to the Teſtimonies of Manteo, and three other 
Indians, that went with them, how little they valued any 


People they met, or feared Hunger, Death, or any thing 


elſe, reſtrained his Devices for the preſent, and brought 
* — again into Credit and Eſteem. | 

oo after, Menatonon, King of the Chawonocks, ſent 
a Preſent of Pearl to Mr. Lane; and Otiſco, King of Mes- 
pomeote, (another powerful Nation, police all that. 
Country from Albemarle Sound and Chowan River, quite 


to the Cheſapeates and our Bay) came himſelf, with twenty 
four of his principal Men, to own Subjectiam to the Queen 
of England. All Which fo wrought on the Heart of Vin- 


gina, that by Enſenort's Perſuaſions, they came and made 
Weirs for the Engh/h, when they were ready to famiſnh 
znd planted their Fields of Corn, which they intended to 
abandons But this good Intelligence was ſoon broke wy 
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the Death of Enſenore, which happened on the 20th of f- 1886. 
pril. For Mingina, under Pretence of ſolemnizing his Fa-— 


ther's Funeral, had laid a Scheme of drawing together ſix- 
teen or eighteen hundred Indians, and of cutting off all the 


Engliſh at once. But his Deſign took Wind, and was at 


laſt fully diſcovered to Mr. Lane by his Priſoner Stic, King 
Menatonon's Son. Then the Engliſh, in their Turn; en- 


dieavoured to ſeize all the Canoes upon Roanoke, and there- 


by to have all the Indians in the Iſland at their Mercy. But 
they took the Alarm, and after a ſmall Skirmiſh, in which 
five or ſix Indians were lain, the reſt eſcaped and fled into 
the Woods. After this, neither Side cared much for truſt- 


ing the other; and at laſt, after much Tricking and Diſſi- 


mulation on both Parts, Vingina was entrapped 2 
"Engliſh, and ſlain, with eight of his chief Men. This is 
the Account of that Action, as it is delivered by the. Per- 
ſons concerned in it. But I find, that Mr. Hariot, Wh 
was likewiſe upon the Spot, blames the Violence and For- 


 wardneſs of the Engliſh; and thinks, that the Cauſes of 


Suſpicion and Reſentment had been better diſſembled and 
paſſed over, 
In the Time of theſe Confuſions and Broils with the Ju- 


diians, Mr, Lane had been obliged, through Want of Pro- 
Viſions, to ſend Captain Stafford, with twenty more, to 


Croatan, on the South Part of Cape Look-out, to ſhift for 
themſelves, and to ſee, if they could ſpy any Sail paſs by 
the Coaſt, In like Manner he detached Mr. Prideaux, 
with ten, to Hatteras, upon the ſame Deſign; and other 
"ſmall Parties he ſent to the Main, to live upon Roots and 
Seven Days after the Death of Vingina, Cap- 


tain Stafford, (who through the whole Voyage was 'very. 


vigilant and induftrious, and ſpared no Labour or Danger, 
to perform any ſerious and important Service, committed ta 


him) ſent Mr. Lane Word, that he deſcried twenty three 


Sail of Ships; and the next Day, he came himſelf with a 
Letter _ Sir Francis Drake. Sir — 1 then re- 
_ ing from an Expedition againſt the Spani in the 
Weſt-Indies, where he had taken Aerts. rap and the Ca- 
| mn City of Hiſpaniola; and had burnt: St. Authony, and 
St. Helena, on the Coaſt of Florida; and done much other 
Damage to the Enemy. He had Orders from the Queen, 
to viſit the Colony of Virginia in his Return, and to 

them ſuch Aſſiſtance and Encouragement, as was proper. 
He therefore offered to ſupply their Wants, and to do any 


"thing elſe, in his Power, towards their Relief and the Fur- 
therance of the Undertaking ; and after mature Delibera- 
"Lion, he appointed them a Ship of ſeventy Tons, with = | 
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1586: hundred Men, and four Months Proviſions, beſides two 


e and four ſmall Boats, with able Maſters and ſufficient 


Gangs. But juſt as all was ready, there aroſę ſuch a Storm, 
as had like to have driven the whole Fleet aſhore, - Many 
Ships were forced out to Sea, among which was that lately 
given 2 the Colony, with all their Proviſions and Company 
Tue Actident d not. diſcturage 'the Mienisal, but bs 
allotted: them another Ship of an hundred and ſeventy Tons, 
with all Proviſions as before, to carry them to England the 
next Auguſt, or when they ſhould have made ſuch Diſco- 
veries as they thought ſufficient. . But their Harbour, which 
was very indifferent, would not receive a Ship of her Bur- 
then; and to lie in the open Road, expoſed to the Winds 
and Sea, was very dangerous. And therefore, after Con- 
ſultation, it was unanimouſly agreed, to deſire the Admiral 
to take them home with him in his Fleet; for they had al- 
ready undergone much Miſery and Danger, and there ap- 
peared but little Hopes of Sir Richard Greenuil's Return. 
And ſo this firſt Attempt towards a Settlement became a- 
bortive, and they all arrived fafe at Portſmouth the latter 
End of July, 1586. But in his Way home, Sir Francis 
Drate touched on the Coaſt of New-England ; where he 
landed, and ſpent two or three Days in trading with the 
Natives, and one of the Indian Kings came, and ſubmitted 
himſelf to Queen Elizabeth. - p eee 
Uros this Voyage, Sir Walter Ralegh, FAO 
Advice and Directions, ſent, at no ſmall Expence, Mr. 
John With, a ſkilful and ingenious Painter, to take the Si- 
tuation of the Country, and to paint, from the Life, the 
Figures and Habits of the Natives, their Way of Living, 
and their ſeveral Faſhions, Modes, and Superſtitions; which 
he did with great Beauty and Exactneſs. There was one 
Theodore de Bry, who [afterwards publiſhed, in the Vear 
1624, the beautiful Latin Edition of Voyages, in fix Vo- 
lumes, Folio, a moſt curious and valuable Work. He be- 
ing in England ſoon: after, by the Means of the Rev. Mr. 
Richard Hackluyt, then of Chriſt's-Church, in Oxford, ho, 
De Bry tells us, had himſelf ſcen the Country, obtained 
from Mr. With a Sight of theſe Pieces, with Permiſſion to 
take them off in Copper Plates. Theſe, being very lively 
and well done, he carried to Frankfort, on the Maine, 
where he publiſhed a noble Edition of them, with Latin 
Explanations, out of Jobn Wechelius's Preſs, in the Year 
1590. And theſe are the Originals from which Mr. Bever- 
Aus, and the Cuts of many of our late Writers and Tra- 
vellers, have been chiefly imitated, And to ſhew,. that the 
1105 RW 1 _ Jahabitants 
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of the Picts and two of their Neighbours, that he had found 
delineated in an old Engliſb Hiſtory ; which were accord- 
ingly publiſhed with them, and was no mean or impolitic 
Device, to recommend the Proſecution of the Enterpriſe to 
the Engliſh Nation. | 7 a 

Bur beſides this Painter, Sir Walter ſent upon this 
Voyage a Domeſtick of his, one Mr. Thomas Hariot, a 
Mathematician, and highly in his Patron's Intimacy and 
Friendſhip. He was 3 2 of Learning, and à very ob- 
ſerving and underſtanding Perſon, and went chiefly to make 
Obſervations on the Situation of the Country, and to aſſiſt 
Mr. With in the Plan. After his Return, to obviate the 
clamarous and unjuſt Reports of ſome of the Company, he 
publiſhed a ſmall Treatiſe concerning the Country, divided 
820 three Parts. The firſt treats of ſuch Commodities, as 
would be uſeful towards the Improvement of Commerce; 
the ſecond, of thoſe natural Products of the Earth, and of 
ſuch Fiſh, Fowl, and Beafts, as would contribute to the 
 Suſtenance of Man, and the Support of human Life; and 


the third, of the Trees and Timber, and other proper Ma- 


terials for building Houſes, Ships, and the like. After 
Which he ſubjoins the following Account of the DoQrines 
and Manners of the Natives 1 
| - THE y believed, that there is one chief God, who hath 
exiſted from all Eternity: That he created the World 
but firſt made other Gods of a principal Order, to be his 
ments in the Creation and Government thereof : That 

next the Sun, Moon, and Stars were created, as 
Gods, and as Inſtruments to thofe other Gods of a ſupe- 
rior Order: That then the Waters were created, out of 
which were formed all Creatures: That a Woman was 
firſt made; who, by the Congreſs of one of the Gods, con- 
ceived and brought forth Children ; and that thence Man- 
kind had their Beginning. They thought, the Gods were 
all of human Shape, and therefore repreſented them by 
— which they placed in their Temples; and they 
worſhipped, prayed, ſung, danced, and made many Offer- 
ings to them. They held the Immortality of the Soul; 
which after Death, according to its Works in the Fleſh, 
was either carried up to the Tabernacles of the Gods, to 
eternal Happineſs ; or elſe to Popoguſſo, (a great Pit at the 
furtheſt Parts of the Earth, where the Sun ſcts) into per- 
petual Fire and Torment. And this Doctrine they ſup- 
ported by the Authority of two Perſons, who, as they pre- 


cended, had riſen from the _— 
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1586. THESE Opinions were thought to make but ſlight Im- 
— preflions on their Wercances, or Kings and Rulers ; or upon 
their Prieſts, and other Perſons of Figure among them. 
For that Chriſtian Cuſtom, for the Great and Eminent to 
free their Conſciences from the Shackles of a Creed, and _ 
exempt their Actions from the unwieldy Clog-of Religion 
and Morality, had reached even among thoſe wild and ſa- 
vage Nations. But theſe Doctrines had a great Influence 
on the common Sort. They kept them in proper Subjec- 
tion to their Rulers ; and made them very ſollicitous to ob- 
tain the Bliſs, and avoid the Torments of the next Life. 
THEY were not however ſo firm to their own Doc- 
trines, but that they were very open to receive any Inſtruc- 
tions from the Engliſh. Their Compaſſes, Perſpective 
Glaſſes, Burning Glafles, Clocks, Books, Writing, Guns, 
and other Inſtruments and Inventions, . ſq; exceeded their 
Capacities, and amazed them, that they t1zought them to 
be the Works of Gods rather than Men ; or at leaft, that 
the Gods had taught the Engliſb how to make them. This 
cauſed them to give great Credit to whatever they ſaid con- 
cerning God and Religion. And Wingina himſelf would 
often be at Prayers with them; and when he was ſick, 
which, he thought, proceeded from having offended the 
Engliſh and their God, he would ſend for ſome of them, to 
pray, and be a Means to their God, of his living with 
him after Death; as alſo did many others. And once, 
when their Corn was much hurt and withered with a long 
Drought, thinking it proceeded from ſome Injury done the 
Engliſh, they came to them in Flocks, and begged them 
to pray to their God to preſerve their Corn, for which they 
promiſed, when it was ripe, to give them a Part. * 
AND this high Opinion of the Engliſb was greatly en- 
creaſed, by a marvellous Accident, The Country was that 
Vear afflicted with an epidemical Diſeaſe, which was ob- 
ferved to fall upon none, but thoſe Nations which had en- 
deavoured to injure or betray the Engliſh. This wrought 
many extravagant and ſuperſtitious Opinions, which were 
much confirmed by the Healthineſs of the Engliſb Colony, 
Some thought it was the Work of the Engliſh ; and o- 
thers, that they themſelves ſhot inviſible Bullets from the 
| Place, where they dwelt. Others obſerving, that the Engliſs 
* had no Women of their own, nor cared for any of theirs 
thought they were not born of Women, but were Men 
an ancient Generation, riſen again to Immortality; that 
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ly - . there were more of them till in the Air, as yet inviſible 
, and without Bodies, who would afterwards come, and de- 
ſtroy their Generation, and take their Places; and that 


theſe; 
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theſe, by the Entreaty, or out of Love to the Engliſh, 1586. 
made the People die as they did, by ſhooting inviſible Bul- . 
lets into them. And their Phyſicians, to cover their Igno- 
rance, would make them believe, that they ſucked out of 
the Bodies of the Sick, Leaden Bullets in the Strings of 
Blood. In ſhort, F/ingina and others were ſo firmly per- 
ſuaded, that it happened through their Means, that when 
any of their own'Enemies had affronted or abuſed the En- 
7 5 they would deſire them to make them die in the ſame 
ner. And altho' the ngliſb remonſtrated to them the 
Unrighteouſneſs of their Requeſt, and how diſagreeable it 
was to God; yet becauſe the Effect fell out ſoon after, 
they would come and return them Thanks in their Way; 
thinking, altho* they had denied them in Words, yet they 
had in Neal fully anſwered their Deſire. 
Hk likewiſe tells us of the great Eſteem and Veneration, 
In which the Natives held a.Plant, which grew ſpontane- 
ouſly in the Country, and was by them called Uppotwoc, but 
is now well known by the Name of Tobacco; derived, it is 
faid, from the Iſland of Tobago, one of the Caribbees in the 
Vet- Indies, where it grew in vaſt Quantities. The Leaves 
of this they cured and dried, and then being rubbed into a 
Sort of Bran and Duſt, they put it into Earthen Tubes, 
and drew the. Smoke through the Mouth. They thought 
this Plant of ſo great Worth and Virtue, that even the 
Gods themſelves were delighted with it. And therefore they 
ſometimes made facred Fires, and inſtead of a Sacrifice, 
threw in this Duſt ; and when they were caught in a Tem- 
peſt, they would ſprinkle it into the Air and Water. Upon 
all their new fiſhing Nets they would caſt ſome of it ; and 
when they had eſcaped any remarkable * they would 
throw ſome of this Duſt into the Air, with ſtrange diſtorted 
Geſtures, ſometimes ſtriking the Earth with their Feet, in 
a kind of Time and Meaſure, ſometimes clapping their 
Hands, and throwing them up on high, 1 to the 
Heavens, and uttering barbarous and diſſonant Words. 
Mr. Harriet alſo, in paſſing through their Towns, 
would ſhew them the Bible, and explain the Contents: 
That in that Book was taught the true and only God, his 
Omnipotence, the Doctrine of Salvation by Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the other principal Heads of our Religion. But he was 
obliged to tell them, that there was no particular Virtue in. 
the material Book itſelf, but only in the Doctrines, which 
It contained. For they paid their Kind of Adoration to the 
Book, by handling, hugging, and kiſſing it, and by apply- 
ing it to their Head and Breatt, and ſtroking it over the other 
Parts of their Body.

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1886 . AND here, if it were an Imputation worthy of Notice, 
| l might tranſiently remark the great Injuſtice, done ts this 
: learned Mathematician and pious Scholar. For as Sir Wal- 


ter Ralegh was aſperſed with holding atheiſtical Principles, 
ſo it has been ſaid, that he imbibed them from this Mr. 
Hlarriot, whom he retained in his Service with a handſome 
Penſion, to teach him the mathematical Sciences at his lei- 
ſure Hours. But an orthodox Divine, Dr. Richard Corbet, 
afterwards a Biſhop, tells us, that Harriot's deep Mine was 
without Droſs. And Mr. George Chapman, another Con- 
temporary, a grave and virtuous Author, ſays, That his 
Judgment and Knowledge in all Kinds were deep and in- 
comparable, and as much to be admired, as his moſt blame- 
leſs Life, and the right ſacred Expence of his Time, were 
to be honoured and reverenced. To which might be added 
other Teſtimonies, which have been carefully collected b 
the diligent and induſtrious Mr. Oldys, in his accurate Li 
of Sir Walter Ralegh, lately prefixed to his Hiſtory of the 
World; who likewiſe ſhews, that the famous French Phi- 
loſopher, Deſcartes, borrowed much of his Light from this 
excellent Mathematician; and that the learned Dr. Wallis 
gave the Preference to Harriot's Improvements, before Deſ- 
carte's, altho' he had the Advantage of coming after, and 
being aſſiſted by him. | | WET 
As to this groundleſs Aſperſion, the Truth of it perhaps 
was, that Sir Malter and Mr. Harriet, were the firſt, who 
ventured to depart from the beaten.” Tra& of the Schools, 
and to throw off and combat ſome hoary Follies and tradi- 
- tionary Errors, which had been riveted by Age, and ren- 
dered ſacred and inviolable in the Eyes of weak and preju- 
diced Perſons. Sir Walter is ſaid to have been firſt led to 
this, by the manifeſt Detection, from his own Experience, 
| of their erroneous Opinions concerning the Torrid Zone; 

: and he intended to have proceeded farther in the Search 
after more ſolid and important Truths, till he was chid and 
reſtrained by the Queen, into whom ſome Perſons had in- 
fuſed a Notion, that ſuch Doctrine was againſt God. And 
this was ſufficient Ground for Men, zealous without Know- 
ledge, and ſtifly orthodox, with a Charity uſual to ſome 
ſuch in all Ages, to brand him with the odious Names of 
Atheiſt and Deiſt; altho* he was an eminent Aſſertor of 

| God and Providence, and has in many Parts of his Writings, 
eſpecially in the Hiſtory of the World, given ſtronger Evi- 
dences of his Chriſtian Faith, than any of his Detractors 
ever did of theirs. 
Mx. Lane and his Company carried home ſome Tobac- 
co, which, Cambden thinks, was the firſt, that ever was 
| | | brought 
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Gaiety and Fafhion, readily gave into it, and by his In- 
tereſt and Example, ſoon brought it into ſuch Vogue at 
Caurt, that many great Ladies, as well as Noblemen, made 
no Scruple ſometimes to take a Pipe. We are not inform- 
ed, whether the Queen made Uſe of it herſelf ; but it is 
certain, ſhe gave great Countenance and Encouragement 


to it, as a Vegetable of ſingular Strength and Power, which 


might therefore prove of Benefit to Mankind, and Advan- 
tage to the Nation. So far, as Mr. Oldys well obſerves, 
was this wiſe Princeſs from the refined Taſte of her Sue- 
ceflor, who held Tobacco in ſuch Abomination, that he 
not only refuſed the Uſe of it himſelf, but endeavoured to 
deſtroy and ſuppreſs it among his Subjects, and would 
thereby have robbed the Crown of what has ſince proved 
one of its nobleſt Jewels and moſt conſiderable Revenues, 
and the Nation of a very advantageous and important Branch

Sir Walter Ralegh's Tobacco-Box, with ſome of his 
Pipes, was lately extant, and laid up among the Rarities in 
the Muſcum of that curious Antiquarian, the late Mr. Ralph 
. Thorefby, of Leeds, in Yorkſhire. There are alſo ſome hu- 
merous Stories ſtill remembered, eoncerning his firſt Uſe of 
Tobacco; particularly his Wager with the Queen, that he 
would determine exactly the Weight of the Smoke which 
went off in a Pipe of Tobacco, This he did by firſt weigh- 
ing the Tobacco, and then carefully preſerving and weigh» 
ing the Afhes ; and the Queen readily granted, that what 
was wanting in the prime Weight, muſt be evaporated in 
Smoke. And when ſhe paid the Wager, ſhe ſaid pleaſantly, 
that ſhe had heard of many Labourers in the Fire, that turn- 
ed their Gold into Smoke, but Ralegb was the firſt, who 
had turned his Smoke into Gold. It is alſo related, that a 
Country Servant of his, bringing him a Tankard of Ale 

and Nutmeg into his Study, as he was intently engaged at 
his Book, ſmoaking a Pipe of Tobacco, the Fellow was ſo 
frightened at ſeeing the Smoke reek out of his Mouth, that 
he threw the Ale into his Face, in order to extinguiſh the 
Fire, and ran down Stairs, alarming the Falimy, and crys 
ing out, His Maſter was on F ire, and before they could get 
up, would be burnt to Aſhes. 

Bor whilſt Mr. Lane and the Colony were in the above - 
mentioned Streights and Difficulties in America, Sir Malter 
Ralegh was not idle at home. He provided a Ship of an 
hundred Tons, and loaded her with plenty of all things 
neceflary for the Settlement; but it being Eaſter before the 
departed, Mr, Lane and c Company had ſhipped them»

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brought to England. And Sir Walter Ralegh, a Man of 1586. 
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15%. ſelves for England in Sir Francis Drake's Fleet, a few Days 
. before her Arrival, Having therefore ſpent ſome Time in 
ſeeking them up the Country without Effect, they returned 
that Summer to England, with all their Proviſion. 5 
Tos Authors who will have Sir Walter Ralegh to 
have been in Virginia, fay, that he came upon this Voyage, 
But the Conduct of it was ſo weak and trifling, that I can- 
not be eaſily induced to believe it agreeable to a Perſon of 
his Senſe and Reſolution ; who, had he been there, would 
certainly have made ſome vigorous Searches and Enquiries, 
and leſt ſome uſeful Remarks on the Country, as he did in 
his Voyage to Guiana, Indeed it does not appear,” that Sir 
Walter was ever in his Colony himſelf. The only Authori- 
ty of Weight for it, that I have met with, is the Tranſlation 
of Mr. Harriot's Treatiſe, which mentions the Actions of 
thoſe, gui Generoſum D, Walterum Ralegh in eam regionem 
comitati ſunt, But this, I am inclined to think, muſt be 
an Error of the Tranſlator, who ſeems to have been a 
Frenchman, and might not therefore perfectly underſtand 
our Language; and I could never yet get a Soht of Har- 
ri:t's original Diſcourſe, which was written in Engliſh, but 
| have been obliged to make Uſe of the Latin Tranſlation, 
| publiſhed by De Bry, at Frankfort, 1590. But if Mr, 
Heackluyt ever was in Virginia, as we are expreſly told by 
De Bry, it muſt have been, I think, either in this Voyage, 
or that immediately following by Sir Richard Greenvil, of 
which we have ſuch brief and ſummary Accounts. For it 
is not to be ſuppoſed, that a Perſon of his Figure and Con- 
| ſideration, would have been entirely paſſed over in the 
; full and particular Relations, that we have of all the other

' ABovur a Fortnight after the Departure of this Ship 
Sir Richard Greenvil arrived. with three Ships more, well 
rovided ; but he neither found that Ship, according to his 
1 nor could hear any News of the Colony, which 
he himſelf had ſeated and left there the Year before. There- 
fore, after travelling in vain up and down to ſeek them, 
; finding their Habitation abandoned, and being unwilling to 
4 loſe the Poſſeſſion of the Country, he landed fifty Men on 
the Iſland of Roanoke, plentifully furniſhed with all Provi- 
ſions for two Years, and fo returned to England. 
THESE unlucky Croſſes and Accidents gave Occaſion 
to 'many Perſons to diſcant on their Proceedings, to 
Diſparagement of Sir Richard Greenvil. But their Cenſure 
was very unjuſt.” For to plant Colonies abroad, and to dif- 
fuſe and propagate our Nation and our Trade, is certainly 
a moſt princely and noble Enterprize, and highly worthy a 
' %% 
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Perſon of his eminent and illuſtrious Family. And indeed 1586. 
be ſeems to have embarked in the Affair with great Hearti >——— 
neſs and Reſolution, and to have hazarded and expoſed his 
Perſon very freely in the Proſecution of it. And it was upon 
Occaſion of theſe Murmurs and Reports, that Mr. Hariat 
wrote and publiſhed his Diſcourſe, before mentioned. 
Tux next Year, three Ships were ſent, under the Com- 2587. 
mand of Mr. John White, who was appointed Governor of 
the Colony, with twelye Aſſiſtants, as a Council. To theſe 
Sir Walter Ralegh gave a Charter, and incorporated them 
y the Name of the Governor and Aſſiſtants of the City of 
kgh in Virginia, with expreſs Directions to ſeat at Che- 
ſapeake ; which, however uſeful and important, they ne- 
vertheleſs diſobeyed' and neglected. Having taken the old 
Route by the V, India, they bad like to have been caſt 
ayay upon Cape- Fear, through the Error or Deſign of Si- 
mon Ferdinando. He had been with Captain Amidas in the 
firſt Expedition; and being made Pilot in this, was ſuſpected 
of a Deſign to ruin the whole Voyage. But being prevent- 
ed by the Vigilancy of Captain Staſßord, they arrived all 
ſafe at Hatteras the 22d of July. "TY 
Tuk y went immediately to Roanoke, to look for the 
fifty Men, left there by Sir Richard Greenvil, but they 
found nothing but the Bones of a Man ; and where the 
Plantation had been, the Houſes were undeſtroyed, but o- 
vergrown with Weeds, and the Fort defaced. They re- 
fitted the Houſes; and Mr. George Heu, one of the Coun- 
eil, ſtragling abroad, was ſlain by the Indians. Soon after 
9225 Captain Stafford, with twenty Men, and Manteo, who, I 
believe, had been again in England this Voyage, went to 
Croatan, to enquire, if they could hear any News of the 
Colony, There they underſtood, that Mr, How had been 
ſlain by ſome of Wingina' Men of Daſſamonpeake ; that 
the fifty, left the Year before, had been ſuddenly ſet; upon 
by three hundred Indians, of Secotan, Aquaſcogoc, and Daſ- 
ſamonpedie; that after a ſmall Skirmiſh, in which one En- 
gliſhman was ſlain, they retired to the Water Side, and have 
ing got their Boat, and taken up four of their Fellows ga- 
thering Crabs and Oyſters, they went to a ſmall Iſland by 
\ Hatteras; that they ftaid there ſome time, but after de- 
om they knew not whither. And with this Account, 
tain Stafford returned to the Fleet 'at Hatteras. |

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1 atan, come to gather their Corn, becauſe they underſtood, 
that the Daſſamonpeake Indians had fled after the Death of 
Mr. How. Manteo, their Countryman, was grieved at the 
Miſtake ; but however, imputed it all to their own Folly. 
And ſo having gathered what was ripe, and left the reſt un- 
ſpoiled, they returned to Roanoke. 1 

ON the Igth of eh Manteo, according to Command 
from Sir Walter Ralegh, was baptized, and ſtiled Lord of 
Roanoke and Daſemtheath in Reward of his Fidelity. And 
on the 18th, the Governor's Daughter, Wife to Ananias 
Dare, one of the Council, was delivered 'of 'a Daughter, 
which, being the firſt Child born there, was called Virginia. 
And ſoon after, there aroſe a Diſpute between the Gover- 
nor and his Aſſiſtants or Council, concerning a Perſon to 
be ſent to England to ſollieit Supplies, All refuſed, except 
one, who was thought wy unequal to the Buſineſs. At 
laſt, they unanimouſly pitched upon the Governor, as the 
fitteſt Perſon; and having ſigned a Paper, teftifying his Un- 

willingneſs to leave the Colony, they at length prevailed 
upon him, with much Importunity, to undertake it. Leav- 
ing therefore above an hundred Perſons on one of the Iſlands 
of Hatteras, to form a Plantation, 'he depatted, and after 
many Croflcs and Difficulties, got firſt to Ireland, and from 
thence went to England. E 
Ar this time, the Nation was in great Commotion and 
Apprehenſion of the Spaniſb Invaſion and invincible Arma- 
da, as it was vainly called, and the Queen. cauſed frequent 
Councils to be held, by the oldeſt and moſt experienced 
Commanders at Sea ; and alſo appointed a Council of War, 
of ſuch Perſons as were in higheſt Repute for military Skill 
and Knowledge, in order to put the Land Forces of the 
Kingdom in the beſt Poſture of Deferice. 'For this Purpoſe 
were choſen the Lord Grey, Sir Francis Knellis, Sir Thomas 
Leighton, Sir Walter Ralegh, Sir John Norris, Sir Richard 
Greenvil, Sir Richard Bingham, Sir Roger ' Williams, and 
Ralph Lane, Eſq; late Governor of Virginia, who were 
therefore all entirely taken up with thoſe important Conſul- 
tations.

How ER VRR, having laid a Plan of Operations, and made 1588. 
proper Diſpoſitions for the Defence of the Nation, Sir Mal- — 
ter ſound Leiſure to fit out à ſmall Fleet for the Relief of 
the Colony, at Biddeford, early the next Tear, which was 
put under the Command of Sir Richard Greenvil, and only 
waited for a fair Wind. But the Alarm of the vaſt, and 
formidable Armament, made by the King of Spain, encreaſ- 
ing, all Ships of Force, then in any Readineſs, received 
Orders from the State to ſtay in their Harbours, for the 
Defence of their own Country; and Sir Richard Greenuil 
was perſonally commanded not to depart out of Cornwall, 
where Sir Walter Ralegh then was himſelf, muſtering and 
training the Forces, and performing other Duties of hjs 
Office, as Lieutenant of that County. However, Gover- 
nor Hhite laboured fo ſtrenuouſly with them, that he ob- 
tained two ſmall Barks, and put to Sea from Biddeford, the 
22d of April, 1588. But theſe Veſſels, tho' of little Force, 
being more intent on a gainful Voyage, than the Relief of 
the Colony, ran in Chace of Prizes ; till at laſt, one of 
them, meeting with two Ships of War, was, after a blood 
Fight, overcome, boarded, and rifled. In this maimed, 
ranſacked, and ragged Condition, ſhe returned to England 
in a Month's Time; and in about three Weeks after, the 
other alſo returned, having perhaps taſted of the ſame Fare, 
at leaſt without performing her intended Voyage, to the 
Diſtreſs, and as it proved, the utter Deſtruction of the Co- 
lony in Virginia, and to the great Diſpleaſure of their Patron 
at home. | a ol. 
Tus E Diſappointments gave much Vexation to Sir 
Walter Ralegh, who had by this Time expended, as we 
are authentically aſſured, not leſs than forty thouſand Pounds, 
upon the Enterpriſe. He had alſo, not long before, re- 
ceived, as a Reward for his great Services in the 1-:þ 
Wars, a very large Grant, out of the Earl of Deſinond's 
Lands there; the Terms of which he fairly and honeſtly 
endeavoured to fulfil, by planting thoſe Lands with Engliſh, 
and made Uſe of none of the Arts and Frauds, which others 
of thoſe Grantees were charged withal. So that this great 
Bounty of the Queen was at preſent rather a Burthen and 
Charge to him, than any real Profit or Advantage. Beſides 
which, he was among the foremoſt of the military Geniuſes 
of that time, who were fired with the Spani/h Invaſion, and 
proſecuted the War againſt them with great Coſt and In- 
duſtry, and with an incredible Courage and Succeſs. For 
all theſe Reaſons, Sir Malter Ralegh made an Aſſignment, 
by Indenture, bearing Date the 7th of March, 1588-9, to 1689. 
Thomas Smith, (afterwards Sir Thomay Smith, and a Per- 
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| ſonof Note in the Sequel of this Hiſtory) with other Met- 


chants and Adventurers of London, and to Governor White, _ 
and other Gentlemen, for continuing the Plantation of Vir- 
ginia. By this Indenture, he grants to the ſaid Thomas 
Smith, John White, and the reſt, according to a Charter, 
formerly granted for the City of Ralegh, free Liberty to 
carry to Virginia, and there inhabit, ſuch of her. Majeſty's - 
Subjects, as would willingly accompany them; as alſo to 
them their Heirs, or Aſſigns, free Trade and Traffick to 
and from Virginia, or any other Part of America, where 
the ſaid Sir Walter, his Heirs, or Aſſigns, did, or might 
claim any Intereſt, Title, or Privilege. And he did far- 


ther, for their Encouragement, and for the common Utility, 


2 and liberally give them one hundred Pounds, to be 
employed for planting the Chriſtian Religion in thoſe bar- 
barous and heathen Countries. 0 N 

AN p thus Sir Walter Ralegh, having diſengaged him- 
ſelf for the preſent from this burthenſome and expenſive 
Affair, gave a Looſe to his martial Genius, and bent his 
whole Thoughts againſt the Spaniards, which ſoon became 
the fixed and ruling Paſſion of his Nature; as abaſing the 
exorbitant Power of France, and preventing its ill Conſe- 
quences on the Liberties of Europe, did, in later Times, 
engroſs all the Thoughts and Inclinations of King William, 
and was the principal Aim of moſt of his Steps and Actions. 
And although this Compariſon may be thought very une- 

al with Relation to the Power and Dignity of the twa | 
| 40 ay yet it will, I think, be found juſt and exact with 
Reſpect to their Inclinations and Deſigns. For no Man of 


that Age was more deeply ſenſible of the pernicious Conſe- 


rae of the Spaniſh Power and Aims, or was N N 
and aſſiduous in ſpeaking, writing, and acting agai em, 
thai Dre n 

B ur theſe new, Aſſignees were not ſo diligent and care - 
ful of the Buſineſs, as they ought to have been. For it was 
a Vear after, March, 1589-90, before any thing was un- 
dertaken by them for the Relief of the Colony. Fhen Mr, - 
White, with three Ships, ſet Sail from Plimouth; and paſ- 
ſing by the W2t-Indies, they ſtaid ſome time there, to per- 
form ſome Exploits, as they call them, which was to at- 
tack and plunder the Spaniards, among whom they got a 
conſiderable Booty. On the 3d of Auguſt, they fell in with 
ſome low ſandy Iſlands, to the 22 of Moccaon. From 


thence they went to Croatan, and fo to Hatteras. There 


they deſcried a Smoke, at the Place, where the Colony had 
been left three Vears before. The next Morning, they 


diſcharged ſome Canton, to give Notice of their Arrival 
N 1 ; * * an 
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Spicer went aſhore, but found no Man, nor the Sign of 
any, that had been there lately, The next Day, they 
prepared to go to Roanoke; but the Wind being hard 
at North-Eaſt, one of the Boats, in paſſing a Bar, was half 
filled with Water, and the other overſet. Captain Spicer, 
with fix more, were drowned ; but four, who could ſwim 
a little, and did not truſt themſelves to their Legs on the 
Shoals, but kept in deep Water, were ſaved by the Care 
and Dexterity of Captain Cooke in the other Boat. This 
Accident ſo diſcomfited the Sailors, that they could hardly 


be prevailed upon to make any farther Search for the Colo- 


ny. But indeed, conſidering the Shoals and Dangers, with 
their Ignorance and Inexperience of the Coaſt, which they 
unfortunately happened upon in this their firſt Attempt to- 
wards a Settlement, it is rather to be wondered, that they 
met not with more Accidents and Misfortunes, than they 
ly did. 
8. 75 Sailors being at length encouraged by the For- 
wardneſs and Readineſs of their Captains, two Boats more 
were fitted out for Hatteras, with nineteen Men. When 
Mr. White left the Colony three Years before, they talked 
of going fifty Miles up into the Main; and it had been 
agreed between them, that if they left the Place, where 
they then were, they ſhould write the Name of the Place, 
to which they went, on ſome Tree, Door, or Poſt ; and 
if they cx * in any Diſtreſs, they ſhould ſignify it, by 
making a Croſs over it. When they landed therefore, they 
ſounded a Trumpet, but received no Anſwer ; and going up 
to the Fire, they found, it was nothing but the Graſs and 
ſome rotten Trees burning. Then ſearching up and down 
the Iſland, they at laſt found three fair Roman Letters 
carved, C. R. O. but without any Sign of Diſtreſs ; and 
looking farther, they ſaw CROATAN, carved /in- fair 
Capital Letters on one of. the chief Poſts, but ſtill without 
the Croſs, as a Sign of Diſtreſs. Their Houſes were taken 
down; and an high Paliſado built, after the Manner of a 
Fort. They likewiſe found, where their. Goods had been 
buried; but many of them had been dug up, and ſcattered 


about, and all were ſpoiled ; yet Mr. White knew and 


diſtinguiſhed ſeveral of his own among them. With this 
. joyful Diſcovery, as they hoped, of where they were, they 
returned to their Ships; but had like to have been caſt away 
by a violent Storm, that continued all that Night. 

THE next Morning, weighing Anchor for Croatan,

tion. Yet he behaved himſelf with ſuch u uncommon Bra- 


couraged with theſe Misfortunes, and er but 955 An- 
chor left, and their Proviſions near ſpent, they gave over 
all thoughts of farther Search for the preſent, and deter- 
mined to go to the J/4/?-Indies, to winter and refreſh them- 
ſelves (chiefly perhaps with more 1 Plunder) and to 
return in the Spring, to ſeek their Countrymen. But the 
Vice-Admiral was obſtinately bent upon going directly for 


England; and the Wind being contrary, the reſt were 


obliged, within two Days, to make for the Mſtern- Iſlands, 
where they arrived the 23d of September 1590, and met 
with many of the Queen's Ships, their own Conſort, and 
divers others. But many ſuſpected, that private Infereft 


was the chief Occaſion of their Failure in this Undertaking 


and that the Riches, gotten from the Spaniards in the We/t- 
Indies, was the true Reaſon of their Return, for which the 
Storm only furniſhed them with a colourable Pretext. 


However it is certain, that the Aſſignees made no farther 


Search, nor gave themſelves any other Trouble about the 
Matter 3 but theſe poor Souls were baſely deſerted by them, 
and left a Prey to the barbarous Savages, neither were they 
ever ſeen or heard of afterwards. 

Tux following Year 1591, Sir Richard Greenvil was 
ſent, by the Queen, Vice-Admiral to the Lord Thomas 


Howard, with ſeven Ships of War, and a few other ſmall 


Veſſels, to intercept the Spaniſh Plate-Fleet. At the 1 
zores, this ſmall Squadron was ſurpriſed by fifty three capital 
Ships, purpoſely ſent from Spain; and Sir Richard Greenvil, 
who was unwilling to leave'a great Part of his Men, then 
on Shore for Water and other Neceſſaries, to the Inſolence 


and Barbarity of the Iſlanders, ſtaid fo long in getting them 
off, that he was hemmed in between the Enemy's Fleet 


and the Iſland of Flores, In this dangerous Situation, he 
ſcorned to ſhew any Signs of Fear, or to owe his Safety to 
Flight ; but he wi, « bore down upon the Enemy, and 
endeavoured to break through them, in which Attempt he 
maintained a gallant and obſtinate F ight, with the beſt of 


the Spaniſh Ships, for fiſteen Hours together. He was at 


once laid aboard by the St. Philip, a Ship of fifteen hundred 
'Tons and ſeventy eight large Pieces of "Ocdinante: and four 
other of the Routeſt Ships in the Spani/b Fleet, full of Men, 

in ſome two hundred, in ſome five hundred, and in others 
eight hundred Soldiers. beſides Mariners; and he never had 
leſs than. two large Galleons by his Side, which from time 
to time, were relieved by freſh Ships, Men, and Ammuni- 


very 
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very and Conduct, that he diſabled ſome, ſunk others, and 1591. 
obliged them all to retire. Neither did he ever leave the 
Deck, tho wounded in the Beginning of the cloſe Fight, 
till he received a dangerous Wound in the Body by a Muſket 

Bullet. When he went down to have it dreſſed, he re- 

Ceeived another Shot in the Head, and his Surgeon was killed 
by his Side. By this time alſo moſt of his braveſt Men 
were ſlain, his Ship much diſabled, his Deck covered with 
Dead, and Wounded, and ſcattered Limbs, and his Powder 
ſpent to the very laſt Barrel, Yet in this Condition he 

ordered the Veſſel to be ſunk, but it was prevented by the 
teſt of the Officers; tho' many of the Crew joined with 
him, and the Maſter-Gunner, if he had not been reſtrained, 
would have killed himſelf, ſooner than fall into the Hands 
of the Spaniards, When the Ship, or rather Wreck, 
was ſurrendered, Sir Richard was carried on board the 

Spaniſh Admiral, where he died within two Days, highly 

admired by the very Enemy, for his extraordinary Courage. 
and Reſolution. And when he found the Pangs of Death 
approach, he ſaid to the Officers, that ſtood round him, 
in the Spaniſh Tongue : Here die 1, Richard Greenvil, 

with a joyful and quiet Mind, having ended my Life like a 

true Soldier, that fought for his Country, Queen, Religion, 
and Honour Thus ſumming up, in ſhort, all the generous 

Motives, that fire the Breaſts of the truly Brave and Great, 

to exert themſelves beyond the common Pitch of Huma- 


nity. 
| * ND ſuch was the t End of this noble Gentleman, 
who, next to Sir Walter Ralegb, was the principal Perſon 
concerned in this firſt Adventure of Virginia. He was a 
ah eminently fitted to ſerve his Country, in Peace or 
War, by Land or Sea, and was ſo deeply rooted in the 
Affection and Eſteem of his illuſtrious Kinſman, Sir Walter 
Ralegh, that he honoured his Death with a particular Rela- 
tion of the Action by his own excellent Pen, which he 
cauſed to be immediately printed the latter End of the ſame 
Year 1 591, to obviate ſome Aſperſions, caſt upon him by 
ſome of the Spaniards. The reſt of the Engliſh Ships 
having Sea-Room, fought bravely, and did every thing, 
that could be expected from valiant Men, whilſt they had 
the Advantage of the Wind. The Lord Howard was for 
even hazarding the whole Fleet in the Reſcue of Sir Richard 
Greenvil, and for charging up to the Place, where he was 
engaged. But he was over-ruled by the other Officers, 
Whoſe Prudence is commended even by Sir Walter Ralegh ; 
altho' no Perſon can certainly ſay, ! think, what might 
have been tee Event, had ſu Ships of War more bio 
| | 5 6 
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16991. the Privateers, fallen upon an Enemy, whom one Ship alone 

had for ſo long a time kept in ſuch warm Action. When 

the Night parted them from the Enemy, they all went off 

ſafe, and in their Way home took ſeveral rich Prizes. Sir 

Richard's Ship too, the Revenge, of 500 Tons Burthen, 

and about 20 Iron Guns, made good her Name. For a few 

Days after ſhe foundered at Sea, and drowned two hundred 

Spaniards, who had been put aboard to carry her to Spain. 

Bur Sir Walter Ralegh, being, by the above-mentioned 
Aſſignment, eaſed in ſome Meaſure of the 1 of 

Virginia, was ſoon engaged by his active and enterpriſing 

Genius in other Adventures and Diſcoveries. He contri- 

buted generouſly towards the Diſcovery of the North- I 

Paſſage, and other things of the like Nature. But having 

loſt his Royal Miſtreſs's Favour, by debauching one of her 

Maids of as, whom he afterwards married, he under- 

took in Perſon, in the Year 1595, the Voyage and Diſco- 

very of Guiana, a rich Country up the River Oronaque, in 

South America. After his Return, he wrote a moſt excel- 

lent Diſcourſe upon his Expedition, in which his chief Aim 

was to engage the Queen and Nation in the Proſecution of 

5 the Enterpriſe, and Settlement of the Country. But all 

dis Reaſons were overpowered by the Envy of ſome great 

Men to his A* and Merit; and altho' he was reſtored 

to the Queen's Favour, yet he could never get any thing 

done 8 in this * and judkioas Deſigns 
However he never quitted it himſelf, but ſent twice imme- 
diately after, to make farther Diſcoveries, and to keep up 
the good Diſpoſitions of the Natives towards the Engliſb. 
Even after his Fall, and when he was in the Tower, he 
found Means to continue this Deſign; and his laſt Voyage 

thither, after his Releaſe, with the fatal Conſequences of 
it, is too well known, to need a particular Relation here. 
Neither was he, notwithſtanding the Aſſignment, negligent 
or forgetful of the Colony, which had been ſeated in Virginia 
upon his Account. For he ſent five ſeveral Times, to ſearch 
after, and relieve them; and laſt he diſpatched Samuel Mace 
of Weymouth, in March 1602. But he, like all the reſt, 
performed nothing, but returned with idle Stories and fri- 

volous Allegations. | 
HowEveR, theſe Efforts of Sir Walter were only in- 
tended to recover and bring off thoſe poor People, and no 
ways in Proſecution of his firſt Deſign of ſettling a Colo- 
ny. So that all Thoughts of Virginia were abandoned, 
and the Project lay dead for near twelve Years, when it 
was revived by Captain Bartholomew Goſnold, who under- 
took a Voyage thither, and ſet Sail from Dartmouth, 2 
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the twenty ſixth of March 1602, in a ſmall Bark, with 1602... 
thirty two Men. He kept as far North as the Winds would 


permit and was the firſt that came in a direct Courſe to 
America. 2 | | 
On the 11th of May, being about the Latitude of forty 
three, they made Land, on the Coaſt of New-England, as 
it hath been ſince called. But as all this Continent bore 
the Name of Florida, till the Diſcovery of the Englifþ in 
1584, ſo afterwards all that Tract of _— from 34 to 
5 Degrees of Northern Latitude, was called Virgina, till 
rom different Settlements it got different Names. The 
Land was low ; the Shore white Sand, and rocky, yet over- 
grown with fair and ſtately Trees. Coming to an Anchor, 
eight Indians, in a Shallop, with Maſt and Sail, came boldly 
on board them. By their Signs, and by the Shallop and 
other things, which they had, they judged, that ſome Biſ- 
cayneers had been fiſhing there. But finding no good Har- 
bour, they weighed, and ſteod to the Southward- into the 
Sea. The next Morning, they found themſelves embayed 
with a mighty Head-land ; and going to the neighbourin 
Hills, they perceived it to be Part of the Continent, alm 
environed with Iſlands. Here, in a few Hours, they caught 
more Cod, then they knew, what to do with ; from whence 
the Place obtained the Name of Cape- Cod. And they thence 
alſo concluded, that a Fiſhery might be found there, 
in the Months of March, April, and May. | 
Soo after they went to the Iſlands, and anchored near 
one of them. They found it four Miles in Compaſs, with- 
out Houſe or Inhabitant. In it was a Lake, near a Mile in 
Circuit; and the reſt ſo overgrown with Vines, which co- 
vered all the Trees and Buſhes, that they could ſcarce paſs 
through them. They likewiſe found Plenty of Strawber- 
ries, ries, Gooſberries, and divers other Fruits in 
Bloom, and therefore called the Iſland Martha's Vineyard. 
They then viſited the reſt of the Ifles, and found them re- 
pleniſhed with the like Products. One they named Elixa- 
beth's Iſland, in Honour to their ancient Sovereign, in which 
they planted Wheat, Barley, Oats, and Peaſe, which ſprung 
up nine Inches in fourteen Days. From hence they went 
to the Main, where they ſtood for ſome time raviſhed at the 
Beauty and Delicacy of the Country. But ſoon after re- 
turning to Elizabeth's Iſland, they ſpent three Weeks in 
building a Houſe, in a ſmall Iſland of about an Acre of 
Ground, which ſtood in the Midft of a large Lake of freſh 
Water, about three Miles in Circumference. 
TREY ſaw ſeveral of the Natives, with whom they 
made mutual Prefents, and had ſome ſmall Traffick. They

fied. | The baſer would fteal, but thoſe of better Rank 
were very civil and juſt.

they were provided, they were at laſt all obhiged to leave

THe Beginng of the next Year, died that ever-memo- 
Table and glorious Princeſs, Queen Elizabeth, and was ſuc- 
ceeded N James VI. of Scotland. He was ſcarce 
warm in his Throne, before, as a Preſage of his future weak 
and inglorious Reign, he confined Sir 2 Ralegh in the 


Tower, for a moſt myſterious and inextricable Plot. This 
great Man, as he was the firſt Undertaker and Mover of 


theſe Diſcoveries, is uſually looked upon as the Founder and 
Farther of our Country. And indeed we are proud to own 
for ſuch, a, Perſon of his diſtinguiſhed Merit and Parts, 
who was one of the brighteſt Ornaments of his Age and 
Country, highly in the Favour and Eſteqgm of Queen Eli- 
zabeth, and afterwards the Sacrifice of her mean and puſil- 
lanimous Succeſſor. But yet it muſt be confeſſed, that his 
Adventurers touched but once, and then ſlightly, on our 
Country; but ſtill kept on in the fame unfortunate Tract, 
on the ſhoaly and importuous Coaſt of North Carolina. 
Altho' his Judgment ſoon diſtinguiſhed from the Accounts, 
he received, the Advantages of Cheſapeake for ſeating his 
Capital City of Ralegh ; and had his Orders been followed, 
it might perhaps have given a quite different Turn to the 


Affairs of the Colony. For it would not only have freed 
them from the Hazards and Difficulties, they encountered 


on that dangerous Coaſt, and every where have ſupplied 


them with fafe and convenient Harbours, but would have 


naturally led them to the Search and Diſcovery of one of 
the moſt commodious Countries perhaps in the World, for 
Shipping and Veſſels, | | 
THE ſame Year 1603, by the Perſuaſions of Mr. 
Richard Hackluyt (a curious and inquiſitive Gentleman, and 
ſoon after a Prebend of J/:/tmin/ter, who publiſhed the 
noted Collection of Voyages and Travels) the Mayor and 
Aldermen, with moſt of the Merchants of Briftel, raiſed a 


Stock of a thouſand Pounds, and fitted out two Veſſels. 


But firſt they obtained the Leave and Permiffion of Sir 
Walter Ralegh, as Proprietor of the Country, to make 
Diſcoveries in Virginia. Martin Pring was made Captainy 

ay 
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Saltern, who had been with Captain Geſneld the Yeat be- 
fore, was appointed his Aſſiſtant and Pilot. But as, for the 
moſt Part, they followed Captain Goſnold's Courſe, their 
Diſcoveries were nothing extraordinary or different from his. 

Bur another Bark was this Year ſent from London, un- 
der the Command of Captain Bartholomew Gilbert, who 


had likewiſe been with Captain Go/nold. After ſome ſmall 


Trade in the W:/#-Indies, they fell in with the Coaſt of 
America in about 37 Degrees of Northern Latitude; and 
ſome Authors ſay, they run up into Gheſapeake Bay, where 


the Captain, going aſhore, was killed with four of his Men. 


This ſtruck ſuch a Damp and Diſcouragement into the reſt, 
that they immediately weighed Anchor, and returned to 
England, without any further Attempt or Diſcovery. _ 


Two Years after, Captain George Weymouth was ſent by. 
the Earl of Southampton and the Lord Arundel of Warder, 


to make Diſcoveries on the Coaſt of Virginia. He intend- 
ed to the Southward of 39; but was forced by the Winds 
farther Northward, and fell among ſome Shoals in 41 Deg. 
20 Min. But having happily diſengaged themfelves, on the 
18th of May, they made Land. It appeared to be a main 
high Land, but they found it an Iſland of fix Miles in 
Compaſs, . From thence they could diſcern the Continent 
and very high Mountains; and coaſting among the Hands, 
adjoining to the Main, they found an excellent Harbour. 

They dug a Garden the twenty ſecond of Aſay; and among 
their Seeds, they ſowed Barley and Peaſe, which grew up 
eight Inches in ſixteen Days; altho' they judged the Mould 
much inferior to what they found afterwards on the Main. 
On the 3oth of May, the Captain with thirteen more, went 
to view and diſcover the Continent ; and having found a 
fair River, running ap into the Country, they returned 


back to bring in the Ship. What River this was, and 


what Part of the American Coaſt they fell upon, is difficult 
to determine exactly. For their neglecting to tell us what 
Courſe they . after they were diſengaged from the 
Shoals, renders it doubtful, whether they fell in with ſome 
Part of the Maſſachuſet's Bay z or rather farther Southward; 
on the Coaſt of Rhode-1/land, Naraganſet, or Connecticut; 
altho* J am moſt inclined to believe, this River was either 
that of Naraganſet or Connecticut; and the Iſland; what is 
now called Bleck-Ifland; However it is certain; that Old- 
mi xon, (the Author of the Book, entitled, The Britiſh En- 
ire in America) according fo his ufual Cuſtom, is here

WHen Captain Veymouth returned aboard, he found, 
that the Indians had contracted an Acquaintance with his 
Crew; that they had had ſome ſmall Trade together; and 
that there was much outward Shew of Kindneſs and Civi- 
lity between them. For as the Engliſb intended to inhabit 
their Country, and as it was the chief Deſign of the noble 
Adventurers, who had ſent them, to propagate Chriſtianity 
among thoſe barbarous People, they uſed them very kindly 3 
and exchanging Hoſtages, would ſometimes lie aſhore with 
them, and they ſometimes aboard with the Englih. At laſt 
they were very preſſing with the Captain, to go to the Main, 
to trade with their Baſhabes, or 'chief-Lord. He accord- 
ingly manned his Boat with fourteen Hands, and attended” 
them. But having plainly diſcovered their Treachery, and 
that it was only a Stratagem to cut them off, he ſeiſed five, 
and ever afterwards treated them with great Civility,. but

 HavinG ſpent ſome time ih founding £1 the Iſles; 
Channels, and Inlets, and foutid four ſeveral Ways of bring- 
ing a Ship into the = they at laſt ran theirs twenty ſix 
iles up the River. They found, it flowed eighteen Feet, 
was a Mile wide forty Miles from the Mouth, had a bold 
Channel from fix to ten Fathom deep, and every half Mile 
beautiful Coves and Harbours, ſome of them to contain an 
hundred Sail of Veſſels. The Land was very rich, tend- 
ing all along in an equal Plain, neither mountainous nor 
rocky, but verged with a green Border of Graſs ; and the 
Woods were large and tall, and delightfully watered with ' 
many freſh Springs and Rivulets. Leaving their Ship, they 


went ſeven Miles higher than the falt Water flowed, and 


then marched towards the Mountains. But the Weather 
was ſo hot, and the Fatigue ſo great, that having erected 
a Croſs, they willingly returned to their Ship. Soon after, 
they ſailed for England, and arrived at Dartmouth the 18th 
of July; carrying with them the five Indians, taken by the 
Captain, whereof one was a Sagamo, or Commander, and 
three others, Perſons of Figure and Diſtinction in their o.]

Succeſſors, ſhould ordain and give ſuch Order, and fur- 
ec ther Inſtructions, Laws, Conſtitutions and Ordinances, . 
« as by them ſhould be thought fit and convenient: Pro- 
« vided always, that they be ſuch as might ſtand with, and 
« be conſonant to the Laws of England, or the Equity 
« thereof. | - | 
« AND laſtly, that his Majeſty's Council in England 
* for Virginia, ſhould take ſuch Oath, as ſhould be limited 
ac and appointed by the Privy Council; and each Counſel- 
« lor, reſident in the Colonies, ſhould take ſuch Oath, as 
« ſhould be preſcribed by the King's Council in England 
« for Virginia: And that theſe, as well as all future Or- 
« ders and Inſtructions of the King, his Heirs, or Succeſ- 
& ſors, ſhould be tranſmitted over to the ſeveral Councils, 
de reſident in the ſaid Colonies, under the legal Seal of the 
s King's Council in England for Virginia.” 
| THE8ss Articles contain ſeveral Things of an extraor- 
dinary Nature; which Sir Jahn Randolph, in the Sketch, 
he has left of the Beginning of his Hiſtory of Virginia, pro- 
miſcd afterwards to animadvert upon. 1 am no Lawyer, 
and therefore ſhall not preſume to enter deeply into the 
Matter. I ſhall only tranſiently remark, that, notwith- 
ſtanding the frequent Repetition of the Laws of England, 
and the Equity thereof, his Majeſty ſeems, in ſome things, 
to have deviated groſly from them. He has certainly made 
ſufficient Proviſion fon his own deſpotic A and 
has attributed an extravagant and illegal Power to the Pre- 
ſidents and Councils. For he has placed the whole Legiſ- 
lative Power ſolely in them, without any Repreſentative of - 
the People, contrary to a noted Maxim of the Engliſh 
Conſtitution ; That all Freemen are to be governed by Laws, 
made with their own Conſent, either in Perſon, or by their 
„ e He has alſo appointed Juries only in Caſes 
of Life and Death; and has left all other Points, relating 
to the Liberty and private Property of the Subject, wholly 
to the Pleaſure and Determination of the Preſidents and 
Councils. He has indeed, agreeably to the Dictates of his 
own Nature, been expreſs enough with Reſpect to Rebel- 
lion, Conſpiracy, and other Offences immediately agai 
the Magiſtrate ; but then he has been very ſparing in all 
other criminal Matters. For altho' he has made __ |

puniſhable with Death, contrary to the Laws of Eng — 


'« ſevere Pains and Puniſhments, as ſhould be inflicted by 1606. 
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1606. and contrary to a greater, the Law of the Goſpel, in the 

noted Determination of our B. Saviour, concerning the 
Woman taken in Adultery z yet he has paſſed over all the 
ſeveral Species of Robbery, Burglary, and Felony, with 
other Crimes, capital by the Laws of England, and de- 
clared, that none, but thoſe there ſpecified, ſhould be fub- 
ject to the Puniſhment of Death. | 

HoweEveR, furniſhed with theſe Powers and Autho- 
rities, the Firſt or Southern Colony, which ſtill retains the 
Name of Virginia, was undertaken and begun 12 ſeveral 
Noblemen, Knights, Gentlemen, Merchants and Citizens, 
in and about London ; and they choſe Six Thomas Smith, a 
very eminent and wealthy Merchant of London, their Trea- 
ſurer, to have the chief Management of their Affairs, and 
to ſummon and preſide in all Meetings of the Council and 
Company in England. He had been the chief of Sir Wal- 
ter Ralegh's Aſſignees, and was either now, or ſoon after, 
Governor of the Eaſt-India Company; and had alſo been 
ſent, two Years before, his Majeſty's Embaſſador to the 
Emperor of Ruſſia. And next, having provided two Ships. 
and a ſmall Bark, they committed the Tranſportation 
of the Colony to Captain Chriſtepher Neꝛoport, who was 
eſteemed a Mariver of Ability and Experience on the A 
merican Coaſts. For he had fourteen You before, Anno 
1592, with much Reputation and Honour, conducted an 
Expedition againſt the Spaniards in the Y/:t-Indies ; where, 
with three Ships and a ſmall Bark, he took ſeveral Prizes, 

. amy and burnt ſome Towns, and got a conſiderable 
ooty. . 

To him thereſore, by an Inſtrument, bearing Date the 
Toth of December, 1606, under the legal Seal of the Coun« 
eil, they gave Power to appoint all Captains, Soldiers, and 
Mariners, and to have the ſole Charge and Command of 
the ſame, and of the whole Voyage, kom the Date there- 
of, till they ſnould land on the Coaſt of Virginia; and in 
Caſe of his Death, the ſeveral Captains of the Ships and 
Bark were ordered and impowered, to proceed and carry 
them to the Coaſt of Virginia aforeſaid. To Captain New- 
port, Capt. Barthelomew Goſnold, and Captain 415 Rat- 

cli fe, hey alſo delivered ſeveral Inſtruments, cloſe ſealed 
with the Councils Seal, which they, the Survivors, or Sur- 
vivor of them, ſhould, within twenty four Hours after 
their Arrival on the Coaſt of Virginia, and not before, open 
and unſeal, and publiſh the Names of the Perfons, therein 
ſet down, who ſhould be declared and taken to be his Ma- 
jeſty's Council for that Colony: That the ſaid Council 


{hould immediately procced to the Choice and n. 
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of a Preſident, who ſhould have two Votes in all Matters 
of Controverſy and Queſtion, where the Voices happened 
to be equal; and ſhould have full Power and Authority, 
with the Advice of the reſt of the Council, or the greater 
Part of them, to govern, rule, and command, all the Cap- 
tains and Soldiers, with all other Perſons whatſoever of the 
faid Colony: And that the Preſident, immediately upon his 
Election, ſhould, in the Preſence of the Council, and of 
twenty others of the principal Adventurers in the Voyages 
to be by the Preſident and Council called thereto, take 
his Oath, according to a Form preſcribed, to bear true Al- 
legiance to the King, and for the Performance of his Duty 
in the Place and Office of Preſident ; after which he ſhould 
adminiſter the like Oath to each of the Council particularly, 


And finally, Captain Newport was commanded, with ſuch 


a Number of Men, as ſhould be aſſigned him by the Prefi- 
dent and Council, to beftow two Months in the Search 
and Diſcovery of the Rivers and Ports of the Country, and 
to give preſent Order for the lading the two Ships (the Bark 
being deſigned to remain in the Country) with ſuch prin- 
cipal Commodities and Merchandiſe, as could there be had 
and found, and to return with the ſaid Ships, full laden, 
bringing a particular Account of every thing, by the laſt of 
May following, if God permit. 
To theſe Orders the Council added other Inſtructions, 
by way of Advice, concerning their ſtrict Obſervation of 
the above-mentioned Ordinances by the King's Majellys 
delivered to them under the Privy Seal; concerning the 
Choice of a Place, and the Manner of ſeating themſelves 
the neceſſary Orders and Methods of Diſcovery ; their 
Caution before, and Behaviour towards the Natives ; with 
various other Counſels and Directions for the better con- 
ducting themſelves and the Enterpriſe. And as the Coun» 
cil in England were ever ſollicitous and intent on the Diſco- 
very of the South-Sea, as the certain and infallible Way to 
immenſe Riches, they were commanded, if they happened 
to diſcover divers navigable Rivers, and among them any, 
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that had two main Branches, if the Difference was not 


great, to make Choice of that which tended moſt towards 
the North-weft ; ſince the other Sea, as they judged, would 
be ſooneſt found that Way. And they were to diſcover, if 
they could, whether the River, on which they ſcated, ſprung 
dut of the Mountains or out of Lakes. For if it roſe from 
any Lake, it was likely, that the Paſſage to the other Sea 
would be the more eaſy, and that out of the ſame Lake 
they might find ſome other Stream, running the contr-ry 
Way, towards the Ea/t-[ndia,. or South-Seg. And they 
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1606. concluded laſtly and chiefly, that the Way to--proſper and 
obtain Succeſs was to make themſelves all of one Mind, for 
their own and their Country's Good, and to ferve and fear- 
God, the Giver of all Goodneſs, ſince every Plantation, 
which he did not plant, would certainly be rooted out. 
AI theſe Orders and Inſtructions. being put into a 
Box, they ſet Sail from Blackwall the 19th of December 
1606; but were kept fix Weeks on the Coaſt of England 
by contrary Winds. Even then they neglected the Coun- 
| cils laft ſalutary Advice, concerning Unity and Concord 
| among themſelves. For {yy began to fall into ſuch Fac- 
1 tions and Diſcords, as would have ruined the whole Voyage, 
"tf had not Mr. Hunt, their Preacher, by his prudent Con- 
'n | duct and pious Exhortation, allayed their Fury and Diſ- 
4 ſenfion. That good Man, altho' he was fo ſick and weak 
= the whole Time, that few expected his Recovery, and had 
the additional Aggravation of being the proogipal Object of 
if 2 Malice and Reproach, yet bore all with the utmoſt 
1 eekneſs and Patience. And he never betrayed the leaſt 
- ſeeming Deſire to leave the Buſineſs, altho' his Habitation 
was but twenty Miles from the Downs, but preferred the 
Service of God and his Country, in ſo god a Voyage, be- 
fore all other private Reſpects or Conſiderations whatſo- 
ever. PBs. by | 
$607. As ſoon as they got clear of. the Coaſt of England, wa 
took the old Route by the Canaries, where they watered. 
Here their Quarrels and Diſſentions grew ſo high, that 
Captain Smith was ſeized and committed cloſe Priſoner. It 
was ſuggeſted by Mr. Wingfield and ſome others of the chief 
among them, who envied his Repute and Intereſt with the 
Company, that he intended to murder the Council, uſurp 
the Government, and make himſelf King of Virginia; and 
this, they pretended, would be atteſted and proved againſt 
him by ſeveral of his Confederates, who were diſperſed in 
all the three Ships. Upon theſe ſcandalous Suggeſtions, he 
was ſuſpected, and kept in cloſe Confinement thirteen 
Weeks. From the Canaries they went to the We/t- Indies z 
where having traded with the Natives, and ſtaid three 
Weeks to refreſh themſelves, they ſteered away Northward, 
in Search of Virginia. The Mariners had paſſed their 
Reckoning three 2 and yet found no Land; which ſa 
diſheartened the Company, that Captain Rateliffe, Com- 
mander of the Bark, was urgent to bear up the Helm, and 
return for England. But a violent Storm, obliging them 
to hull it all Night under their bare Poles, drove them pro- 
videntially, beyond all their Expectations, to their deſired 
Port. For the gext Day, being the 26m af April 1000 
A 2; 
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they made a Coaſt, which none of them had ever ſeen. 1607: 
The firſt Land; they deſcried, they called Cape-Henry, in 


Honour to the Prince of Hales ; as the Northern Cape was 
named Cape-Charles, after the Duke of York, King James 3 
ſecond Son at that Time, and afterwards King les I. 


of England. Thirty Men went aſhore on Cape- Henry, to 


recreate and refreſh themſelves ; but they were ſuddenly

| Wroure! theſe Capes they found a Country, which, 
according to their own Deſcription, might claim the Pre- 
rogative over the moſt pleaſant Places in the known Worl 
for large and majeſtic navigable - Rivers, for beauti 
Mountains, 'Hills, Plains, V 3 and Fond wk 
rgling down, and running moſt pleaſantly into a fair Ba 
al on all Sides, except at the Mouth, with falt. 
ful and delightſome Land. In the Bay and Rivers were 
many Iſlands, both great and ſmall, ſome woody, others 
— but moſt of them low and uninhabited. So that 
caven and Earth ſeemed never to have agreed better, to 
frame a Place for Man's commodious and delightful Habi- 
_ were it fully cultivated and inhabited by induſtrious 
eople. | a 
TRE Night of their Arrival, the Box was opened, and 
the Orders for Government read. In them Ediward- Maria 
Wingfield, Bartholomew Goſnold, John Smith, Chriſtopher 
Newport, John Ratcliffe, John Martin, and George Ken- 
dall, were appointed of the Council. They were employ- 
ed, till the 13th of May, in ſeeking a Place for their Sets 
tlement; and then they reſolved on a Peninſula, on the 
North Side of the River Powhatan, about forty Miles from 
the Mouth. After which, Mr. Wingfield was choſen Pre- 
ſident, the Council ſworn, and an Oration made, why 
Captain Smith was not admitted of the Council, as the 
reſt. But beſides theſe Gentlemen and Mr. Hunt, their 
Chaplain, there came over another Perſon of very great 
Diſtinftion and Quality. This was the Honourable Mr. 
George Percy, of the ancient Family of the Percies, ſo re- 
nowned in Story, and Brother to the Earl of Northumber- 
land. Neither did his Actions here diſgrace the Nobility of 
his Birth. For he juſtly obtained the Reputation of being 
a Gentleman of great Honour, Courage, and Induſtry. 


He ſeems to have come merely a Volunteer upon the Ex- 


pedition, and bore no Poſt or Office of Government z 
which might perhaps have proceeded from the Cloud, un- 
der which his Brother, the Earl of Northumberland, then 
Ay. For on ſome diſtant Surmiſes, and upon Account of

Kellam Throgmorton, William Smithes, Richard Frith, and 
divers others of Note in this firſt Plantation. And Mr. 
Thomas Studley was elected the firſt Cape-Merchant, - or 
Treaſurer, of the Colon: 0 f J, 5 44 
HAv ING pitched upon a Place to ſettle, they called it 
Fames-Town, in Honour of his Maj eſty then reigning, and 
every Man fell ta work. The Council contrive the Fort; 
and of the reſt; ſome cut down and clear away the Trees, 
to make a Place to pitch their Tents ;. ſome get Clapboard, 
to relade the Ships; whilſt others were employed in makin 
Gardens and Nets, and providing other Neceſſaries an 


Conveniences. The Indians often viſited them kindly, 


which was a great Satisfaction to them. For the Preſident's 
Jealouſy would admit of no Exerciſe at Arms, nor any 
other Fortification, but the Boughs of Trees caſt together 
in the Form of a Half Moon, by the extraordinary Pains 
and Diligence of Captain Kendall. And ſoon after, Neio- 
port and Smith, with twenty others, were ſent to diſcover 
the Head of the River Powhatdn, which, from King James, 
was afterwards called James River. They paſſed by divers 
ſmall Habitations; and in fix Days arrived at a Town, 
called Powhatan, conſiſting of about twelve Houſes; plea- 
ſantly ſeated on a Hill, on. the North Side of the River, 
with three fertile Iſles before it. This Place I judge to be 
either Mrs. Mayo's, or elſe Marring's Plantation; and it 
was the principal Seat, by Inheritance, of Powhaten,, Em- 
peror of the Country. o this Place they found the River 


- navigable ; but within a Mile higher, by reaſor of the 


Rocks and Iſles, there was no Paſlage for a ſmall Boat; and 
this they called the Falls. They were kindly treated by 
the People in all Parts; but being returned to James-Toun, 


Tndians ; and had not a Croſs-bar Shot from the Ships haps 
pane to ſtrike a Bough from a Tree among them, which 
righted, and made them retire, the Engliſb had been all 
cut off, being ſecurely at Work, and their Arms in dry 
Fats. After this the Preſident permitted the Fort to be pa- 
liſadoed, the Ordinance to be mounted, and the Men to 
be armed and exerciſed, For many and ſudden were the

ing, Captain Smith's Enemies pretended, out of 'Tenderheſs. 
and Compaſſion to him, to refer him to the Council in 
England, to receive a Reprimand, rather than by puſhing 
on their Accuſation, to endanger his Life, or utterly de- 
ſtroy his Reputation. But he, being a Man of high Spirit, 
and conſcious of his Innocency, ſcorned their Charity, and 
defied their Malice; and behaved himſelf in the whole Af- 
fair with ſuch Clearneſs and Prudence, that all the Com- 
any perceived his Integrity, and their Envy and Injuſtice. 
Fain therefore upon his Trial, the Perſons, ſuborned to- 
accuſe ed accuſed their Suborners; and altho” man 
Falſhoods were alledged againſt him, yet were they all ſo 
3 diſproved, that it raiſed a general Reſentment in 
the Hearts of the Audience againſt ſuch unjuſt Commanders, 
and the Preſident was condemned to pay him two hundred 
Pounds, in Reparation of the Injury. In Conſequence 
hereof, all the Prefident's Effects were ſeized in Part of 
Satisfaction; but Smith generouſly preſented them to the 
blick Store for the Uſe of the Colony. Soon after their 
eats and Animoſities were appeaſed by the good Doctrine 
and Exhortations of Mr. Hunt, who procured Captain Smith 
to be admitted of the Council ; and the next Day, they all 
received the Communion, in Confirmation of their Peace 
and Concord. The Day after, being the 15th of June, 
the Indians voluntarily fled for Peace, and Captain Neto- 


pprt ſet Sail for England, leaving an hundred Perſons behind 


him in Virginia. 


Tux Colony, being now left to their Fortunes, fell into 
ſuch a violent Sickneſs, that within ten Days ſcarce ten a 


mong them could either go or ſtand. This was chiefly 


owing to the Difference of their Diet. For whilſt the ' 
' Ships ſtaid, either by Way of Traffick, or for Money, or 


Love, they got a daily Proportion of Biſcuit and other Pro- 
viſions from the Sailors, who always abounded even to 
Luxury and Profuſion. But now they were all reduced to 


the common Kettle; which contained the Allowance of 
half a Pint of Wheat, and as much Barley, boiled with 
Water, for a Man a Day. And this; having funked for 


ſix and twenty Weeks in the Ship's Hold, contained no- 
_ ſubſtantial, being only Bran, with as many Worms 
as Grains.

Bor the Preſident, all this while, had felt neither Want 

nor Sickneſs. For he had embezzled the publick Oatmeal, 

Sack, Aguæ- vitæ, Beef, and Eggs, and had lived in great 

Plenty and Elegance. Soon after, having projected an 

Eſcape to England in the Bark, it raiſed ſuch Indignation 

in the reſt, that wy depoſed him, and elected Captain 
— Jobs Ratcliffe in his Room. Kendall was likewiſe at the 
«life, Pre- ſame time diſgraced, and removed from the Council, for 
being concerned in theſe male Practices of the Preſident. 
And now, when all their Proviſions were ſpent, the Stur- 
on gone, and no Proſpect of Relief from any Quarter 
25 od wrought ſo wonderful a Change in the Hearts of 
the Indians, that they brought ſuch Plenty of their Fruits

. Newport was gone, Goſnold dead, ingfie 

Kendall in Dise; beh. were their Places Aren by 
the Election of any others, according to the Authority 
— 5 wen. So that the whole Government and Power of the 
uncil now reſted in the new Preſident, Martin, and 
Smith. But the Preſident and Martin, being little eſteemec 
or beloved, of weak Judgment in Dangers, and leſs In- 

duſtry in Peace, at firſt very candidly and wiſely permitted 
every thing to Smith's Management, who. was peculiarly 

fitted for conducting ſuch an Enterprife, by a good Judg- 
+ ment, undaunted Courage, and an invincible Induſtry and 
Reſolution. He immediately ſet about the building of 

' Fames-Town j and by good Words, fair Promiſes, and his 
own Example (himfe always bearing the greateſt Shares 

of the Labour.and Fatigue) he puſhed on the Work with 
fuch Vigor and Diligence, that he had, m a ſhort time, 
marr moſt of them with Lodgings, neglecting any for . ' 
imſelf. After which, finding the Autumn Superfluity of 
the Savages begin to decreaſe, he reſolved to ſearch the 

Country for Trade. The Want of 'the Language and a 
ſufficient Power, with Cloathing for his Men and _

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| Neceſlaries, were — — to this Deſign, but 1655. 
nd Diſcouragement to his bold and adventurous Spirit. 
For with five or fix more, he went down the River, in a f. Rate i fa 
Bhallop, to Ticguotan; where at firſt they ſcorned them, as 1 
epo res, and would offer, in Deriſion, a 
andful of Corn, or a Piece of Bread, for their Swords, 
Muſkets, or Cloaths. But Smith, finding, that 
was to be had by Trade and Courteſy, ventured to ex 
his Commiſſion, and entered u uch Meaſures, as Ne- 
ceſſity and the Exi of his Caſe required. And there- 
fore, having diſc his Muſkets among them; he ran 
his Boat re; at which the Indians fled into the 
Woods. Then marching up to their Houſes, they ſaw 
great Heaps of Corn. But Smith wo. much ado reſtrained 
is hungry Soldiers from immedia izing it; expecting, 
the Sav —— io all them, as ſoon . 
; For or ſeventy of them, ſome painted b 
ſome red, ſome white, and ſome party-coloured, iſſued out of 
the Woods, finging and dancing, and making a moſt hide- 
ous Noiſe, with their Otie borne before them; This was 
an Idol, made of Skins, ſtuffed with Moſs, and all painted 
and hung with Chains and Coppet. For there was na 
Place in Virginia found ſo barbarous and void of Huma- 
nity, in which they had not a Religion, Deer, Bows, and 
Arrows. In this Savage Manner, wing. tonmar with Clubs, 
Targets, Bows, and ' Arrows; they the Engliſhy 


who received them ſo warmly with a ſecond Vo 

 Muſkets; loaded with Piſtol Shot, that down fell their 
and ſeveral of them lay ſprawling on the Ground. The reſt 
fled again into the W and ſoon after ſent one of their 
Prieſts, to redeem their God and offer Peace. Smith told 
him; if only ſix would come unarmed, and load his Boat 
with Corn; he would not only reſtore their Otte, but would 
be their Friend, and give them Beads, Copper, and Hatchetg 
belidess Which was agreed to, and performed to the Satiſ- 
7 of both Parties. And then they brought him 
eniſon, Turkies, Wildfowl, Bread; and whatever elſe 
they had, ſinging and dancing in Sign of Friendſhip, till he 
departed. And in his Return up the River, he diſcovered 
the Town and Country of Warraſqueake. | 
AFTER his Return to Fames-Town, he made ſeveral

* 7 Raccliffe and go for England. But Smith, returning unexpectedly, 
rehident, yith much Difficulty prevented their Deſign. / For he was 
| obliged to turn the Cannon of the Fort upon them, and ſs 
force them to ſtay or fink in the River; which Action coſt 
the Life of Captain Rendall. And not 196g. ater their new 
Preſident Ratcliffe and Captain Gabriel Archer intended to 
abandon the Country; but their Project was likewiſe re- 
ſtrained and ſuppreſſed by Smith. The Spaniards was never 
more greedy of Gold, that he was of Proviſions; neither 
did the reſt deſire more eagerly to abandon the Country, 
than he to keep it. And therefore, having found Plenty 
of Corn up the River Chickahominy, he went a trading 
Voyage thither, and was received by hundreds of Indians, 
who ſtood in divers Places with Baſkets, expecting his Com- 
ing. And now the Winter likewiſe coming on, the Rivers 
were ſo covered with Swans, Geeſe, and Ducks, that they 
daily feaſted with good Bread, Virginia Peaſe, Pumpions, 
and Paſſimmons, and with Fiſh, Fowl, and divers Sorts of 
wild Beaſts, as fat as they could well eat them. So that 
none of their humourſome and tuftaffety Sparks (as Smith 
calls them) were any longer diſcontented, or deſirous to go 
Bur Captain Smith's Activity and Induſtry, in diſco» 
yering the Country, and providing for the Colony, could 
+ not ſcreen him from the vain Exceptions and Murmurs of 
many Idlers. at Fames-Town. He was cenſured by ſome, 
and even taxed by the Council, of being too remiſs and 
negligent in diſcovering the Head of Chickahominy River. 
And therefore ſoon after, with much Labour in cutting 
away Trees and clearing a Paſlage, he went up as far, as 
His Barge could paſs. And then leaving her in a broad Bay, 
beyond the Reach of the Indians Shot, he himſelf, with 
two Engliſh more, and two [ndians, eeded higher up in 
a Canoe. When he left the Barge, he ordered, that nona 
ſhould go afhore, till his Return. But he was not long 
gone, before his diſorderly and ungovernable Crew diſobey- 
ed this Command, and thereby gave the Indians an Oppor- 
tunity of ſurpriſing one George Caſſen; and indeed narrowl 
eſcaped being all cut off to a Man, For 2 2 
Brother to Powhatan, and King of Pamunkey, a ſubtle and 
ſavage Barbarian, was there with three hundred Bowmen. 
And after having extorted from Caſſen, which Way his 
Captain was gone, he put him to Death in a moſt cruel and 
barbarous Manner, and then went in Purſuit of Smith. 
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Car TAIN Smith had got up twenty Miles higher, a- 160. 
mong the Swamps and Marſhes at the Head of the River 
and leaving the Canoe to the Care of Robinſon and Emry, 7. Rarcliffe | 

his two Men, he himſelf was gone to kill ſome Proviſions. Prefidzate 
ncanough firſt happened on the two Men, aſleep, as 
it was ſuppoſed, by the Fire; and ſhooting them full of Ar- 
rows, ſlew them. And then they traced the Captain; who, 
finding himſelf beſet, bound an Indian, whom he had for 
his Guide, to his Arm for a Buckler, and received their 
Attack ſo ſmartly with his Fire-Arms, that he ſoon laid 
three dead upon the Spot, and ſo wounded and galled divers 
others, that none of them cared to approach him. He 
himſelf received a flight Wound in the Thigh, and had 
many Arrows ſticking in his Cloaths, but without any great. 
Hurt. Having the Indians thus at bay, he endeavoured ta 
ſheer off to his Canoe ; but regarding them, as he went, 
more than his Way, he ſuddenly flipped up to his Middle 
into an oozy Creek. Although he'was thus hampered, yet 
none of them durſt come near him, till, being almoſt dead 
with Cold, he threw away his Arms and ſurrendered. Then 
drawing him out, they carried him to the 'Fire, where his * 
Men were ſlain, and carefully chafed his benumbed Limbs. 
For this Winter, 1607, was extremely cold in Virginia, 
as it was likewiſe remarkable for an extraordinary Froſt in 


5 HEN Smith was a little recovered, he aſked for their 
Captain, and being ſhewed Opechancanough, he preſented 
him with a round Ivory double compaſs Dial. They won- 
dered greatly at the playing of the Fly and Needle, which 
they could flo ſo plainly, and yet not touch, becauſe of the 
Glaſs, that covered them. *But when he explained by it 
the Roundneſs of the Earth, the Skies, the Sphere of the 
Sun, Moon, and. Stars, with other ſurpriſing and unheard 
of Doctrines to them, they all ſtood amazed. Yet within 
an Hour after, they ed him to a Tree, and drew up in 
Order to ſhoot him. But the King holding up the Com- 
paſs in his Hand, they all laid down their Arms at once. 
And then, with much Triumph, and in martial Order, 
they conducted him to Orapates, which was a hunting 
Town and Seat, lying on the upper Part of Chielabominy 
Swamp, on the North Side, belonging to, and much fre- 
quented by Powhatan and the Imperial Family, on Account 
of the Abundance of Game, it afforded. In their March, 
they drew themſelves all up in File; and Opechancanough, 
being in the Midſt, had the Englih Swords and Muſkets 
carried before him. Captain Smith came next, led by three 
great Savages, holding him = by each Arm; and on g_” 
| | 5 8 
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mr iy. Side went fix in File, with their Arrows notched. . When 
— (hex arrived at the Town, the Women and Children ſtood, 
J. Rariliffe ftaring at a human Creature, ſo unlike whatever th had 
rehident, before ſeen ; and the Soldiers, that had taken him, perform- 
ed tlieir military Exerciſe, throwing themſelves with great 
Dexterity into their War-Dance, with ſtrange Diſtortions. 
and antic Poſtures, ſinging and yelling out frightful and in- 
harmonious Notes and Screeches. But they treated Smith 
here very kindly, and feaſted him with that Formality and 
Abundance, that he ſuſpected, they intended to fatten and 
to eat him. In the midſt of theſe melancholy Thoughts 
and Surmiſes, one of them, in Return for ſome Beads and. 
Toys, which Smith had given him at his firſt Arrival, 
brought him his Gown ; which was of lar Service to 
him, and a very ſeaſonable Defence againſt the exceflive 
Coldneſs of the Seaſon, | FE. fo 
Bor whilſt his Mind was thus taken up with imaginary 
Deaths, he had like to have met a real one. For a Man 
came violently upon him, and would have flain him for the. 
Death of his Son, had he not been prevented by his Guard. 
Whether this was one of thoſe, that were wounded when. 
Smith was taken Priſoner, or whether he was dying a natu- 
ral Death, which they, through Ignorance and Superſtition, 
attributed to ſome Sorcery in Smith, is not eaſy to be deter- 
mined, However, they carried him to recover the poor 
Man, breathing out his laſt. Smith told them, he had a 
Water at Tames-Town, that would do it, if they would let 
him fetch it. But they had more Senſe than to permit thaty 
or - truſt him out of __ Hands. POOR | 4 
HEY were now maki * reparations, 
kould, to aſſault e oo, o this End they dee 
Smith's Advice and Aſſiſtance; and, as a Reward, promiſed 
| him Life, Liberty, Land, and Women. But he repreſented 
do them the extreme Danger and Nifficulty of the Attempt z 
and deſcribed the Springing of Mines, great Guns, and other 
warlike Engines, in ſuch a Manner, as exceedingly frighted 
and amazed them. And then he perſuaded ſome of them 
fo 7 to James-Toꝛun, under Pretence of fetching ſome Toys; 
and in Part of a Table-Book, he informed them at the Fort, 
what was intended, and directed them, how to behave and 
affright the Meſſengers, and without fail, to fend him ſuch 
Things, es he wrote for, Within three Days, the Meſſen- 
pers returned, —_— as bitter Weather as could be, for ; 
roſt and Snow; and were greatly aſtoniſhed themſelves, as | 
well as all that heard it, how Smith could divine, or the Pa- 
E ſpeax. For all Things were delivered them, and had 
of ppencd at Fames-Tawn, according as he foretold. 
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Ax Thoughts of an Attack upon Fames-Town 
therefore laid aſide, they led Smith in Show and Triumph 


that dwelt on YToughtanund, or as it is now called, Pamun- 
key River. For the main River, which is ſince named York 
River, was then called Pamunkey ; altho the Country of 
Pamunkey, over which Opechancanough was King, lay in 
the Fork of the River, and. his chief Seat was nearly, where 
the Pamunkey Town now is. From the Youghtanunds they 
led him to the Mattaponies, the Piankatanks, the Nantaugh- 
tacundi, on Rappabanoct, and the Nominies, on Patowmack 
River. And having paſſed him over all thoſe Rivers, they 
brought him back, through ſeveral other Nations, to Ope- 
rhancanough's Habitation at Pamunkey ; where, with fright- 
ful Howlings, and many ftrange and helliſh Ceremonies, 


they conjured him three Days, to know, as they told him, 


whether he intended them well or ill. After this, they 
brought him a Bag of Gunpowder, which they judged to 
be a Grain, ſpringing out of the Earth, as other Grains 
did; and therefore they carefully preſerved it, intending to 
plant it the next Spring, as they did their Corn. And then 
he was invited, and feaſted, in a ſumptuous Manner, by 
_ tchapan, ſecond Brother to Powhatan, and next Heir to 

his Dominions. But here, as in all other Places, none 


of them would Jouch a Morſe! with him; although they 


would feaſt yery merrily upon what he left. At laſt they 
conducted him to Weroweocomeco, where Powhatan the 
Emperor, was. Werowocomaco lay on the North Side of 
York River, in Glacęſter County, nearly oppoſite to the 
Mouth of * Creek, and about twenty five Miles be- 
low the Fork of the River. It was at that Time Powhar 
tan's principal Place of Reſidence; altho' afterwards, not 
admiring the near Neighbourhood of the Engli/b, he retireg 
to Orapates. By 

Powhatan himſelf was a tall well-proportioned Man, of 
a ſour Aſpect, and of a very ſtrong and hardy Conſtitution 
of Body. His r Name was Wabunſonarcck ; and he 
had that of Powhatan, from the Town ſo called, near the 
Falls of James River, which was the chief Seat and Metro- 
polis of his hereditary Dominions; and he ſeems to have 
removed to J/zrowecomece for Copvepiency, after he hag 
extended his Conqueſts far North, For his bereditary 
Countries werę only Powhatan, Arrobattocl, about twelve 
Miles lower down, which hath fince been corrupted to 
Hadui had docts, Appamattock, Youghtanund, 3 | 
Mattapony'; ta which may be added, Werowecomeco, 5

About the Country. firſt they carried him to thoſe, J. Ra 
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1607. tween Williamſburg and York, All the reſt were his Con- 


ueſts; and they were bounded on the Sauth by James Rir 
ver, with all its Branches, from the Mouth to the Falk, 
and ſo acroſs the Country, nearly as high as the Falls of 
all the great Rivers, over Patowmack even to Patuxen in 
Maryland. And ſome Nations alſo on the Eaſtern Sho 


owned Subjection to him. Theſe Dominions deſcendec 


not to his Sons or Children, but firſt to his Brothers, 
whereof he had three, Opitchapan, Opechancanough, and 
Catataugh ; and then to his Siſters, according to their Se- 
niority ; and after them to the- Heirs male or female of the 
eldeſt Siſter, and ſo of the reſt, but never to the Heirs of 
the Males. _ * 8 EPL 
Hx lived in great barbaric State and Magnificence. 
He uſually had about his Perſon forty or fifty of the talleſt 
Men, his Colintry afforded ; which Guard was, after this 


time, encreaſed to two hundred, on Account of the En- 


gliſh, Every Night, upon the four Corners of his Houſe 
were placed fcur Sentinels, each a flight Shot from the 
other; and every half Hour, one from the main Guard 
hollowed, ſhaking his Finger between his Lips, and eve 
Sentinel was obliged to anſwer from his Stand. If any falle 
an Officer was immediately ſent, who beat him extremely. 


At all his ancient Inheritances, he had Houſes, ſome of them 


thirty or forty Yards long; and at every Houſe, Proviſion 
for his Entertainment, according to the Seaſon. He kept 
as many Women, as he pleaſed ; and when He laid down, 
one fat at his Head, and another at his Feet; but when he 
was up, one fat op his right Hand, and another on his left, 


And as he was weary. of them, he beſtowed them on ſuch 


of his Servants, as had moſt pleaſed him, or beſt deſerved 


them at his Hands. 


. ALTHO' both himſelf and People were very barbarous, 
and void of all Letters and Civility, yet was there ſuch à 
Government among them, that the Magiſtrates for 

Command, and the People for due Subjection, excelled 
many Places, that would be counted very civil. He had 


under him above thirty inferior Kings or Werowances,, wha 


had Power of Life and Death; but were bound to govern 
according to the Cuſtoms of their Country. However, (his 
Will was, in all Caſes, their ſupreme Law, and mult. be 
obeyed. They all knew their ſeveral Lands, Habitations, 
and Limits to fiſh; fowl, or hunt in. But they held all of 
their great Werowance, Powhatan.z to whom they paid 
'Tribute of Skins, Beads, Copper,, Pearl, Deer, Turkies, 


wild Beaſts, and Corn. All his Subjects reverenced him, 
not only as a King, but as half a God; and it was purious 
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behold, with what Fear and: Adoration they obeyed him. 1607. 
For at his Feet they preſented whatever he commanded ; —<——* 
and a Frown of his Brow would make their greateſt Spirits . Rae 
tremble. And indeed it was no Wonder; for he was very A. 
terrible and tyrannpus in puniſhing ſuch, as offended him, 
with Variety of Cruelty and the moſt exquiſite Torture. 

Wu Smith was preſented to him, he was about ſixty 
Years of Age, ſomething hoary, and of a ſavage Majeſty _ 

| and Grandeur..: He fat before , a Fire, upon a wooden 

Throne, like a Bedſtead, cloathed with a great Robe of 

: Racoon Skins, and with a Coronet of Feathers about his 
Head. On either Hand, fat a young Wench, of. about ſix- 

teen or eighteen Years of Age; arid along each Side of the 

Houſe, a Row of Men, and behind them, as many Wo- 

men, painted and adorned in their beſt Manner. When 

Smith entered, all the People gave a Shout; and the Queen 

of — was appointed to bring him Water to waſh 

his Hands, and another brought a Bunch of Feathers, in- 

ead of a Towel, to dry them. After that, having feaſted 
him in their beſt Manner, a long Conſultation was held; 
at the Concluſion of which, two great Stones were brought 

before Powhatan, and Smith was dragged to them, and his 

Head laid thereon, in order to have his Brains beat out with 

Clubs. But Pocahontas, the King's darling Daughter, when 

no Entreaty could prevail, got his Head into her Arms, 
and laid her own upon it, to ſave his Life, Whereupon 

Potuhatan was perſuaded to let him live, to make himſelf 

Hatchets, and her Bells, Beads, and Copper. For the King 

himſelf would make his own Robes, Shoes, Bows, Ar- 

rows, and Pots; and would hunt, plant, and do every thi 

elſe, like the reſt-z and therefore they thought him of "aſl 

Occupations, as well as themſelves: And beſides this ſur- 

priſing Tenderpeſs. and Affection of Pocahontas, who was 

at that Time about twelve or thirteen Years of Age, Cap- 
tain Smith received many Services from Nantaquaus, the 

Emperor's Son, He was a Youth of the comelieſt and moſt 

manly Perſon, and of the higheſt- Spirit and Courage, of 

any in the Court of Powhatan; and he embraced - Smith's

as their Market-Clerk, ſet the Price upon the reſt. 80 3697: 
DR and enchanted thoſe poor Souls.

commanded. And the God, who created all things, they 
knew, he adored as his God, and would, in their Diſcourſe 
call him the Gag of Captain Smith. 
Ay this their high Opinion was much increaſed by the 
Arrival of Captain Newport, whom Smith, among them, 
called his Father, nearly about the time, that he had fore- 
told. For the Treaſurer and Council in England ſent two 
Ships, the latter End of this Year, with eh of Pro- 
viſions, and an hundred and twenty Men. Theſe came, 
well furniſhed with all thin — be imagined ne- 
ceſſary, as Captain Smith tells us. But however, we muſt 
always make ſome Allowance in his Account of theſe things. 
For he was a very great Friend to Sir Thomas Smith ; and. 
we ſhall ſee bereafter, from ſeveral authentick Papers, but 
2 from a Repreſentation of our General Aſſembly, 
. the Capitol, that that Officer was 
moſt candalouſly negligent, if not corrupt, particularly in 
this Matter of Sooke: One of theſe Ships was com- 
manded by Captain Newport, the other by Mg wr Francis 
Nelſon, an honeſt Man and expert Mariner t ſuch was 
the Lewardneſs of his Ship, that altho he was within Sight 
of Cape-Henry, yet by contrary, Winds and ſtormy Wea» 
ther, he was driven off the Coaſt, and forced to the Hei- 
Indies, to repair his Maſts, and to get a Recruit of Wood 
and Water. But before, this, the Preſident and Council 
ſo yoke — Smith's Eſteem among the Natives, altho* 
ually participated of the good Effects of it, that 
to 822 their edit and Authority above his, they would 
pe them four times as much for their Commodities, as he 
appointed. And now, out of — for the Arrival of 
this firſt Supply, and to gratify Mariners, they! gave 
them free Li gan cpu" ag So that in a 
ſhort time, what was before bought for an Ounce of Cope 
Per, could not be had for a Pound. To which Captain 
Newport's profuſe Preſents to Powhatan were added, and 
ve the finiſhing Blow to their Trade. They ſerved in- 
deed to entertain and keep up the high Idea of Newport's 
Greatneſs, which' Smith A ied — and madg 
him very deſirous to ſee him. 
- ACCORDINGLY the Bark was prepared, and. a great 
Coil there was at Fames-Town to ſet him off. Captain 
Smith and Mr. Matthew Scriuener, a diſcreet and under- 


 Fonding Gratlaman, newly. arrived and. admitted roy 
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1607 Council, attended him with a Guard of thirty or ſortx 
| . choſen Men. When they came to Merotocomoco, News 
| F rar port began to entertain many Fears and Suſpicions of Treas

And 

thus did Smith and he ſpend the Day, in a kind Renewal of 

their former Acquaintance, and in feaſting, and ſeeing them 

dance and ſing, and play their other Feats of Humour and 

Activity.

poſed of a rare Subſtance of the Colour of the Skies, and 
were not to be worn by any, but the greateſt Kings in the 
World. This made him the more eager and mad for them; 
ſo that, for a Pound or two of blue Beads, he drew from 
him two or three hundred Buſhels of Corn, and yet parted 
in good Friendſhip. Upon this Voyage, Newport: gave 
Powhatan a Boy, named Thomas Savage, whom he called 
his Son; and Powhatan gave him Namontack, a Servant 
his, of a ſlirewed and ſubtle Capacity. Un : 
Fo V erotocomoco they went to Pamunkey, where 
they were feaſted in like Manner by Opechancauough. Smith 
fitted him alſo, at the ſame Rates, with blue Beads; which, 
by this Means, grew into ſuch Eſtimation, that none durſt 
wear them, but their great Kings, or their Wives and Chil- 
dren. At length, weighing from thence, they returned to 
James- Tun; where this new Supply of Corn being lodged 
with the reſt, their Storehouſe was by ſome Accident fired, 
and ſo.the Town, which, being thatched with Reeds, burnt 


with that Fierceneſs and Violence, as ſoon conſumed their 


wooden Fortifications, with their Arms, Apparel, and Bed- 
ding, and much private Goods and Proviſion. The good 
Mr. Hunt loſt all his Library, with every thing elſe that 
he had, except the Cloaths on his Back; yet no one ever 
heard him murmer or repine at it. Ul 
 NoTwiTHSTANDING this unfortunate Accident, 
they had yet a tolerable Stock of Oatmeal, Meal, and Corn, 
had not-the Ship loitered fourteen Weeks in'the Country, 
when ſhe might as well have been gone in fourteen; Days. 
For they thereby helped. to conſume a great Part of tho 
Colony's Store, and near all the Proviſions, ſent to be land- 
ed. When they departed, they leſt them what little they 
thought proper to ſpare; which they were glad to receive, 
and make up an Account, highly commending their Care 
and Providence, leſt they ſnould diſcourage the Council at 
home from ſending any more. Vet thoſe Perſons, who 
had either Money, ſpare. Cloaths, Credit for Bills of Ex- 
change, Gold Rings, Fun, or any ſuch valuable Commo- 
dities, were always welcome to this floating Tavern. Such 
was their Neceflity and Misfortune, to be under the Laſh 
of thoſe. vile Commanders, and to buy their own Proviſions 
at fifteen times their. Value; ſuffering them to feaſt at. their 
Charge, whilſt themſelves were obliged to faſt, and = 
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and Water, and * by the Loſs of their Town, to 
the moſt bitter Cold and Froſt, above half of them died. 
-Smith indeed and Scrivener endeavoured to correct all A- 
buſes, and to put things into a better Poſture; but they could 
do nothing to Effect, being overpowered by the Preſident 


and his Party, who had long before this laid afide their De- 


ference to Smith's Judgment and Management. | 
ABOUT this time alſo, there ſprung up a very trouble- 


tome Seck of Gold-finders, which was headed by Captain 


Martin, and _— embraced by Newport. ere was 
no Thought, no Diſcourſe, no Hope, and no Work, but 


to dig Gold, waſh Gold, refine Gold, and load Gold. And 
notwithſtanding Captain Smith's warm and judicious Re- 


reſentations, how abſurd it was, to neglect other things of 
ymmediate Uſe and Neceflity, to load ſuch a drunken Ship 
with gilded Duſt ; yet was he oyer-ruled, and her Re- 


turns made in a Parcel of glittering Dirt, which is found

But whilſt they were all buſily engaged at their feveral La- 
bours, Captain Nelſorr, who had been driven off the Coaſt, 
as was before ſaid, and as they all thought, loſt, ' unex- 
ꝓectedly arrived, to their great Joy. He had been very 
careful and provident, and had fed his Company on what 
he got at the Veſt- India Iſlands; ſo that the Proviſions 
he now landed, joined to their former Store, were ſufficient 


tto ſupport them half a Year, according to their preſent 


Allowance. He himſelf alſo freely imparted whatever he 
ad; and by his fair and generous Behaviour, he got the

of the Menacan, or as they were afterwards called, the Ma- 2 Rae 
nalin Indians ; a Nation above the Falls of James Riverr, 


not ſuhject to Powhatan, but profeſſed Enemies to him and 


his Dominions. For that Blood-thirſtineſs, and, as 


it were, judicial Infatuation, of warring againſt and exter- 


ing each other, which at preſent infeſts our Indians, 


and has been the Cauſe of the utter Extirpation of moſt of 
the Nations on this Continent, was even then rooted in their 
Nature, and may be obſerved in the oldeſt Accounts that 


we have of them. However, as it was the Time of plant- 


ing Corn, and this Ship was to be diſpatched, Captain Smith 
thought thoſe and other things more urgent at that time, 


and therefore deferred the Diſcovery, till he could perform 


it with leſs Charge and more Leiſure. | 
Warn Newport left the Country, Powhatan preſented 
him with twenty Turkies, and in Return demanded twen 
Swords, which were immediately ſent him. Afterwar 
he preſented m_—_ Smith with the like Number; but 
baving no Swords in Return, he was highly offended, and. 
ordered his People to take them by Stratagem or Force, 
So that they became inſufferably troubleſome and inſolent, 
would ſurpriſe the Engliſb' at their Work, and ſeiſe their 
Swords at the very Ports of Fames-Town. The Preſident 
and Martin, who now bore the Sway, would keep their 
Houſes, or do any thing, rather than tranſgreſs a ſtrict 
Command from England, not 3 8 * at 
length happened to meddle with Captain Smith, who 
gave 1 * Encounter, hunted them up and down 
the Illand, and feiſed ſeven, whom he whipped and impri- 
ſoned. By this and other ſmart Proceedings, he brought 
them to Submiſſion; and they unanimouſly confeſſed, that 
they acted by Powhatan's Direction, in order to get Swords 
from the Engliſh, to cut their own Throats ; and they like- 
wiſe diſcovered, how, where, and when, this Deſign was 
to be put in Execution; all which was confirmed by many 
concurrent Circumſtances. But Powhatan, finding that 
things went not according to his Deſire and Intent, ſent Po- 
cahantas with Preſents, to excuſe himſelf for the Injuries 
done by ſome of his ungovernable Captains; and he deſired 
their Liberty for this time, with Afſurances of his Love 
and Friendſhip for ever. And Smith having given them a 
N Correction, delivered them to Pocahontas ; for whaſe 
e alone he pretended to ſave their Lives, and give them 


their Liberty. Thus, without the Death of one Man, he 


deſtraued their Inſolence, 8 
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fect Fear and Obedience, that his very Name was ſufficient 
to fright them; whereas before they had ſometimes Peace 
and War twice in a Day, and ſeldom a Week paſſed with- 
out ſome Treachery or Ambuſcade. But the peaceable 


Council were highly offended at theſe Proceedings, and ex- 


ſome others of Note. And whilſt Nelſon and 


poſtulated warmly with him for his Raſhneſs and Cruelty. 
- THERE had been a Diſpute between Martin and Smith, 
whether this Ship ſhould be laded with Cedar or Dirt. 
But her Freight being concluded to be Cedar, ſhe was, ” 
the Diligence of her Captain and Smith, quickly diſpatched. 
In her Captain Martin, being always ſickly and unfervice-* . 
able, and having his Head full of the idle Whimſy of a 
Gold Mine, was moſt willingly admitted to return'to En- 
=> In theſe two Ships, beſides Mr. Scrivener, came 
alter Ruſſel, Doctor of Phyſic, Richard * tr and 
mith were 

engaged in loading the Ship; Mr. Scrivener was neither idle 
nor flow in carrying on the Works of James - Toun. But 
the Preſident's Prodieality and State went ſo deep, and was 
ſo ſenſibly felt in their ſmall Store, that he and Smith were 
obliged to bind him and his Paraſites to the Rules of Pro- 
rtion. | | y | 
ON the ſecond of June Captain Nelſon fell down the 
River, and was accompanied to the Capes by Smith, who, 


in an open Boat of about three Tons Burthen, together 
with Dr. ＋ and thirteen more, was going to diſcover 


Cheſapeake Bay. Parting with the Ship at Cape-Henry, . 


they ſtood over to thoſe Iſlands, which were then called, 


after him their firſt Diſcoverer, Smith's Iflands. The firſt 
People they ſaw, were two grim and ſtout Indians on Cape 


Charles, with long Poles, like Javelins, headed with Bone.

being foundered. Theſe Hands they named 


They fternly demanded, what they were, and what they 
wanted; but grew afterwards more kind, and directed 
them to Accomack, the Habitation of their Werowance. 
This _ treated them very kindly, and was the come- 
proper, and civil Indian, they had met with. 
They ſpoke the Language of Powhatan, and at that time 
lay under the Misfortune of a ſtrange Mortality, which 
they attributed to a Miracle. Paſſing on from thence, they 
coaſted -it along, and ſearched every Inlet and Bay, that 
ſeemed proper for, Harbours or Habitations ; 'and many 
Harbours they found for ſmall Veſſels, but none fit to re- 
ceive large Ships. Then ſpying many Iflands out in the 
Bay, they bore up for them; but before they could reach 
them, there roſe ſuch a Guft of Thunder, Lightning, 
Wind, and Rain, that with great Difficalty they eſca 
Ruſt $ Illandi, 
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after Dr. Ruſſel 5\and- they are the ſame with thoſe now 
called Tanges-1/iards. Being in Want of Water, and find- 

ing none in theſe Iſlands, they were obliged to follow the 
next Eaſtern Channel, which brought them into the River 
Migbeocomoco, which is the River now called Pokomote, 
The Northern Point, at the Mouth, they called Hathins's 
Paint, and a Hill, on the South of Pokhomoke Bay, Kreſs 
Hill, after two of the Company. Running up the River, 
the Natives at firſt threatened, with great Fury, to aſſault 
them; but at laſt became very tractable and kind. T 
dug in. ſeveral Places, and ſearched their Hahitations, yet 
could get but little Water, and that mere Puddle. Yet 
ſuch was their Diſtreſs two Days after, that they would 
have. refuſed a Quart full of Gold for a Point of that Pud-

DrrARTINo from thence, — found on a high Point 
of Land, which they called Point Ployer, a Pond of freſh 
Water, but ſo exceedingly hot, that they ſuppoſed it to be 
ſome Bath. Then ſtanding over, to ſome other Iſlands, 
there aroſe ſuch another T'hunder-Guſt, that their Maſt 
and: Sail was blown overboard, and ſuch mighty Waves 
over-racked their Boat, that they could ſcarce, with much 
Labour in bailing out the Water, keep her from ſinking. 
Two Days they ſtaid among theſe Iſlands, and - becauſe of 
the Guſts and Storms that then happened, they called the 
Place Limbo; but they are the ſame, which have ſince been 
named Wats's [flands. Having repaired the Loſs of their 
Sail with their Shirts, they ſtood over again to the Eaftern 
Shore, and fell in with a pretty convenient River, then 
called Cuyſcarawock. This is, what is laid down in our pre- 
ſent Charts by the Name of Vigbeocomaco, by whatever 
Accident that Name hath ſhifred, in Proceſs of Time, from 
Pokomoke River to this. Here the Natives oppoſed them 
very furiouſly ; but leaving ſome Toys in their Huts, they 
brought ſome of them over at laſt, to be very fond and 
obliging. On this River lived the Nations of y Cereb h, 
Nauſe, Arſeck, and Nantaquack, who were the beſt Mer- 
chants and greateft Traders of all the Indians of this 
Country. They had the fineſt Furs, and made large 
Quantities of the beſt Roanoke ; which was a Sort of white 
Bead, that occaſioned as much Diflention among * thoſe 
Barbarians, as. Gold and Silver among Chriſtians. They 
told the Engliſh of, and highly extolled, a great Nation; 
called the Maſſawomecks ; in Search of whom they'return- 
ed again, by Limbo, into the Bay. And finding the Coaſk 
of tne” Eaſtern Shore nothing but ſhallow, broken Iſles, 
and for the moſt Part without freſh Water, they ſtood 2 
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from thence acroſs the Bay; bearing a little upwards, a 


el in on the Weſtern Side, above the Mouth of Patuxent 
| Y Ratcliffe River, againſt ſome high Clifts, which they called Riccard's 


Clifts. From hence they failed | thirty Leagues farther 
Nach ward, without finding any Inhabitants. The Coaſt 
was all along well watered, but very mountainous and bar- 
ren, except the Vallies, which were rieh and fertile, but 
extremely thick wooded, and therefore abounded in Wolves, 
Bears, Deer, and other wild Beaſts. They paſſed by ma- 
ny Coves and ſmall Streams. The firſt they found navi- 
gable for a Ship, they called Bolus River, becauſe the Clay 
in many Places under the Clifts, grew up in red and white 


= Knobs, like Gum 'out of 'Trees, and concluded it to

AND now Captain Smith's Crew, who at firſt feared no- 
thing ſo much as his too haſty Return, began to be very 
much foiled and fatigued. They had laid twelve or four- 
teen Days in that open Boat, were often tired at the Oars, 


and their Bread was ſpoiled and rotten with the Rain; fo | 


that they were very importunate with him to return. But 
he reminded them of the memorable Reſolution of Sir 
Ralph Lane's Company, in the Diſcovery of the River Mo- 
ratue, who inſiſted on his going forward, as long as they 
had a Dog left, which, being boiled with Saſſafras Leaves, 
would afford them a rich.Repaſt in their Return. And he 
told them, what a Shame it would be, to oblige him to 
return, with ſo much Proviſion as they then had, when they 
could fearce ſay, where they had , or give any Ac« 


not deny, but he had ſhared with them in the worſt of 
what was paſt z and he was willing, to take to himſelf the 
worſt Part of what was to come: That it was not likely

He therefore adviſed them to reſume their flo 
Courage; for he was determined not to deſiſt, till he had

Diſcouragement, that three or four fell ſick, whoſe Diſſa- 
tisfaction and piteous Complaints at laſt prevailed with him 

return. ' 


© On the 16th of June, they fell in with the Mouth of 
Patowmack. Their Fears 8 gone, and Men reco- 
vered, they all agreed to take Pains in the 9 
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of that ſeven- mile broad River. For altho' Sith had been 1608. 
carried over it in his N yet he knew it not again b 
the Mouth. For thirty Miſes they ſound no Inhabitants 3 R. T 
- but afterwards were conducted, by two Savages; up a little 
-dayed Creek, towards Nominy, where they diſcovered the 
Woods laid with Ambuſcades, to the Number of three or 
four Thouſand Indians, ftrangely grimmed and diſguiled, 
and making a horrible ſhouting and yelling. They made 
many Bravadoes; and Smith prepared; with as great ſeem- 
ing Willingneſs, to encounter them; But commandihg 
ſome Muſkets to be diſcharged on Purpoſe, the grazing of 
che Bullets on the Water, together with the Report and 
Eccho of the Woods, 1o frighted and amazed them; that 
they threw down their Arms, and became very kind and 
hearty Friends. They owned, they were commanded to 
- betray that Party of Engliſb, by the Direction of Pow- 
batan, who was 'defired ſo to do, by ſome diſcontented 
Perſons at Fames-Town, becauſe Captain Smith obliged them 
to ſtay in the Country againſt their Will. They afterwards 
went up the River, as high as they could with their Boat; 
and were received in fome Places kindly; and in others itt a 
hoſtile Manner. Up a fmall River; then called Ouiyongh, 
which I take to be Patewmack Creek; was a Mine like 
Antimony. In this the Indians dug, and waſhing away the 
Droſs in a clear Brook, which ran by, they put up the Re- 
mainder in little Bags, and fold it all over the Country, to 
deck theit Bodies, Faces and Idols; which made them 
Took like Blackamores; duſted over with Silver. Newport 
had carried ſome of theſe Bags home; and aſſured them, 
that they were found, upon Trial, to contain half Silver. 
Being therefore very eager after this Mine, they obtained 
Guides from Japazatus, King of Patowmack, who lived at 
the Mouth of that little River, and went up to it ; but all, 
they got, proved of no Value. Towards the F alls'of Pa- 
otomact, they met ſeveral Parties of Indians in Cinoes, 
loaded with the Fleſh of Bears, Deer; and other wild 
Beaſts, which they generouſly imparted to them; and in 
divers Places, they ſaw that- Abundance of Fiſh, lying with 
their Heads above Water, that their Barge driving among 
them, for Want of a Net, they att mpted to catch them 
with a frying Pan. But they found that a bad Inſtrument 
to catch Fiſh.

FROM Patotmack they ſet Sail for Rappahanock, or as 
it was by many called, Toppahanoct River; where the Cap-

It was pallifadoed round, 
mantled with the Barks of Trees, had Scaffolds, like 
Mounts, and was breaſted very formally.

tion; and welcomed them with Songs, Dances, Fruits, 
and Furs, and with whatever elſe they had. Here the 
ſa many. Hatchets, Knives, and Pieces of Iron nd Braſs, 
which, they told them, they had from the Suſqueſabanocks, 
a mighty Nation, dwelling on the chief of the four Branches 
at the Head of the — two Days Journey above the Falls 
of that River.

Their Attire was the Skins of Bears and 
Wolves, ſo cut, that the Man's Head went day. x the 
Neck, and the Ears of the Bear were faſtened on his Shoul+ 
ders, while the Noſe and Teeth hung dangling down upon 
his Breaſt. Behind was another Bear's Face ſplit,” with 2 
Paw hanging at the Noſe. And their Sleeves, coming down 
to their Elbows, were the Necks of Bears, with their Arms 
oing through the Mouth, and Paws hanging to the Noſes. 
One had the Head of a Wolf, hanging to a Chain, for 4 
Jewel ; and his Tobacco Pipe was three, Quarters of a Yard 
long, carved with, a-Bird, a Deer, and other Devices at 
the great End; which was ſufficient to beat out a; Man's 
Brains. 'They meaſured the Calf of the largeſt Man's Leg, 
ard found it three Quarters of a Yard about, and all the 
reſt of his Limbs were in Proportion; ſo that he ſeemed 
the ſtatelieſt and moſt goodly Perſonage, they had ever be- 
held. His Arrows were five Quarters long, headed with 
the Splinters of a white chryſtal-like Stone, in Form of a 
Heart, an Inch broad, and an Inch and half, or more, long. 
Theſe he carried at his Back, in a Wolf's Skin for his Qui- 
ver, with his Bow in one Hand, and his Club in the other. 
TR Manner of the Engliſb was daily to have Prayers 
with a Pſalm ; at which. Solemnity thoſe poor Barbarians 
wondered greatly. Prayers being done, the Suſqueſabanocks 
held a Conſultation ; and then began in a very paſſionate 
Manner to hold up their Hands to the- Sun, with à moſt 
frightful Song. Then embracing Captain Smith, they be- 
gan to adore him in like Manner. He rebuked them for 
it; but they perſiſted, till their Song was finiſned. After 
which, with a ftrange furious Action, and a diſmal Voice, 
they began an Oration of their Love; which ended, they 
covered him with. a large painted Bear's Skin. One ſtood 
ready with a great Chain of white Beads, weighing ſix or 
ſeven Pounds, which he hung about his Neck. The others 
had eighteen Mantles, made of divers Sorts of Skins ſewel 
together; all which, with many other Baubles, they laid at 
his Feet ſtroaking their Hands about his Neck, for his Crea- 
tion to be their Governor and Protector. They promiſed 
bim Aids of Men and Vidualb, and even offered al, fd 
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they had, if he would ſtay with them, to defend ànd re- 1608. 


venge them on the Maſſawomects. But he was” obliged to

HA IN ſearched all the Rivers and Inlets, worth 


Note, they paſſed down the Bay, naming all the remark- 


able Head- lands and Places after fome of the Company or 
their Friends. On the River Patuxen they found the 
People tractable and civil above all others. They, as well as 
the Patowmacks, were very urgent with Smith to revenge 
them on the Maſſawomecks, which he promiſed to do, but 
was afterwards croſſed in his Purpoſe. For depending upon 
the Aſſiſtance and Proviſions of thoſe two Nations, and of 
the Suſqueſahanocks, he was very willing to hazard his Per- 
ſon in the Expedition; and therefore, after his Return, he 
petitioned the Council for forty Men, to effect ſuch a Con- 
— Diſcovery. But the Council, envying his In- 
duſtry and Succeſs, and deterred perhaps alſo by the Diffi- 
eulty of the Undertaking, refufed' to rifque the Liyes of ſo 
many Men, in fo long and ſo 22 an Enterpriſe. 
IN the Diſcovery . anock River, they were 


kindly received and ent by the People of Maraugh- 
tacund, Here they met with an old Friend and Acquain- 


tance, one Moſco, a luſty Indian of Wighcocomoco. on the 
River Patowmack. ' They ſuppoſed him ſome Frenchman's 
Son, becauſe, he had a thick, black, buſhy Beard, and the 
Indians ſeldom have any at all, And he was not a little 
proud of this, and to fee ſo many of his Countrymen. He 
was very officious and uſeful to the Engliſh ; and adviſed 
them, by all Means not to paſs over to the Rappahanacks, 
who would certainly kill them for being Friends with the 
Aoraug htacundi, who had lately ſtolen three of their 
King's Women. But thinking, he only ſaid this to ſecure 
their Trade to his Friends, they croſſed the River to the 
Rappahanocks. There, under Pretence of Trade, they were 
invited up Rappahanock Creek, where they had laid an Am- 
buſh ; and after a ſmart Skirmiſh, in which many Indiany 
were ſlain and wounded, the Engliſb came off Victors with. 
out the leaſt Hurt. Having driven them up into the Woods, 
they ſeized thres or four Canoes, full of Commodities, 
which, with ſome” Arrows, they had gathered up, they 
preſented to Mofos for his Kindneſs, And he, on his Part,

Morning, they ſet Sail up the River; and Moſes followed 
along the Shore, and at laſt deſired 323 them in tg 
Boat. As they paſſed by Piſacach, Matchopeake, and Aa- 
cuppom, three Towns, ſituate on the North Side of the 
| River, on high, white, clay Clifts, with a low Marſh over 
| againſt them, and the River but narrow (the Place, where 
| the Briſtol Works now are) thirty or forty Rappahanocks 
| had ſo diſguiſed themſelves with Branches, that they took 
| them for little Buſhes,” growing in the Sedge. They ſaw 
their Arrows often ſtrike againſt the Targets, and drop into 
the River; and at laſt Moſco, falling flat on his Face in 
the Boat, cried out; The Rappabanocis. They ſoon per- 
ceived them to be the Buſhes in the Sedge, which at the firſt 
Volley fell down. And when they had about half a 
Mile further, they again ſhewed themſelves, ſinging and 
dancing very merrily. But they were kindly treated by the 
reſt of the Nations to the Falls, and they even uſed their 
utmoſt Intereſt with Moſco, to bring the 2 ngliſh to them. 
4 Between Secobect, on the South, and Mafſawteck,. on the 
. North Side of the River, there was a ſmall Iſland or two, 
which made the River broader, than ordinary. Here Mr: 
Richard Fetberſtone, one of their Company died; who, from 
his firſt coming to the Country, had behaved himſelf honeſt] 
valiantly, and induſtriouſſy. They buried him in a little Ba 
which they then called e Bay, with a Volley of 
their Arms. But the reſt of the laſt Supply, who had, on the 
Expedition, been miſerably ſick and harraſſed with their Sea: 
| ſoning, had by this time perfectly recovered their Health. 
TRE next Day, they failed up as high, as their Boat 
could go, ſetting up Croſſes, and carving their Names on 
the Trees; which they conſtantly did at all the 1 — 
Places, they went to. As they ranged about at the Falls; 
the Sentinel ſaw an Arrow fall by him; and giving the A- 
larm, they perceived about an hundred nimble Indians 
ſkipping from Tree to Tree, and letting fly their Arrows 28 
faſt as they could. But after, half an Hour's Skirmiſh, they 
all vaniſhed as ſuddenly, as they came. As the Engliſb re- 
turned from the Purſuit, they found an Indian, Ping a

And he deftred him to come to his Father Newport, to re- 
ceive his Preſents, and to enter upon Meaſures for their 
effectual Revenge againſt the Manatint. To this that ſub- 
tle Barbarian — — That if their King had ſent bim any 
Preſents, he alſo was a King, — that was his Land: That 
be would ftay eight Days, to receive them : That Newport 
ought to come to him, and not He to go to their Fort, which 
mat tos — a Bait to be taken : The as to the Manakins, - 
he could revenge his own Wrangs ; and for any ſalt | Water 
beyond tho Mountains, he told him, that all the Relations, 
they had received from his People, were falſe. Whereupon 
he began to draw Plots upon the Ground, according to his 
Diſcourſe, of all thoſe Regions. Many other complimental 
Diſcourſes paſſed between them; and ſo A returned 
with this Anſwer to James-Toum. 
HEREUPON the Preſents were ſent tou by: Water, 
and the Captains went acroſs by Land, with a Guard of fifty 
Men. All being met at Werowocombco, the next Day was 
appointed for his Coronation. Then the Preſents were 
brought; his Baſon and Ewer, Bed and Furniture, were 
ſet up; and his Scarlet Clpak and Apparel, with much ado, 
put on him, being perſuaded by Namontact, that they would 
not hurt him. But a great Coil and Trouble there was to 
make him kneel, to receive his Crown. He neither knew 
mu Majeſty of a Crown, nor the Meaning of A the

poſe, and refuſed to lend him either Men or Guides, except

ides, in Requital for his Preſents, he gave Newport a 
of Ears of Corn, which might contain — or eight Buſhels, 

.and as much more was purchaſed in the Town, with which 

they returned to the Fort at Fames-Town. 

IMMEDIATELY upon Far Return, er in Newperts 
with an hundred and twenty choſen Men, 
Walds, Lieutenant Percy, Captain Wynne, Mr. 2 
Mr. Scrivener, ſet forward for the Diſcovery of the — 
Lins; leaving the Preſident at the Fort, with eighty or 
ninety weak and ſickly Men, to load the Ship. Arriving at 
the Falls, they marched by Land about forty Miles, and found 
a very fair, fertile, well-watered Country. Two Towns of 
the Manalins they diſcovered, fituate on the South Side of 
the River. The People uſed chem neither well nor ill; yet 
ſor their Security, they took one of their petty Kings, and 
led him bound, to conduct them the Way. In their Return, 
they ſpent ſome Time in ſearching for Mines, having with 
them one William Callicut, a Refiner, for that Purpoſe. 
From the Cruſt of Earth, which they dug, he perſuaded 
them, that he extracted ſome ſmall Quantity of Silver. 
With this poor Trial, they returned down the 1 Path, 
they went, to the Falls; where the Indians feigned, that 
mo Ships were come into the Bay, to kill the E ngliſh at 
mes-Town. But as for their Corn, they had hid it in the 
Fro and could by no Means be induced to trade. And 
aka thus deluded and diſappointed, they returned to James- 
Town, half ſick, and all — g ſadly Wed 
with Toil, Famine, and Diſcontent. 
No ſooner were they landed, but the Preſident diſperſed 
as. were able, ſome to make Glaſs, and others 
for for Pitch, Tar, and Soap-Aſhes. Leaving them at the Fort 
under the. Councils Care and Overſight, he himſelf carried 
thirty about five Miles down the Riv er, to learn to cut 
down Trees, make Clapboard, and lic in the Woods. A- 
mong theſe he * Gabriel Beadle and Join Ruſſel, ms 
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1608. fine and proper Gentlemen of the e Theſe 
Ky were, at firſt, ſtrange Diverſions for Men of | Pleaſure: 


Deb Smith Yet they lodged, eat, and drank, worked or played, 
De as the Helden Kine did; and all Ne 
| pleafantly, that within a Week they became Maſters, aud 
thirty or forty of ſuch voluntary Gentlemen, would have 
done more in a Day than an hundred of the reſt; who muſt 
be driyen to it by Compulfion. * —— to Labour by 
theſe means, they ſoon made it their Delight, to hear the 
"Trees thunder, as they fell; and afterwards became v 
hardy, ufeful, and reſolute Men, eſpecially Mr. Ruſſel. 
But the Axes often bliſtering their tender Fingers, they 
would, at every third Stroke, drown the Eccho, with a 
loud Volley of Oaths. To remedy which Sin, the Preſi- 
dent ordered every Man's Oaths to be numbered, and at 
Night, for every Oath, to have a Can of Water poured 
down his Sleeve; which ſo waſhed and drenched the Of- 
— that in a ſhort time, an Oath was not heard in a 
N eek. 9 TEE [oat — on 4 —— a t 
In the mean while, Mr. Scrivener, Captain alas, and 
Captain Vynne, at the Fort, each, in their ſeveral Way, 
carefully regarded their Charge. But when the Preſident 
retutned, ſeeing the Time conſumed, and no Provifions 
got, and that the Ship lay idle at a great Charge, and 
did nothing, he immediately embarked in the Diſcovery 
Barge, taking with him eighteen Men and another Boat, 
and leaving Orders with the Council, to ſend” Lieutenant 
Percy after him, with the next Barge, that arrived at 
the Fort. Going into Chickahominy, the Indians were 
'furly, and knowing his Wants, with much Scorn and 
Inſolence refuſed to trade. But the Preſident, perceiving, 
it was Powhatar's Policy to ſtarve the Engliſb, told them, 
that he came not fo much for Corn, as to revenge his own - 2 
Captivity and the Death of his two Men; which he pre- | 
tended to attribute to them. And ſo landing his M „ 
and making ready to charge them, they immediately fled. 
Soon after they ſent Ambaſſadors, with Corn, Fiſh, Fowl, 
and whatever elſe they had, to make their Peace. Their 
Corn being that Year but bad, they complained extremely 
of their own Wants, yet freighted their Boats with an 
hundred Buſhels, and in like manner Lieutenant Percy's, 
that not long after arrived. Returning to Fames-Tawn, the 
Colony was much pleafed and revived by this feafonable 
Supply. Yet ſuch was the Malice and Envy, of ſome, that 
they had rather hazard a Starving, than that Smith's En- 
deavours ſhould prove ſo much more effectual, than theirs. 
And Newport and Ratcliffe had projected; not only pos 
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poſe him, but to keep him out of 


e Fort; under Pre-

tence, that, being Preſident, he had left his e and the =? 


Fort, without their Conſent. But their Horns were too 
Hort, and they themſelves narrowly eſcaped a greater 
- ief. 3 W477! 7 4422 
ALL this while, their old Tavern, the Ship, made as 
much of all them, that had either Money or Ware, as 
could be deſired. _ By this time, they were become perfect 
on all Sides, the Sailers, the Soldiers, and the Indians; and 
much more Care was taken, to maintain their private and 


icious Trade, than to provide things neceſſary for the 
lony. Newport and his Mariners had ſo many private 


Factors at the Fort, that in ſix or ſeven Weeks, of two or 
three hundred Axes, Hoes, Pick-axes, and other Inſtru- 
ments for the Uſe of the Colony, ſcarce twenty could be 
found ; and for Pike-heads, Powder, Shot, or any thing 
elſe they could ſteal, they knew well, how to convey them 
. ſecretly, to trade with the Indians for Furs, Baſkets, youn 
| and other ſuch-like Comniodities. So that, altho' 
Virginia afforded no Commodities for thoſe, who were at 
the Expence of the Settlement, yet theſe Men found 
Means, by theſe indire& Methods, of driving on a very 
profitable Trade. And thus, by their falſe Excuſes, In- 
formations, and Advices in England, and by their unlawful 
Trade here, the Adventurers were couſened, and the Ac- 
tion almoſt overthrown. Upon this Account thetefore, as 
well as under Pretence, that his Orders were, not to return 
without a Lump of Gold, a Certainty of the South-Sza, or 
one of Sir Maiter Ralegh's loſt Company, the Preſident 
had once determined to ſend away the Ship, and to oblige 
' Newport to ſtay one Year in the 9 to learn to ſpeak 
pf his own Experience. But upon his Submiſſion and Ac- 
; knowledgment, this Puniſhment was remitted, and he was 
ſuffered -to return to England in the Ship ; where, it is 
Not to be doubted, but that he repreſented Matters in the 
Irx is certain, that the Treaſurer and Council in Eugland 
were greatly diſappointed in their Hopes. For they expect- 
ed, upon their Diſcoveries in America, to have ſpeedy Re- 
turns in Gold and Silver, and ſuch other rich Commodi- 
ties, as the Spaniards found at their firſt Arrival. But Vir- 
ginia is not a Country of Mines. It is formed by Nature 


for producing all the Neceſſaries, or even Elegancies of 


Life, to as high a Degree, as perhaps any other Country 
- whatſoever, Jr lies under the fame Clime, as ſome Parts 
of Spain, Italy, and Sicily, and is a Country of Plenty and 
. Abundance z and , the End, is more * 
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1608. and even richer, than thoſe Regions, which abound in Gold 
and Silver. The Truth of this is confirmed by Experience; 

# Smith and it is an undeniable Maxim in Politicks, that Commo- 
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dities of the firſt Neceffity, or ſuch as are of abſolute Uſe 
for our Subſiſtance and the Support of Life, have a much 


f greater real and intrinſic Value, than thoſe, ' which only 


- receive an imaginary Worth, by . 


and are wholly deſigned, as a Gage, or Meaſure, of the 
real and intrinſic Value of other Commodities. The true 
Riches therefore, 'and Power of every Country, depend 
upon the plentiful Production of Corn, Stocks, Cloathing, 
and other ſuch Commodities of the firſt Neceflity ; the 
Want of which can, by no Means, be 1 by ever ſo 
great an Abundance of Gold and Silver. But the Want of 
them, on the contrary, may be, and often have been, ſup- 
plied, by ſtamped Leather, Tallies, Shells, Paper, or other 
ſuch arbitrary Repreſentations. But altho' theſe Neceſſa- 
ries of Life are of this greater real Value, yet they are not 
to be had at once. Previous Preparations by Culture, Ma- 
nufacturing, Stocks, and other Improvements, are neceſſa- 
ry ; which often require a long Time to bring them-to any 


tolerable Degree of Perfection. And the Engliſb, when 


they firſt came to Virginia, happened upon a Land, juſt as 
God had made it, littled planted, manured, or improved. 
The Inhabitants were an idle, improvident, vagabond Peo- 

le; knowing nothing of Gold and Silver, and other valua- 


ble Commodities; and careleſs of every thing, but juſt 


from Hand to Mouth. 3 


Bur however free they might be from Blame, the 
Council in England were certainly very much fretted with 


the Diſappointment, and by this Ship, wrote the Preſident 


a very angry Letter. They complained of the vain Ho 
they had been fed with, and very ſmall Proofs ; and of the 
F Wons and ſilly Projects about dividing the Country, con- 
cerning which the late Preſident and his FaQtion had written 
ſome idle Story to the Earl of Saliſbury, at that time chief 
Miniſter of State. And they threatened, unleſs — — 


of this Voyage, amounting to about two thouſand Pounds, 


was defrayed by the Ship's Return, they ſhould be deſerted, 
and left to remain here, as baniſhed Men. To this Letter 


Captain Smith gave a very plain and ſoldierly Anſwer b 


| the Ship, which was at length diſpatched, with the Tris 
of Pitch, Tar, Glaſs, Frankincenſe, and Soap-Aſhes, and 


with what Wainſcot and Clapboard could be provided. 


In it he endeavoured to lay open to them the Cauſes, that 


kept them from laying ſuch a Foundation, as might have

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ing any profitable Returns at preſent. He declares his 1668. 


own Integrity and Sincerity towards them, and warns them

He tells them, that their Directions 
by Newport had been followed, altho* he himſelf was di- 
rect. inſt them, as they were very prejudicial and to 
the imminent Hazard of the Ne which was

ces of his Projects, his Lingering in the Country, the good 


Cheer and Luxury of him and the Sailers, and their Em- 


bezzlement of the publick Stores. For of the two thou- 
fand Pounds, which this Ship coſt them, he aſſures them, 
that the Colony had not received the Value of an hundred 
Pounds. He blames Ratcliffe, Archer, and others, as the 
Authors of their Factions and Diſturbances ; and tells them, 
that he had ſent Ratcliffe, a counterfeit Impoſtor, whoſe 
right Name was S:c&emore, home, leſt the Company ſhould 
cut his Throat. And he judiciouſly inſiſts upon their ſend- 
ing uſeful Labourers and proper Tradeſmen for their preſent 
Condition ; and upon providing, firſt of all, Food, Lodg- 
ing, and ſuch other Neceſſaries, as were abſolutely requi- 
ſite for their Being and Subſiſtance, before they went on 
any other Projects of Gain or Curioſity, for which they 
were no ways fitted, in their preſent weak and infant Con- 
dition, At the ſame time, he ſent them two Barrels of ſuch 
Stones, as he thought contained ſome Kind of Ore, with 
Notes, ſignifying in what Places he found them. And to 
ſhew, he could make as large a Diſcovery, as Newport's of 
the Manatkins, for leſs Charge, than he font them at eve- 
ry Meal, he ſent them a Map of the Bay and Rivers, with 
a Relation annexed, of the tries, and of the Nations, 
that dwelt upon them. And this indeed was done with 


ſuch wonderful Exactneſs, as ſhewed him to have travelled 


far, and ſeen much ; and it has ever ſince been the Origi- 
nal, from which all later Maps and Deſcriptions of Virgi- 
nia have been moſtly copied. | 
AND now the Ship being gone, the grand Remora and 
Obſtacle to all neceſſary Buſineſs, the Colony began to look 
about them. The Proſpect was diſmal, and they were all 
in the utmoſt Conſternation, expecting nothing elſe but the 
moſt extreme Famine. However, to make up, in ſome 


meaſure, their loſt Time, Mr. Scrivener had been ſent, be- 


fore Newport's Departure, with the Bark and Barges to 
Merotuocomoco. There he found the Indians more ready to 
fight, than to trade. But his Vigilancy prevented their 
Plots; and by the Means of Namontackh, he got three or 
28 G 2 four

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162608. four Hogſheads of Corn, and as much Pocones, a red Root, 
at that time eſteemed an excellent Dye. Meeting Newport 
— Smith at Point Comfort, he returned to the Fort; and the Preſi- 
dent, taking him and Captain Vynne, ſet off 1 
for Nanſamond. That Nation at firſt denied him, not only 
the four hundred Baſkets of Corn they had promiſed, but 
any Trade at all. They excuſed themſelves on Account 
of their Corn's being almoſt ſpent, and becauſe they were 
commanded by Potuhatan, to keep what was left, and not to 
let the Engliſb even enter their River. The Preſident find- 
ing, nothing was to be done in the mY of Peace, reſolved 
to uſe Force. At the firſt Onſet, the Indians all fled, 
without ſhooting an Arrow. Then marching * their 
Houſes, they ſet Fire to the firſt they came to. hen the 
Indians perceived that, they offered, if they would make 
no more Spoil, to give them half the Corn ey had. Ac- 
cordingly, before Night, they loaded their three Boats; 
and for fparing them this Year, they promiſed to plant Corn 
purpoſely for them the next. With this they returned to 
Fames-Town, about the Time, that Fohn Laydon was mar- 
Tied to Anne Burras; which was the firſt Chriſtian Mar- 
riage that ever was in Virginia. But the Preſident ſtaid 
not long at the Fort. For he fitted himfelf and Captain 
Waldo out immediately with two Barges, and made a 
Voyage up the River. From J/yanoate, and all Parts 
there-abouts, he found the Indians fled ; and therefore 
haſting up higher, he then firſt diſcovered the River and 
People of Appamatox. The little Corn, they Had, was 
equally divided; and the Preſident gave them Copper for 
it, and ſuch other Toys, as fully ſatisfied them. At the 
fame time, Mr. Scrivener and Lieutenant Percy, went a- 
broad in Queſt of Proviſions, but could find nothing. 
ABOUT this time, the Preſident was invited by Pow- 
| hatan to come to him; and he promiſed to load his Ship 
with Corn, provided he would ſend ſome Workmen to 
build him a Houſe, and would give him a Grind-ftone, fif- 
ty Swords, fome Mufkets, a Cock and a Hen, with much 
Copper and Beads. The Preſident was not ignorant of his 
Devices and Subtlety; yet was unwilling to negle& any Op- 
portunity of getting Proviſtons, and reſolved, fooner than 
fail, to take him and all his Store by Surpriſe. To this 
End, he took Order with Captain Waldo, whom he knew 
to be ſure in Time of Danger, to ſecond him, if Need re- 
quired. But Captain Jyme and Mr. Scrivener did their ut- 
moſt to hinder their Proje&t. For Scrivener's ſtrict Friend- 
ſhip with Captain Smith was now much cooled ; and be 
was thought to join with ſome others, in a Plot to ruin him

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in England. But the Preſident, whom no Eloquence could 2686. 
perſuade to ſtarve, ſent off two Engliſhmen before by Land, — 
and four Germans, to build the Houſe for Powhatan againſt wee _ > 
his Arrival. And then, having left Mr. Scrivener his Sub- 
ſtitute, he ſet forward with the Bark and two Barges, man- 
ned only with ſuch, as offered themſelves voluntarily to 17 
upon the Service. In the Diſcoyery-Barge went himſelf, 
Mr. Ralegh Croſhaw, Fohn Ruſſel, and ſeveral ather Gentle» 
men and Soldiers; and Mr, William Phittiplace, as Captain, 
Lieutenant Percy, My, Francis Weſt, Mr, Robert Ford, Clerk 
of the Council, with many others, went on board the Bark. 
Tu 29th of December they left Fames-Town, bei 
victualled only for three or four * That Night they 
lodged at Warraſqueake, where the Preſident got ſufficient 
Proviſion, The King of that Town did his utmoſt to di- 
vert him from ſeeing Patobatan; but finding, he could 
not prevail, he told him, that Powhatan would uſe them 
kindly, although he had ſent for them only to cut their 
Throats. He therefore adviſed him, not to truſt him, and 
to be ſure to give him no Opportunity of ſeizing his Arms, 
The Preſident thanked him for his good Counſel ; and hav- 
ing obtained Guides from him to the Chowanocks, a Nation 
dwelling in the Fork of Chowan, between Nottoway and 
Meherrin Rivers, he fent Michael Sicklemore, a very valiant, 
honeſt, and painful Soldier, with Preſents to that King; 
but phley to look for Silkgraſs, and to enquire after di 
Walter Ralegh's loſt Colony. The next Night they lodged 
at Nicguotan, and were detained there fix or ſeven Days by 
the extreme Wind, Rain, Froſt, and Snow. This obliged 
them to keep their Chrifmas among the Sayages ; and they 16695 
were never more metry in their Lives, lodged by better 
Fires, or fed with greater Plenty of good Bread, Oyſters, 
Fiſh, Fleſh, and Wilgfowl. Departing thence, they ar- 
rived on the I2th f „ thro? various Accidents, at 
N erotvocomoco; where they found the River frozen near 
half a Mile from the Shore. But the Preſident, running 
his Barge up, as far as he could by breaking the Tee, way 
left by the Ebb upon the oozy Shoals. In this dangerous 
pituation, he plunged firſt jnto the River himſelf; and by 
his Example, taught them to march, near Middle deep, a 
Flight-ſhot, through the frozen Ooze, When the Bargo 
ſhould float, he appointed two or three to return her a 
the Bark; where they, ſoon after, came into ſuch Diftrefy 
for Want of Water, that the Rivey being falt, they werg 
peng * ar Ha — To by melting the Ice. | 
_ 1 HE Erefident and hig Company quartered in the next 
Cabbing they found, and 15 1 Powhatan for Proviſions 
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1609. He ſent them Plenty of Bread, Turkey, and Veniſon ; and 
| A t the next Day, f them after his uſual Manner. But 
| Fobn Snitb he pretended, he had not ſent for them; neither had he 
Preſident, any Corn, and his People much leſs ; and ſoon began to be

importunate with them to be gone. But the Preſident con- 
fronting him with the Perſons, who brought the Me 
he endeavoured to put the Matter off with a Laugh, ani 
aſked for his Commodities. But he liked nothing, except 
Guns and Swords, and valued a Baſket of Corn higher 
than a Baſket of Copper; ſaying, he could rate his woes 
but not the Copper. Captain Smith, ſeeing his Intent, told 
| him; That he had many Ways, to have got Proviſions; 
| but relying on his Promiſes, he had neglected all to fatisfy 
| his Defire, and had ſent his Men to make his Buildings, 
| whilft his own were undone : That he knew, he had en- 
groſſed his People's Corn, and forbid them to trade; thinks 
ing, by conſuming Time, to conſume them: That as for 
Swords and Guns, he had none to ſpare ; and that he muſt 
know, thoſe, he had, could keep him from ftarving : Yet 
he would neither rob nor wrong him, nor diſſolve that

Friendſhip, they had mutually promiſed, unleſs conſtrained 

| | to it by bad Uſage. The King liſtened attentively to this 

| Diſcourſe ; and promiſed, that both he and his People 

| ſhould ſpare him, what they could, and that they ſhould 

| receive it witnin two Days. But, ſays he, I have ſome 

| Doubt abgut the Reaſon 77 your coming hither. I am in- 
formed from many Hands, that yon come, not to trade, 
but ta invade my People, and to poſſeſs my Country. This 
makes me leſs ready to relieve you, and frightens my People 
from bringing in their Corn.” And therefore, to eaſe them 
7 that Fear, leave your Arms aboard, ſince they are need- 
of here, where we are all Friends, and for ever Pow- 

atans, N | 

I theſe, and many ſuch inſiduous Diſcourſes, that Da 

. was ſpent. But Captain Smith afterwards diſcovered, that 

the Germans, whom he had ſent to build Powhatar's Houſe, 
finding his Plenty and the Wants of the Engliſh, and think: 
ing it ſcarce poſſible, that they could eſcape both him 
Famine, had, to gain his Favour, revealed to him all, they 
knew, of the State and Deſigns of the Engliſh, and ad- 
viſed him, how to counteract and prevent them. And this 
Treachery was the more odious and unſuſpected, becauſe 
the Preſident had placed one of them, as a Spy upon Pow- 
hatan, being a Man of Judgment and Reſolution, and there- 
fore thought moſt proper for that Employ. And as he was 
ſure of his Wages for his Labour, and had ever been well 
uſed, both he and his Countrymen, there was at that pong 
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little Doubt concerning his Honeſty. But · vhilſt they ex- 1609. - 
ported the coming in of the Country, they wrangled Pow- Sv 
hatan out of eighty Buſhels of Corn for a Copper Kettle ; 2 Smirl 
which the Prelident ſeeing him much affect, he told him, . 
it was of much greater Value, yet in Regard of his Scarci- 
17 he would accept that Quantity at preſent, provided he 

hould have as much more the next Year, or the Mana- 
| kin Country. Both being ſatisfied with the Condition, 

Powhatan to expoſtulate the Difference of Peace and 

War, with Captain Smith, after this Manner, "el 
H told him, with a Vanity uſual to Perſons, who affect 1

He wiſhed their 

Experience was equal to his ; and that Smith's Love to 

them might be no leſs, than his to Smith, He aſked him, 

Why he would take that by Force, which he might quick- 

ly have by Love? Why he would deſtroy them, that pro- 

vided him Food? and, What he could get by War? For 

they could hide their Proviſions,, and fly into the Woods z 

and then he muſt conſequently famiſh by wronging his 

Friends. He deſired to know the Reaſon of his Jealouſy, 

ſince he ſaw them unarmed, and willing to ſupply his Wants, 

if he would come in a Friendly. Manner, and not with 

Swords and Guns, as to invade an Enemy, And he told 

him, that he was not ſa ſimple, as not to know, it was 

better to eat good Meat, lie well, and fleep quietly with 

his Women and Children ; to laugh and be merry with the- 

Engliſh, and being their Friend, to have Copper, Hatchets, 

and whatever elſe he wanted ; than to fly from all, to lie 

cold in the Woods, feed upon Acorns, Roots, and ſuch 

Traſh, and to be ſo hunted, that he could neither reſt, eat, 

or ſleep. In that Circumſtance, his tired Men muſt watch, 

and if a Twig did but break, all would be crying out, 

Here comes Captain Smith; and ſo, in this miſerable Many 

r, to end his miſerable Life ; which might likewiſe ſoon 

be Captain Smiths. Fate too, through his Raſhieſ and Une 
adviſedneſs. He therefore earneſtly exhorted him to peace; 
le 3 38 ＋ a eat 1 the — and 
words, the g auſe of their Jealouſy and Uneaſineſa, 
ſhould be removed and ſent away, f ; 
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1609. To tis crafty Diſcourſe the Preſident replied : That it 
ss the Faſhion of the 'Englih, always to wear their Arms, 
Tuer Smith | ke their Cloaths ; and that they would, by no Means, 

Prelident, pirt with them: That his People came frequently to James- 
| dun, and were entettained with their Bows' and Arrows, 
without * Exceptions: That if the Engliſh had intended 
him any Hurt, they could long ſince have affected it, as 
was evident to him, and all the World, eſpecially conſider- 
ing the Superiority of their Arms: That altho' Revenge, 
was always in their Power, yet, out of an Inclination to 
Mercy and Friendſhip, they afſed over the daily Violati- 
ons of the Peace by his Subjects : And as to hiding his Pro- 
viſions, 'and flying into the Woods, he told him; they 
ſhould not ſo unadviſedly ſtarve, as he imagined. For they 
had a Rule to find things hidden, 'beyond his Knowledge. 
After much more Diſcourſe, they at laſt began to trade. 
But the King, ſeeing that his Will would not be admitted 
as a Law, and that Smith was obſtinate, not to diſmiſs his 
Guard, or difarm his Men, breathed out his Mind once 
more in this Manner, witty a Sig. : 
Captain Smith, I never uſe any re kindly as 
yourſelf; yet from you I 'recelve the leaſt Ki bo 4 any. 
e Newport gave me Stvords, Copper, Cloaths,- or 
whatever elſe I defired, ever accepting what I offered him; 
and would ſend away bis (Gans, 'when requeſted. No one re- 

Fuſes to lie at my Feet, or dv, what I demand, but you only. 

"Of you I can have nothing, but what yon value not, and yet 

you will have whatſoever you pleaſe. Captain Newport you 
call Father, and fo you call me; but I ſee," in ſpite of us both, 
you will do, what you will, and we muſt both ſtudy to humour 
and content you.” But if you intend ſo friendly, as you ſay, 
ſend away your Arms. For 'you ſee," my undeſigning Simpli- 
city and 7 cauſe me, e to forget myſelf. 
© THE Preſident, 3 this Barbarian only trifled the 
Time to cut his Throat, refolved to treat him in his own 
Way. He therefore procured the Indiant to break the Ice, 
that his Boat might come, to fetch him and his Corn; 

at the ſame Time, gave Order for more Men to come a- 
ſhore, to ſurpriſe. the King, In the mean while, to pro- 
tract the Time, he endeavoured to entertain him with much 
ſpecious and fallacious Diſcourſe; promiſing, the next Da 
to quit his Arms, and to ſhew, by truſting to his Word, 
that he loved and confided in him, as a Father. But whilſt 
the Ice was breaking, Powhatan conveyed himfelf away; 
with his Women, Children, and Luggage. Yet to avoid 


Suſpicion, he left two or three of his Women, talking with 
the, Preſident, whilſt he ſecretly ran off, and his Men as 
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ſecretly beſet the Houſe. Which being preſently diſcover- 1609. 
ed, the Preſident iſſued forth, with his Piſtol, Sword, ane 
Target. At his firſt Shot, thoſe, next him, tumbled one Job» Smith 
over another; and the reft fled nimbly off, ſome one Way, dent. 
ſome another. And thus, without any Hurt, only accom- 
panied with Mr. John Ruſſel, he reached the main Bod 
of his Men. But when the Indians perceived him ſo w 
eſcaped, they uſed their utmoſt Art, to excuſe and diſſem- 
ble the Matter. Powhatan ſent him a great Bracelet and 
Chain of Pearl, by an ancient Orator, who told him, that 
their Emperor was fled for Fear of his Guns: That know 
ing, when the Ice was open, there would come more Men 
aſhore, he had ſent thoſe Numbers, whom he had aſſaulted, 

only to guard his Corn from being ſtole, which might hap- 

pen without the Preſident's Knowledge: That altho* ſome 

were hurt by his Miſtake, yet Powhatan was ftill his Friend 

and for ever would continue ſo. And he deſired, ſince the 

Ice was open, that he would ſend away his Corn; and if 

he expected his Company, that he would alſo ſend away 

his Guns, which ſo frighted his People, that they were a- 

fraid to bring in their Corn,'as he had promiſed they ſhould. 

And then Baſkets being provided for the Engliſb, to carry 

their Corn to the Boats, thoſe Indians kindly offered their 

Service, to guard their Arms, leſt they ſhould be ſtolen. 
There was a great Number of goodly, well-proportioned 

Fellows, painted and grimmed like Devils. But the very 

Sight of the Engliſb cocking their Matches, and being ready 
to charge, made them quit their Bows and Arrows, at Com- 

mand, to the Guard, and carry down the Corn upon their 

Backs. And there was no Occaſion to importune them, to 

make Diſpatch. | e 

Bur Powhatan and the Germans were ſtill eager to have 

the Head of Captain Smith. For if they could but kill him, 

they thought, all would be their own. And therefore, the 

Engliſh being ſtaid by the Ebb till late within Night, the 

King ſpent his Time in making ready his Forces, to ſur- 

priſe the Houſe and him at Supper. But Pocahontas, in a 

very dark and diſmal Night, came alone through the 

Woods, and told the Preſident, that great Cheer would be 

ſent them ſoon ; but that Powhatan, with all the Power, 

he could make, would come after to kill them all, if thoſe, 

who brought the Victuals, could not affect it with their 

own Arms, while they were at Supper. And therefore, as 

they tendered their Lives, ſhe adviſed them to be gone. 

The Preſident would have given her ſuch Things, as he 

knew, ſhe delighted in. But, with Teers running down 
her Cheeks, ſhe refuſed them; ſaying, ſhe durſt not be ſeen 
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1609. to have any of them. For ſhould her Father know it, it 
. would be certain and immediate Death to her. And ſo ſhe 
Dis Sitb ran away, by herſelf, as ſhe came. Within leſs than an 
Reckdente | our after, came eight or ten luſty Fellows, with large 
Platters of Veniſon and other Victuals, and they were very 
importunate with the Engliſb, to put out their Matches; 
pretending, their Smoke made them ſick. But the Preſi- 
dent made them taſte of every Diſh ; and then ſent ſome of 
them back to:Powhatan, to bid him make Haſte; for he 
was ready for his coming. Soon after came more Meſſen- 
to ſee what News; and not long after them, others. 
And thus was the Time ſpent, with equal Vigilancy on both 
Sides, but without any farther Hurt. At high Water, the 
Engliſh departed ; but to oblige Powhatan, they left him, 
at his Requeſt, Edward Brynton, to kill him Fowl, and 
the Germans, who were yet unſuſpected, to finiſh his Houſe, 
TRE x had no ſooner ſet Sail, but Powhatan returned, 
and ſent two of the Germans to Fames-Town. They pre- 
tended to Captain N ynne, that all things were well, and 
that the Preſident had Occaſion for their Arms; and there- 
fore they defired new ones, with ſome ſpare Tools, and 
ſhift of Apparel; all which were readily granted them, 
| During their loitering there, by the Promiſe of Powhatan's 
| Favour, and of an Exemption from the Miſeries, which 


would certainly happen to the Colony, they drew over to 
their Confederacy ſix or ſeven more, ſuch expert Thieves, 
| as preſently furniſhed them with fifty Swords, eight Muſ- 
kets, eight Pikes, and Powder and Shot; which were ſpec- 
dily conveyed away, by Indians at Hand for that Purpoſe, 
The other German Powhatan kept, as a Pledge ; whoſe 
Diligence provided him with three hundred Tomahauks, 
or Indian Hatchets. In the mean Time, Edward Bryn- 
ton and Thomas Savage, ſeeing the Germans ſo diligent to 
accommodate the Indians with Arms, attempted to make 
their Eſcape to James-Toun. But they were apprehended, 
3 back, and expected, every Minute, to be put 
to Death. | 
Tux Preſident and the reſt, being arrived at Pamuntey, 
were entertained ſome Days by the King, with great Feaſt- 
ing and Mirth. The Day, appointed to begin their Trade, 
he went aſhore with Lieutenant Percy, Mr. W:/t, Mr, 
Ruffel, Mr. Behethland, Mr. Croſhaw, Mr. Powel, Mr, 
Ford, and others, to the Number of fifteen ; and going up 
to Opechancanough's Houſe, a Quarter of a Mile from the 
River, they found nothing but a lame Fellow and a Boy, 
and all the Houſes round abandoned, and ſtripped of every 
thing. They ſtaid not long, before the King came, — 
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after him ſeveral of his People, loaded with Bows and Ar- 16. 
rows. But their Commodities were ſo trifling, and thoſe . 

held at ſuch a Rate, that the Preſident began with the King, Jele v=wcb 
and faid : That the Profeſſions of his I ongue were proved W 

by his Actions to be mere Deceit : That laſt Year he kindly 

freighted his Veſſel ; but had now treacherouſly invited him, 

with a View to famiſh and deftroy him ; That as the King 

was not ignorant of his Wants, ſo neither was he of the 

King's Plenty; of which by ſome Means, he muſt have 

Part. And he told him, it was highly. proper and decent 

for Kings above all others, to keep their Promile. And 

therefore, ſhewing his Commodities, he offered him his 
Choice, and the reſt, he ſaid, he would proportion in fit 

Bargains for his People. Opechancanough ſeemed kindly to 
accept his Offer; and the better to colour his Deſigns, ſold 
them what they had, at their own Price; promitir 

next Day, more Company, better provided. * 

THE next Day, the Preſident, with the ſame fifteen, 
marched up to the King's Houſe, where they found four 
or five Men, newly arrived, with each a great Baſket. 
' Soon after came the King ; and putting on a ſtrained Chear- 
fulneſs, he entertained them in Diſcourſe, about the great 
Pains he had been taking, to keep his Promiſe ; till Mr. 
Ruſſel brought in News, that at leaſt ſeven hundred In- 
dians, well armed, had invironed the Houſe, and beſet the 
Fields. The Preſident, ſeeing ſome of the Company greatly 
diſmaid at the Thought of ſuch a Multitude, told them: 
That he was leſs concerned at the Danger and Number of 
the Enemy, than at the malicious Repreſentations, which 
the Council, and their open-mouthed Minions, would make 
to England, of his breaking the Peace: That he, alone, 
was once aſſaulted by three hundred; and had it not been 
for an Accident, would have made his Way good among 
_ all: That they were now ſixteen, and the Enemy 

t ſeven hundred at the moſt. And. therefore he deſired 
them, to fight like Men, and not die like Sheep. For if 

ey dared to follow his Example, and to do, as he did, 

e doubted not, by God's Aſſiſtance, to extricate them out 
of the preſent Difficulty and Danger. The Time not per- 
mitting any Argument, they all chearfully vowed, to exe- 
cute, whatever he attempted, or die. But that they might 
not fight for nothing, or be even ruined and ſtarved by 
their Victory, the Preſident told Opechancanough : That he 
ſaw his Plot to murder him, but he feared it not: That 
their Men had done no Harm, but by their Directions: 
'That therefore, if each of his Men would bring a Baſket 
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160g. and they two would go over into the Illand, in the River, 


- 1 that Place, and decide the Matter by ſingle Combat; 
hat he ſhould have his Choice, and all Advantage of 
Weapons: and, That the Conqueror ſhould have all, and 
be Lord and Maſter over all their Men. Ka 
Bor duelling in fair and open Field is not the Manner 
of the Indians. Their chief Valour conſiſts in way-laying 
and murdering the unſuſpeCting an unprovided, or ha 
the weak and helpleſs. Neither had Opechancanough ſuch 
Regard for the Lives of his Subjects, as to ſave them from 
Danger, at the Hazard of his own. He therefore kindly 


'endeavoured to appeaſe the Preſident's Anger and Suſpicion, 
by a Preſent at the Door, which he intreated him to ac- 


cept. This was only to draw him out, where the Bait 
was guarded with two hundred Men, beſides thirty, which 


lay behind a great Tree, fallen acroſs, with each his Ar- 


row notched, ready to ſhoot. But the Preſident, havin 
diſcovered the Treachery, ſeiſed the King, in the Midſt 


His Men, by his long Lock of Hair, and preſented his Piſ- 


tol, ready cocked, to his Breaſt, Thus he led him, trem- 
bling and half dead with Fear, among his People ; who 


were eaſily induced to throw down their Arms, and to 


deliver the King's Vambrace, Bow, and Arrows; little 
dreaming, that any one durſt to uſe their King in that Man- 
ner. And now Opechancanough, to reſcue himſelf, beſtow- 
ed his Preſents in ſerious Sadneſs ; and his Subjects, bei 

upbraided and threatned by the Preſident in a ſmart an 


angry Speech, mixed with ſome Expreſſions of Love and 


Confidence, caſt away their Bows and Arrows, and Men, 
Women, and Children, brought in their Commodities. 
For two or three Hours, _ ſo thronged and wearied him, 
that he retired into the Houſe to reſt, leaving others to 
trade, and receive their Preſents. Whilſt he was aſleep, 
fifty of their choice Men, with each an Engliſb Sword or 
Club in his Hand, and ſeconded by two or three hundred 
more, preſſed into the Houſe to murder him. But the Pre- 
ſident, being waked from his Sleep, by the Noiſe of the 
People and ſhaking of the Houſe, betook himſelf to his 
Arms, together with Mr. Croſhaw and fome others; which 
ſoon made them throng back, faſter than they came. But 
Opechancancugh and ſome of his Ancients, who were kept 
Prifoners with him, endeavoured, in a long Oration, to 
excuſe this Intruſion. The reſt of the Day was ſpent with 
much Kindneſs, the Indians renewing their Preſents, and 
feaſting the Engliſh with their beſt Proviſions. ' | ' 

- WHILE theſe things were tranſacting, there happened 
an unlucky Accident, at the Fort. Mr. Serivener had — 
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ceived Letters from England, which gave him towering 1609. 
Thoughts, and made him decline entirely in his Aﬀection — 
and Friendſhip to Captain Smith, who ſtill regarded and loved 7-5» Smith 
him, as his — This made him more headſtrong and rn 

conceited, than was naturally conſiſtent with his Prudence 
and Moderation. And having taken it into his Head to viſit 
Hoeg-Iland, he could not be turned from it, by the Advice 
and repeated Entreaties of Captain Faldo and ſeveral others. 
Therefore, taking with him Captain Waldo, who was not 
to be abſent from the Fort, but to be ready to ſecond the 
Preſident, if called for, and Mr. Anthony Goſnold, a very 
worthy, honeſt, and induſtrious Gentleman, and Brother 
to Captain Bartholomew Goſnold, with eight others, he 
went into the Skiff. She was ſo overloaded, that ſhe ſcarce 
could have lived in calm Weather; but, in that cold and 
boiſterous Day, ſhe ſunk, none knowing how or where, 
and all aboard were drowned. To advertiſe the Preſident 
of this heavy News, none could be got, till Mr. Richard 
Hifi undertook it alone. He was encountered with many 
* and Difficulties, in all Places, as he paſſed. And 
at Werowocomoco, not finding the Preſident, and iving 
ſuch Preparations for War, he was certainly aſſured, that 
ſome Miſchief was intended. But Pocahontas hid him for 
a Time, and ſent thoſe, who purſued him, the quite con- 
trary Way, At length, by her Means and extraordinary 
Bribes and Trouble, in three Days Travel, he found the 
Preſident at Pamunkey, in the Midſt of thoſe Broils and 

_ Difficulties. - The Preſident, having ſworn him to conceal 

this unhappy News from the Company, and diſſembling 
his Sorrow with the beſt Countenance, he could, went 
fafely aboard at Night, and left Opechancanough at Liberty, 
according to his Promiſe, and likewiſe with a Deſign, the 
better to entrap Powhatan in his Return. Soon 2 he 
went down the River, having ſearched the Countries of 
Youghtaniind (now Pamunkey River) and Mattapony; where 
the poor Creatures imparted the little Corn, they had, 
with ſuch Complaints, and Tears from the Eyes of Wo- 
men and Children, as fully ſatſsfied, and moved them with 
Compaſſion. 

Powhatan had threatened Death to his Men, if they did 
not, by ſome Means or other, kill Captain Smith. But 
they hated fighting with him, almoſt as bad as hanging. 
And the Preſident, on his Side, was as eager, to ſurpriſe 
and take that ſubtle and perfidious Barbarian. Therefore, 
in his Way down the River, there were many Feints and 
Stratagems, on both Parts, but without any remarkable Ef- 
id. Only the Preſident, with Mr. //:/t and ſume others 
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1609. would have been poiſoned, had their Art been equal to 
— their Will. It only made them ſick and fo worked itſelf - 
Jobn Snith off. And thus, through many Dangers and Difficulties, 
they returned er where they delivered, near 
200 /bs. of Deer's Suet, and 479 Buſhels of Corn, to the 
See Merchant. l 
Ar Fames-Town they found nothing done, but their Pro- 
viſions ſpent, and a great Part of their Tools and Arms 
conveyed to the Indiant. But altho* what was left by the 
Ship was ſo rotten with the Rain, and ſo mangled by the 
Rats and Worms, that the Hogs would ſcarcely eat it, yet 
upon caſting up their Store, they found a fufficient Provi- 
fion for the Year. Wherefore, the Fear of ſtarving being 
hid aſide, the Company was ranged into proper Diviſionsy 
and fix Hours each Day ſpent in Work, the reſt in Paſ- 
time and merry Exerciſes. And the Preſident, having cal- 
led them together, told them: That their late Experience 
and Miſery were ſufficient to perſuade every one to a pre- 
ſent Amendment: That they muſt not think, that either 
his Pains, or the Adventurers Purſes, would forever main- 
tain them in Sloth and Idleneſs : That he knew, many de- 
ſerved more Honour, and a better Reward, than was yet 
to be had ; but that far the greateſt Part of them muſt be 
more induſtrious, or ſtarve : That it was not reaſonable, 
that the Labours of thirty or forty honeſt and induſtrious - 
Men ſhould be conſumed, to maintain an hundred and fifty 
Loiterers : and, That therefore every one, that would not 
work, ſhould not eat : That they had often been ſcreened 
and protected, in their Diſobedience to his juſt and neceſſary 
Commands, by the Authority of the Council: But that 
now, all being either dead or gone, except Captain VMynne 
and himſelf, that whole Power reſted, in Effect, ſolely in 
him. And therefore, he adviſed them, not to feed them- 
ſelves up with the vain Preſumption, that his Authority was 
but a Shadow, and that his Life muſt anſwer for theirs. 
For the Letters Patent, and other Powers, would prove 
the contrary, and ſhould, every Week, be read to them ; 
and every one, that offended, might affuredly expect his 
due Puniſhment. He alſo made a Table, as a publick Me- 
morial of each Man's Deſerts, to encourage the Good, and 
to ſpur on the reſt by Shame. By this, many became very 
induſtrious ; but more were driven to their Buſineſs, by 
Puniſhment, and the Preſident's extraordinary Vigor and 
Diligence. | | 
As they came down Pamunkey (ſince called York River) 
off of WYerowecomeco, the Preſident had ſent Mr. Chraſbatu 
and Mr. Ford to James-Town, by Land. In their Voſs 
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they met four or five of the German's Confederates, going 1609. 
to Powhatan ; who to clear themſelves from thoſe Gentle. 
mens Suſpicion, that they were running to the Indians, re- fe — | 
turned with them to the Fort, and there continued. But 
the Germans, to know the Reaſon of their Stay, ſent one 
of their Company, a ſtout young Fellow, diſguiſed like an 
Indian, to the Glaſs-houſe. This ſtood in the Woods, 
about a Mile from Fames-Town, and was the common 
Place of Rendezvous for all their ſecret Villany. The Pre- 
ſident, hearing of this, immediately ſent to apprehend this 
German. But he being gone, he diſpatched twenty good 
Shot after, to intercept him in his Return to Powhatan, 
They ſoon brought him back, and notwithſtanding his fair 
Tale and plauſible Excuſes, he was thrown into Priſon. 
-However the Preſident ſpared his Life, hoping thereby to 
regain his Countrymen. * 

CAPTAIN Smith, having ſent all his Men after the 
German, returned from the Glaſs-houſe alone, armed only 
with a Faucheon. In his Way he met the King of Paſ- 
pabey, a Man of great Strength and gigantic Stature. At 
firſt, he endeavoured to draw the Preſident into his Am- 
-buſcade ; but failing in that, he attempted to ſhoot him. 
But Smith, to prevent it, cloſed in and grappled with him. 
And the Indian, by mere Dint of Strength, bore him into 
the River, with a Deſign to drown him. Long they ſtrug- 

ed in the Water, till the Preſident got ſuch Hold of his 
Throat, that he almoſt ſtrangled him. And then, having 
diſengaged himſelf; fo as to draw his Faucheon, the poor 
Savage begged his Life, in ſuch a pittiful Manner, that he 
led him to Fames-Town, and put him into Chains; where 
he continued for ſome time, till by the Negligence of his 
Keepers, he eſcaped. Some Endeavours were uſed to re- 
take him, but without Effect; only the Preſident took two 
Indians Priſoners, Kemps and Tuſſore, the two moſt exqui- 
fite Villains in all the Country. Theſe Men would have 
"betrayed both King and Kindred for a Piece of Copper; 
and had Captain V ynne and Lieutenant Percy, who were 
ſent upon the Buſineſs with fifty Men, followed their Di- 
rections, they would certainly have regained the King, and 
been fully revenged for the — and Aſſault. However, 
that this might not encourage them to farther Boldneſs, 
they attacked and flew ſeveral of the Nation, burnt their 
Houſes, took their Canoes and fiſhing Weirs, and planted 
ſome of them at Fames-Town, and were reſolved to proſe- 
cute them with War, till they were fully humbled and 
ſubdued. $58 
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No r long after, the Preſident, paſſing by Paſpabey in 


| —— his Way to Chickahominy, was aſſaulted by them. But as 
2 Smith ſoon as they knew him, they all threw down their Arms, 


and ſued for Peace. Their Spokeſman was a luſty young 


Fellow, named Okaning, whoſe Diſcourſe well deſerves to 
-be remiembered. He told the Preſident, that the King, his 
Maſter, was there preſent in the Company: That they 


took him for Captain Vynne, who purſued them in War, 
altho* they had never injured him: That if the King of- 
fended him in eſcaping from Priſon, he ought to conſider, 
that the Fiſhes ſwim, the Fowls fly, and the very Beaſts 
ſtrive to eſcape the Snare and live: That therefore, his 
Maſter, who was a Man, ought not to be blamedy for 
following this neceſſary Inftin&t of Nature even in brute 
Animals. He reminded him of the Pains, his Maſter took, 
to ſave his Life, when a Priſoner ; and if he had ſince injured 
him, he was compelled to it, and it had however been al- 


ready fully revenged, to their too great Loſs. And he fur- 


ther told him, if he ſtill perfiſted in his Reſolution to. deſtroy 
them, they muſt abandon their Habitation, and ſettle ſome- 
where beyond his Reach; which would only coſt them more 
Labour, but would be of worſe Conſequence to the Engliſh, 
who could not well ſubſiſt without their Corn and Fruits. 
And therefore he earneſtly entreated him to grant them his 
Friendſhip, and to permit them to enjoy their Houſes, and 
plant their Fields, in Peace and Security. Concluding, that 
if he would promiſe them Peace, they would truſt to his 


Word; but if he proceeded in his Revenge, they would quit 


the Country. Whereupon the Preſident promiſed them 
Peace, if they would do no farther Injury, and would bring 
in Proviſions to the Fort. To which they joyfull agreed,

SOON after this, an Indian, who had been impriſoned 
at 7Zames-Town for Theft, had ſo ſtifled himſelf, by a Char- 
coal Fire in a cloſe Room of the Priſon, that he ſeemed to 
be dead. But the Preſident, by the Application of Vinegar 
and Agua-vitæ, brought him to himſelf ; which was ſoon 
ſpread abroad among the Indians, throughout the whole 


Country, as a Miracle; and it was generally believed, that 


Captain Smith could raiſe a dead Man to Life. And another 
at Meroiuocomoco, having got a large Bag of Powder, to 
ſhew his extraordinary Skill among his Companions, dried 


it on the Back of an Armour, as he had ſeen the Soldiers 


at pere do. Many ſtood peeping over, to ſee his 
ill; till at laſt it took Fire, and blew him, with one or 


two more, to Death, and ſo ſcorched and mangled the — 


and for their Exerciſe at leiſure Times, they made 
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a great Admiration of the Power and Art of the Engliſb. 


Theſe, with ſome other Accidents, ſo frighted and amazed 3 S 
- Powhatan and his People, that they flocked from all Parts * 


and with Preſents defired Peace; returning many ſtolen 
Things, which had never been demanded, or thought of, by 
the Engliſh. And ever after, during the Remainder of Capt. 
Smith's Adminiſtration, both Powhatan and his People would 
ſend back to Fames-Town, ſuch as had been taken ſtealing, to 
receive their Puniſhment ; and the whole Country became 
as abſolutely free and ſafe to the Engliſh, as to themſelves. 
And now the Colony purſued their Buſineſs with Ala- 
crity and Succeſs. They made three or four Laſt of Tar, 
| Pitch, and Soap-Aſhes; produced a Trial of Glaſs; ſunk 
a Well in the Fort, of excellent Water, which till then 
was wanting; built about twenty Houſes ; new covered the 
Church; provided Nets and Weirs for fiſhing ; and to ſtop 
the Diſorders of the Thieves and Indians, they built a Block- 
houſe in the Neck of the Iſland, to receive the Trade of the 


Indians; and none, neither Iudian nor Chriſtian, was ſuf- 
fered to paſs or repaſs, without the Preſident's Order. Thir- 


moe forty Acres of Ground were broke up and planted. 
Of three Sows, in eighteen Months, increaſed ſixty odd 
Pigs; and near five hundred Chickens brought up them- 
ſelves, without having any thing given them. But the Hogs 
were tranſported to Hog-Iſland; where alſo was built a 
Block- houſe, with a Garriſon, to give Notice of any Ships; 
Clapboard 
and Wainſeot. In this Time, died Captain #/ynne ; fo that 
the Government devolved wholly upon the Preſident, as it 
had before in Effect done, by his having two Voices in 
the Council. | ' 
Bor this Flow of Plenty and Proſperity laſted not long. 
For, upon Examination, they found half their Corn rotten, 
and the reſt conſumed by Rats; which, coming originally 


from the Ships; had increaſed to incredible Multitudes. So 


that all Works were intermitted, and the People ſufficiently 


employed to get Proviſions. But at firſt, the Indians, to 
expreſs their Love, brought in an hundred a Day, at leaſt, 
of Squirrels, Turkies, Deer, and other wild Beaſts ; and 
Powhatan ſpared them-near half his Stock of Corn. But

VV x ſuch was the inſufferable Sloth and unreaſonable Per- 
verſeneſs of far the greater Number, that they would ſooner 
have periſhed, than have been at the Pains to gather Food. 
And they were even importunate with the Preſident, to 
ſell their Tools and Iron, nay, their Swords and Firelocks, 
and their very Houſes and Ordinance, to the Indians for 
this Traſh. And they took Oecaſion from hence, in a 
very turbulent and elamorous Manner, to inſiſt on the Ne- 
ceſſity of leaving the Country. But the Preſident, having 
- puniſhed one of the worſt and moſt ſeditious among them, 
called the reſt I erer and repreſented to them the ex- 
treme Folly and Iniquity of their Proceedings. And he 
told them, that if any more were found attempting te run 
away to Newfoundland with the Bark, they might aſſuredly 
ct the Gallows, as their Fate: That he never had more 
from the Store than the worſt of them; for they well knew 
and ſaw, that his extraordinary Allowance, as Preſident, 
vas conſtantly diſtributed among the Sick: and, That fince 
he found, Neceflity had not Power te force them to ove 
the Fruits of the Earth, he was reſolved, that they ſhould 
gather, not only for themſelves, but alſo for the Sick; and 
that whoſoever would not gather, every Day, as much, as 
he himſelf did, ſhould, the next Day, be ſet beyond the Ri- 
ver, and baniſhed from the Fort, as a Drone. This Order 
raiſed a great.Clamour and Outcry ; but it made moſt of 
them beſtir themſelves fo well, that they had Plenty of Food 
to eat, and continued very healthy and ſtrong. Yet many 
of them, underſtanding, how well they were uſed, that 
were billetted among the Indians, ran away to Kemps and 
.  :Tufſore, their old Priſoners. But Kemps firſt made himſelf 
Sport with them, ſhewing his Countrymen, how he was 
-uſed, when a Priſoner, and feeding them upon this Condi- 
tion, that they, who would not work, ſhould not eat; and 
then he carried them back, by Force, to the Preſident.

"ABOUT this time, Mr. Sicklemore returned from Cha- 
wonock ; but without any Information of Sir Walter Ralegh'y 
loſt 2 or ſatisfactory Account of the Silk-graſs. 
And the Preſident, to mn a Point thought fo neceſſary 
by the Council in England, ſent off Mr. Nathaniel Powel 
and Ana Todkill, to the Mangrags, a Nation of Indians, 
not ſubject to Powhatan, dwelling on the upper Branches 
of No or ſome ſmall Streams of Roanoke River.

Bur the ſafe Arrival of this eg xe was not mote 
ftrange and providential, than their Feeding and Support 
was beyond all their Hopes or ExpeQation. For they pn 
it the richeſt, pleaſanteſt, and moſt healthful Place, they 
had ever ſeen. Being ſafe on Shore, they diſpoſed them- 
ſelves, ſome to ſearch the Iſlands for Food and Water, an- 
others to get aſhore, what they could, from the Ship. Sir 
George Somers had not ranged. far, before he found ſuch a 
Fiſhery, that, in half an Hour, he took, with a Hook and 
Line, as many as ſufficed the whole Company. In ſome

24th of May. Theſe two noble Knights, being utter Stran- h-. 
gers to their Affairs, could underſtand nothing of the Cauſe 
and Reaſon of theſe Miſeries, but by Conjecture from their 
| Clamours and Complaints, either accuſing, or excuſing one 
another. They therefore embarked them all, in the beſt 
manner they could, and ſet Sail for England. At their De- 
rture, many were importunate to burn the Houſes and 
Fort at James-Town, But God, who did not intend, that 
this excellent Country ſhould be ſo abandoned, put it into 
the Heart of Sir Thomas Gates, to ſave the Town and For- 
tifications.

in a wholeſome Air, having Plenty of Springs, and com- 
manding a large Circuit of Ground, which contained 
Wood, Paſture, and Marſh, with fit Places for Vi 
Corn, and Gardens. Here it was intended, that thoſe, who 
came from England, ſhould be quartered at 'their firſt 
Landing, that the Weariſomeneſs and. Nauſea of the Sea 
might be refreſhed, in this pleaſant Situation, and whole- 
ſome Air. Sir Thomas Gates he ſent to England; and Cap-

all which reduced him to ſo weak and low a State, that, 
being unable to ſtir, it brought upon him the Scuryy.

But being croſſed by 
Southerly Winds, they were obliged to ſhape their. Co 
to the Maſtern- Iſſands; where his Lordſhip met with much 
Relief from Oranges and Lemons, a ſoyercign Remedy for 
that Diſorder, — he was adviſed, not to hazard 
himſelf back to Virginia yet, but to return to England, for 
the perfect Recovery of his Health, 
TAE Council in England were, all this while, ſtill ea» RT. 
a Fer after ſome immediate Profit. Therefore, finding the 
malneſs of the Return by thoſe Ships, which had carried 
the laſt Supply, they entered into ſerious Conſultation, whe- 
ther it were better, to come into a new Contribution, or in 
time to abandon the Country, and gre over the Enterpriſe. 
Wherefore, upon the Arrival of Sir. Thomas Gates, they 
ured him to deal plainly with them, and he with a 
ſolemn and ſacred Oath, gaye them a full Account of the 
State and Proſpect of Things. And he told them, that all 
Men knew, they lay at the Mercy of politic Princes and 
States; who, for their own proper Utility, deviſed all Me- 
thods to grind their Merchants, and, on any Pretence, ta 
confiſcate their Goods, and draw from them all Manner of 
Gain; whereas Virginia, in à few Years, might furniſh 
all their Wants, with Honour and Security, But, by this 
time, ſome of the Adventurers were become ſuſpicious of 
the Treaſurer's Fairneſs in the Carriage and Management 
of the Buſineſs. To which the Lord Delawarr's Return 
added a farther Damp and Diſcouragement, and bred ſuch 
a Coldneſs and Irreſolution in many of them, that they en- 
deavoured to withdraw their Payments. Being ſued, ſome 
pleaded in Changery, upon their Oaths, that the Monies 
were not conyerted to the Uſe intended, but to private 
Mens Gains ; and that no Accounts were kept, or at leaſt 
legally audited and examined.

In the Beginning of Auguſt, Sir Thomas Gates arrived Sir Themes 
in ſix tall Ships, with three hundred Men, an hundred Cat- Ca, Go» 
tle, two hundred Hogs, and with all Manner of other Mu- 


nition and Proviſion, that could be thought of, as needful 
and proper. At his Arrival, Sir Thomas Dale's Authority 
determined, who, after mutual Salutations, acquainted him 


with what he had done, and what he intended. And now, 


being eaſed of the Burthen of Government, and more at 
Leiſure, he ſet himſelf heartily about building his Town; 
and Sir Thomas Gates, highly approving the Deſign, fur- 
niſlied him with three hundred and fifty Men, ſuch as he 
himſelf made Choice of. He ſet Sail from Fanies-Town,

- THE Ruins of this Town are ftill plainly to be traced 
and diſtinguiſhed, upon the Land of the late Col. William 
Randolph, of Tuckahoe, juſt without the Entrance into Far- 
rar's Iſland. It lay from River to River, upon a Plain of 
high Land, with very ſteep and inacceſſible Banks, and the 
Neck without, being well empaled, gave it all the Security / 
and Conveniency of an Iſland. It had three Streets of well- 
framed Houſes, a handſome Church, and the Foundation 
of another laid, to be built of Brick, beſides Store-houſes, 
Watch-houſes, and other publick Conveniences. . Upon the 
Verge of the River Bank, ſtood five Houſes, inhabited by 
the better Sort of People, who kept continual Sentinel for 
the Town's Security. About two Miles from the Town, 
- into the Main, he run another Paliſade, from River to Ri- 
ver, near two Miles in Length, guarded with ſeveral Forts, 
with a large Quantity of Corn-ground, empaled and ſuffi- 
ciently ſecured. Beſides theſe Precautions, there may til} 
be ſeen, upon the River Bank within the Iſland, the Ruins 
of a great Ditch, now over-grown with large and ftately 
Trees; which, it may be ſuppoſed, was defended with a 
Paliſade, to prevent a Surpriſe vn that Side, by crofling the 
River. And for a till further Security to the Town, he 
intended, but never quite finiſhed, a Paliſade on the South 
Side of the River, as a Range for their Hogs ; and he called 
it Hope in Faith and Coxendale. It was about two Miles 
and an half long, and was ſecured by five of their Manner 
of Forts, called Charity Fort, Eliſabeth Fart, Fort Patience, 
and Mount Malady, with a Gueſt Houſe for ſick People, 
upon a high and dry Situation, and in a wholeſome Air, in 
the Place, where Feſferſans Church now ſtands, On the 
ſame Side of the River alſo, Mr, Mpbitater, their Preacher, 
Choſe to be ſeated ; and he empaled a fair Parſonage, with 
an hundred Acres of Land, calling it Rock-hall. . 

ABOUT Chriſtmas, Sir Thomas Dale, to revenge ſome

T will not be t eve, foreign to * 
. of Vi irginia, occaſionally to interſperſe ſome Account of 
the Fortunes of Sir Walter Ralegh, our Founder, and the 
firſt Author, to the Engliſb, of ſettling Colonies in America. 
Juſt before the Death of Queen Elizabeth, he received a 
Chall upon ſome Quarrel, from Sir Amias Preffon, 
one of er's Followers, and a Man of the Sword; Which 
however was made up, by the Mediation of a certain great 
Nobleman, before it came to the laſt Deciſion. But on this 
Occaſion, Sir Walter, like a prudent and affectionate Fa- 
ther of a Family, had conveyed all his landed Eftate, which 
conſiſted of about three thouſand Pounds a Year; to his 
Wife and Son. This was fortunately a Bar to his Lands 
falling abſolutely to the Crown, upon his Attainder. They 
were only forfeited for hs own Life; and the King, upon 
ſome powerful Interceſſion, reſtored them to him again 
So that he lived, under his Confinement, with much 
Neatneſs, and Afluence. For he was naturally a great 
| #764 of Propriety 3 and had been, in the Time of his 
Proſperity, both in N his Dreſs and Eq Equipage, one of the moſt 
ſumptuous and polite Perſons of the Age. And now, 
cut off from all the active Parts of fe, he indulged

And thus was he moſt iniqui- 
touſly deprived of his Lands; and upon Lady Ralegh's paſs

| vourite, juſt then in his Riſe ; and Sir Walter wrote him a 
Letter upon the Occaſion, which may be ſeen in his Life, 
by Mr. Olay: ; and which. may be placed, perhaps, among; 
e moſt beautiful, wiſe, nd pathetic Compoſitions, that 
ever has appeared of that Kind. So invariable was this 
Monarch in his wrong Judgment of Men and Things, as to 
aggrandize and — 2 inſignificant a Tool, and one ſo 
infamouſly wicked, lewd, and-inſufficient, as Car, with tho 
Spoils of a Perſon, fo truly - virtuous, great, and able, as 
Sir Walter Ralegh. As if Fortune had conſpired to expoſe 
his Weakneſs, and render his Injuſtice the more conſpicu- 
ous and remarkable, by the Contraſt between the Man, he 
oppreſſed, and the Man, he advanced. However, as ſome

nn. CAPTAIN Matthes Somers and his Company, at theif 
8 Return to England with Sir George's Body, had made very 
advantageous Relations of Bermudas. But theſe were little 
credited at firſt, and looked upon, as mere Traveller's 
Tales; till ſome of the Virginia Company apprehendedy. . - 
that a Settlement there might be very beneficial and helpful 
to the Plantation in Virginia: But as by their former Let- 
ters-patent, they were only entitled to the Iſlands within an 
hundred Miles of their Coaſt, and as Bermudas lay _ 
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and thirtieth Degrees of Northerly Latitude. It alſo gave 


them a Power, to ſet up Lotteries ; to ſue for the Monies 
ſubſcribed, requiring the Judges, to favour and further the. 
ſaid Suits, ſo far forth, as Law and Equity would, in any 


wiſe, further and permit; together with other ample Privi- 


5 and Authorities, as may be more fully ſeen in the 


arter at large, om in the Appendix. But the Vir- 
ginia Company ſold theſe Iſlands to about an hundred and 


twenty of their own Members, who were erected into a 


diſtinct Society and Body Corporate, by the Name of the. 
Somer-1/lands Company. Sir Thomas Smith was elected 
their Treaſurer, or Governor, in England; and ſome time 
this Year 1612, Mr. Richard More was ſent Governor of 
the Country, with ſixty Men, to make a Settlement and

Edwin Kendal, to whom they committed it, during the 
Squabble and Contention. So that not above a Third came 
into the Hands of the Company; for which, we are told, 


they afterwards compounded with the Finders, and made 
them a juſt and reaſonable Satisfaction. . 
In the Beginning of the ſame Year, two Ships arrived 


in Virginia, with a Supply of Proviſions and fourſcore Men. 
But theſe Proviſions according to Cuſtom, were very ſcanty 
and inſufficient ; and therefore Captain Argall, — 5 com- 
manded one of the Ships, having recreated and refreſhed his 
Company, was ſent to Patowmack River, to trade for Corn. 
For the Indians about Fames-Tawn were in a tickliſh State, 
and little to be depended upon; being Friends or Foes, ac- 
cording as they found Advantage „eee Captain 
Argall ſoon entered into a great Acquaintance and Friend- 
ſhip with Tapazaws, King of Patowmack, an old Friend to 
Captain Smith, and ſo to the whole Engliſb Nation, ever 
ſince the firſt Diſcovery. of the Country. Hard by Patow- 
mack, ' Pocahontas lay concealed, thinking «herſelf ſafe, and 


unknown to all but truſty Friends, What was the * 
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of the Coaſt, between the ohe and fortieth cn. 
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"By e Hisroxy of VIRGINIA: © Book II, 
613. of her abſconding from Merotcomoco, cannot eaſily be 
- judged; except it was to withdraw herſelf from being 4 
Dir Thomas Witneſs, to the frequent Butcheries of the Engliſh, whoſe 
— Uhr Folly and Raſhneſs, after Smith's Departure, put it out of 
| ber Power to fave them. Captain Argall, having got In- 
telligence of this, engaged to give Fapazaws'a Copper Ket- 
tile, to bring her on board his Ship ; Lens bee hurt 
her, but to keep her ſafe, till they could conclude a Peace 
with her Father. This Savage would have done any thing 
for the Copper Kettle; and therefore, having no Pretence 
on Account of her own Curiolity, becauſe ſhe had ſeen and 
been in many Ships, he made his Wife pretend, how de- 
firous ſhe was to ſee one, ſo that he offered to beat her for 
| ber Impottuhity, till ſhe wept. But at laſt he told her, if 
| | Pocahontas would go with her, he was content. And

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He had received his Reward, the Captain ſent for her again; 
and told her, ſhe muſt go with him, and be the Means and 
| | Inſtrument of Peace, between her Country and the Engliſb. 
| At this, the old Traitor and his Wife began to how and 
| cry, as much as Pocahontas; who, Dy the Captain's fair | 
Promiſes and Perſuaſions, pacified herſelf, by degrees. And 
fo Japazatos and his Wife, with their Kettle and other 
Baubles, went joyfully aſhore, and ſhe to Fames-Town ; _ 
where, altho a frequent Viſitant before, and often a kind 
Support and Preſerver of the Colony, ſhe had never been 
till now, ſince Captain Smith left the-Country. 

A Meſſenger was immediately diſpatched to her Father; 
that he muſt ranſom his Daughter Pocahontas, whom he 
loved fo dearly, with the Men, Guns, and Tools of the 
Engliſh, which he had treacherouſly ſtolen. and ſurpriſed, 
This unwelcome News. much troubled Powhatan, becauſe - 
He loved both his Daughter and their Commodities well; 
and it threw him into ſuch Perplexity, that it was three 
Months, before he returned any Anſwer. Then he ſent 
back ſeven of the Engliſh, with each an- unſerviceable 
Muſket ; and ſent Word, that when they ſhould deliver his 

Daughter, he would make full Satisfaction for all Injuries, 
and give them five hundred Buſhels of Corn, and would be 
their Friend for ever. But the Engliſh anſwered 5 That 
his Daughter ſhould be well uſed ; but that they could not 

believe, the reſt of their Arms were either loft, or _ 
| om 
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from him; and that therefore, would keep his Daugh- 1612. 
ter, till he had ſent them all back. But this Anſwer dif. 
pleaſed him fo — that they heard no more from him, or 
Arx laſt, in the Beginning of the next Year, Sir Thomas 1613. 
Dale took Pocahontas with him, and went in Captain Ar- , 
galPs Ship, with ſome other Veſſels belonging to the Colo- 
ny, up into his own River, to his chief Habitation at . 
rowocomeco, with a Party of an hundred and fifty Men, 
well appointed. Powhatan did not appear ; and although 
the Engliſb told them, their Buſineſs was to deliver up their 
Emperor's Daughter, upon Reſtitution of the reſt of their 
Men and Arms, yet were they received with many ſcorn- 
ful Bravades and Threats. Tha told them, if they came 
to fight, they were welcome ; but adviſed them, ag they 
loved their Lives, to retire ; or elſe they would treat them 
as they had done Captain Ratcliffe. But after ſome ſmal 
Skirmiſhes, and conſiderable Damage done the Indians, by 
burning their Houſes, and ſpoiling all, they could find, a 
Peace was patched up. They immediately ſent Meſſengers 
to Powhatan ; and they told the Engliſb, that there Men 
were run off, for fear they ſhould hang them; but that 
Powhatan's Men were run after, to bring them back; and 
| that their Swords and Muſkets ſhould be brought, the next 
Day. But the Engliſb, perceiving, that this was all Col- 
lufion, only to delay the Time, till they could carry off 
theit Goods and Proviſions, told them, that they ſhould 
have a Truce, till the next Day at Noon ; but then, if they 
Had not a direct Anſwer to their Demands, or found them 
inclinable to fight, they ſhould know, when the Englih 
would begin, by the Sound of their Drums and Trumpets. 
Upon Confidence of this Truce, two of Pewhatan's Sons 
came on board the Ship, to ſee their Siſter ; on whoſe Sight, 
finding her well, although they had heard the contrary, they 
greatly rejoiced ; and they promiſed to perſuade their Father 
to redeem her, and for ever be Friends with the Englißb. 
Hereupon Mr. Jobn Rolfe and Mr. Sparks were ſent to 
Powhatan, to acquaint him with the Buſineſs. They were 
kindly received and entertained, but not admitted into the 
Preſence of the Emperor. They only ſpoke with Opechan- 
eanough, who promiſed to do his utmoſt with his Brother, 
to incline him to Peace and Friendſhip. But it now being 
Abril, and Time to prepare their Ground, and ſet their 
Corn, they returned to James-Town, without doing any 
thing more in the Affair. | |

mas Dale highly approvell of it; and the Report of this 
Marriage ſoon coming to the Knowledge of Powhatan, it 


was found a thing acceptable to him, by his ſudden Con- 


ſent.” For within ten Days, he ſent Opachiſco, an old Un- 
cle of hers, and two of his Sons, to ſee the Manner of the 
Marriage, and to do in that Behalf, what they were 're- 
quired, for the Confirmation of it, as his Deputies. It was 
therefore ſolemniſed in the Beginning of April 1613; and 
ever after, they had friendly Trade and Commerce, as well 
with Powhatan himſelf, as with all his Subjects. 
TEE Chickahomintes were a ſtout, cars and free Peo- 
ple. They had no Werowance, or ſingle Ruler, but were 
governed in a Republican Form, by their Elders. Theſe 
were their Prieſts, and ſome of the wiſeſt of their old Men, 
as Aſſiſtants to them. In Conſequence of theſe Principles 


of Government, they took all Opportunities of ſhaking off 


Powhatan's Yoke, whom they looked upon and hated, as 
a Tyrant. And therefore, they had taken Advantage of 
theſe late Times of Hoſtility and Danger as well to the 
Indians, as to the Engliſb, to aſſert their Liberty. But now, 
ſeeing Powhatan ſo cloſely linked with the Engliſb, both 
in Affinity and Friendſhip, they were in great Concern and 
Dread, leſt he ſhould bring them again to his Subjection. 
To prevent which, they ſent Ambaſſadors to Sir Thomas 
Dale; excuſing all former Injuries, and promiſing ever after 
to be King James's faithful Subjects: That they would re- 
linquiſh the Name of Chictabominies, and be called Taſſau- 
teſſus, or Engliſhmen, and that Sir Thomas Dale ſhould be

their Governor, as the King's Deputy. Only they defired | 


to be governed by their own Laws, under their eight Elders 


as his Subſtitutes. Sir Thomas Dale, hoping for ſome Ad- 
vantage from this, willingly accepted their Offer. At the 
Day appointed, with Captain Argall and fifty Men, he went 


to Chickahominy ; where he found the People aſſembled, ex- 


pecting his Coming. They treated him kindly ; and the 


next Morning, having held a Council, the Peace was con-

defend them from the Fury of Powhatan, or any other Ä— 


nemy whatſoever. And thus was their Liberty once more 
Tecured ; which indeed had its uſual good Effects, even a- 
mong theſe wild and favage Nations. For altho' Chiska- 
hominy is far from being famous for good Land, yet we are 
told, that they had the largeſt Fields, and moſt plentiful 
Crops. of Corn, ahd the greateſt Abundance of all other 
Proviſions and Neceſſaries, of any People then in the Coun- 
try. Such a happy Influence had Liberty, and ſuch viſible 
Incitement did firm 

that lazy and improvident People. 

An now the Engliſß began to find the Miſtake of for- 
bidding and preventing private Property. For whilſt they 
all laboured jointly together, and were fed out of the com- 
mon Store, happy was he, that could flip from his Labour, 
or flubber over his Work in any Manner. Neither had 
they any Concern about the Increaſe ; — however 
the Crop proſpered, that the publick Store mult ſt 
tain them. Even the moſt honeſt and induftrious would 
Tcarcely take ſo much true Pains in "Week, as they would 
have done for themſelves in a Day. The five Years alfp, 
. preſcribed in his Majeſty's Inſtructions under the privy Seal, 
For trading all together in common Stocks, and bringing the 
"Whole Fruit of their Labours into common Store-houſes, 
Wete tiow expired. Therefore, to prevent this Inconveni- 


ane y and bad Conſequence, . Thomas Dali allotted each 
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Property give to the Induſtry of even 
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1613. Man three Acres of cleared Ground, in the Nature of 
Farms. They were to work eleven Months for the Store, 
Sir Thomas and had two Buſhels of Corn from thence; and only had 
| 3 on one Month allowed them, to make the reſt of their Pro- 
* viſions. This was certainly very hard and pinching; but 
his new and favourite Settlement at Bermudas Hundred had. 
better Conditions. For one Month's Labour, which muſt 
neither be in Seed-time nor Harveſt, they were exempted. 
from all further Service; and for this Exemption they only 
paid two Barrels and a half of Corn, as a Yearly Tribute 
to the Store. However, the Proſpect of theſe Farmers La- 
bours Fave the Colony much Content ; and they were no 
| | longer in Fear of wanting, either for themſelves, or to en- 
. | tertain their new Supplies. wat. 68 "= 
| Six Thomas Dale had been very active and induſtrious 
in ranging about and viewing the Country, and was vaſtly 
delighted with its Pleaſantneſs and Fertility, Being there- 
fore much vexed and concerned, to find the Poſleſſion of 
ſo noble a Territory ſet ſo light by at home, as even ſome- 
times to be debated, whether it ſhould be farther proſecu- 
ted, or entirely abandoned, he wrote a Letter to Sir The- 
mas Smith, the Treaſurer; wherein he aſſutes them all, 
and prays them to remember it, that if they ſhould give 
over the Enterpriſe, and loſe the Country, they would, in 
their great Wiſdom, commit an Error of ſuch Prejudice 
and Damage to England, as had never happened to it,” ſince 
the Loſs of the Kingdom of France. He deſires them not 
to be gulled and deceived, by the clamorous Reports of baſe 
People, but to believe Caleb and Foſbua. And if the Glory 
| of God, and the Converſion of thoſe poor Infidels, had no 
" Influence on the rich Mammons of the Earth; yet he ad- 
| ID | viſes them to follow the Dictates of their own Avarice, and 
only to conſult their proper Intereſt and Advantage. For 
he proteſts on the Faith of an honeſt Man, that the more 
he ranged and ſaw of the Country, the more he admired 
it; and that having ſeen the beſt Parts of Europe, yet he 
declares, with a ſolemn Aſſeveration, that put them all to- 
gether, he thought, this Country would be equivalent to 
them, if it were once well cultivated, and ſeated with good 
and induſtrious People. e FONG. 
EARLY in the next Year, Sir Thomas Gates returned to 
k England, and left the Government again to Sir Thomas

but the Men eſcaped, and lived among the Indians of thoſe r. 


Countries. The Pretence for this redation on the 
French, was founded on their Right of firft Diſcovery ; 
and. therefore the Engliſh, in Imitation of the Spaniards, 
laid Claim to the whole Continent, altho“ they really poſ- 
ſeſſed, and had ſeated ſo ſmall a Part of it. But it is cer- 
tain, that we were, at that time, in profound Peace, not 
anly with France, but the whole World. In his Return, 
Captain Argall likewiſe viſited the Dutch Settlement, on 
Hudſon's River ; and he alledged, that Captain Hudſon, the 
firſt Diſcoverer, under whoſe Sale they claimed that Coun- 
Tho being an Engliſbman, and licenſed to diſcover thoſe 
orthern Parts, by the King of England, could not alienate 
that, which was only a Part of Virginia, from the Engliſb 
Crown. He therefore demanded the Poſſeſſion; and the 
Dutch Governor, being unable to reſiſt, peaceably ſubmit- 
ted both himſelf. and his Colony, to the King of England, 
and to the Governor of Virginia under him. Soon after, 
a new Governor arrived from Amſterdam, better provided, 
Under Colour of their Right of Purchaſe, and becauſe the 
Country lay void and unoccupied, and conſequently open 
to the firſt Poſſeſſor, he not only refuſed to pay the Tribute 
and Acknowledgement, which had been agreed upon, but 
alſo began to fortify, and put himſelf into a Poſture of De- 
fence. And the C of the Engliſh, being either wholly 
waved for the preſent, or but feintly purſued, they, this 
fame Year, made a firm Settlement, which ſoon became 
very flouriſhing and populous. But Complaint being made, 
ſome Years after, to King Charles I, and by him repreſent- 
ed to the States of Holland, they declared, by a publick 
Inſtrument, that they were no ways concerned in it, but 
that it was a private Undertaking of the Veñ-India Com- 
pany of Amſterdam; and ſo referred jt wholly to his Ma- 
Jjeſty's Pleaſure, - 3 
Mx. Ralph Hamer, who was afterwards one of our 
Council, and to whoſe Relation we are indebted for this 
Part of the Hiſtory of Virginia, having reſided ſome Years 
here, ever ſince the great Supply 1609, and being now a- 
bout to return to England, was very deſirous to viſit Paw= 
Batan and his Court, and to be able, when he went home, 
to ſprak ſomething of his own Knowledge, Sir Thomas 
Dale alfo thought it adviſeable, to have fome further Pledge 
of Potubatan's Friendſhip, beſides Pocahantas. It was theres 
forg reſblved, to ſend this Gentleman, as his Amballdog

higher up York. River, than Werowocamoco. Powhatan. 
knew the Boy, Thomas Savage, well, whom Newport, ad: 
preſented to him, in the Year 1607;;. and he ſaid to him: 
Ay Child, you were my Bey, and I gave you Leave, four. 
Years ago, to go and ſee your Friends ; but I have never ſeen 
nor heard of you, nor my own Man Namontack ſince, alths}. 
many * have gone and returned. Then turning to Mr. 
Hamer, he demanded the Chain of Pearl, which he ſent to 
Sir Thomas Dale, when the Peace was concluded; and 
which was to be a Token between them, whenever Sir 
Thomas ſent a Meſſenger to him; otherwiſe, he was to. 
bind him, and ſend him back, as a Deſerter. It was true, 
there was ſuch an Agreement; and Sir Thomas Dale had 
ordered his Page to deliver the Chain to Mr. Hamer, but 
the Page either neglected or forgot it. Mr. Hamer there- 
fore replied, that he knew not of any ſuch Order; and if 

there was ſuch a Token, it was only intended, when Sic 
Thomas, upon the ſudden, ſhould ſend an, Engliſh Meſſen- 
ger, without an Indian Guide. But if his own People 
Thould conduct the Meſſenger, which was the Caſe at pre- 
ſent, that was a ſufficient "Teſtimony and Credential. With 
this Anſwer Powhatan was fatisfied, and conducted them 
to his Houſe, where à Guard of two hundred Bowmen at- 
tended. Firſt he offered Mr. Hamer a Pipe of Tobaccd, 

and then aſked after his Brother, Sir Thomas Dale's Health; 


and how his Daughter, and unknown Son, lived and liked? 


And being told, that his Brother was well; and that his 


Daughter was ſo delighted with her Condition, that ſhe 
would not, upon any Account, return and live agai 

with him, he laughed heartily, and ſeemed much pleaſed 
t bear itt.

Arz that, he demanded of Mr. Hamer his Buſineſs 3 
who telling him, that it was private, he inſtantly com- 


manded all. out of the Houſe, except his two Queens, that 


always fat by him, and then bad him ſpeak on. Mr. Ha- 
mer firſt prefented him with ſeveral Toys, ſent by Sir Ther 

mas Dale; and then he told him, that his Brother Dale 
having heard of the Fame of his youngeſt Daughter, in- 
tended to marry her to ſome worthy Engliſb Gentleman, 
which would be highly pleaſing and agreeable to her Siſter,

Signs of Uneaſineſs, the whole Time, he was ſpeaking, 
immediately returned this Anſwer, with much Seriouſneſs 
and Gravit 7.

I gladly accept my Brother's Salute of Love and Peace; 
which, whil/t I live, I will punctuallyj and exactly keep. I 
Iikewiſe receive his Preſents, as Pledges thereof, with no leſs 
Thankfulneſs. But as to my Daughter, I ſold her, a few : 
Days ſince, to a great Werowance, for two Buſhels of Raan- 
oke, Mr. Hamer told him, that the Roanoke was but-a 
Trifle to ſo great a Prince; and by returning it, he might 
recall her, and gratify his Brother. And he further aſſured ' 
him, beſides ſtrengthening the ſtrict Band of Peace | 
, © Friendſhip between them, that he ſhould have three times 
the Warth of the Roanoke for her, in Beads, Copper, and .} 
other Commodities. This extorted the Truth from him 
and he ingenuouſly confeſſed, that the Reaſon of his Refu- 
ſal, was the Love he bore his Daughter. Altho' he had 
many Children, yet he delighted in none, he ſaid, ſo much 
as her; and he could not poſſibly live without often ſeeing 
her; which he could not do, if ſhe lived among the En- 
gliſb. Fer he had determined, upon no Terms, to put 
fimielr into their Hands, or come among them. He there» 
fore deſired him, to urge him no farther upon the Subject, 
but to return his Brother this Anſwer : That he held it not © 
a brotherly Part, to endeavour to bereave him of his two dar- 
ling Children at once: 1 his Part, he defired no far.

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1614. WHILST Mr. Hamer ſtaid here, by Chance their came 
gn Engh/hman, who had been taken, three Years before, 
Sir Tomas at Fort Henry, on the Mouth of Hampton River. He was 
=M_ grown ſo like an Indian, both in Complexion and Habit, 
that he could be diſtinguiſhed from them by nothing but his 
Language. He begged of Mr. Hamer, to procure his Li- 
berty ; which, with much Difficulty, he ,did. | And now 
being about to return, Powhatan deſired him, to put his 
Brother Dale in Mind, to ſend him ſeveral Toys and Tools; 
which, left he ſhould forget, he made him write them down, 
in a Table-Book, that he had. However he got it, it was 
a very. fair one; and Mr. Hamer deſired, he would give it 
to him. But he told him, he could not part with it : For 
it did him much Good, in ſhewing to Strangers. After 
which, having furniſhed them well with Proviſions, he diſ- 
miſſed them; giving each a Buckſkin, extremely well dreſ- 
ſed, and ſending two more, to his Son and Daughter. a8 
AI this while, Sir Thomas Dale, Mr. Whitaker, Mi- 
niſter of Bermudas Hundred, and Mr. Rolfe, her Huſband, 
were very careful and affiduous, in inſtructing Pocahontas 
in the Chriſtian Religion; and ſhe, on her Part, expreſſed 
an eager Deſire, and ſhewed great Capacity ip learning. 
After ſhe had been tutored for ſome time, the openly re- 
nounced the Idolatry of her Country, confeſſed the Faith of 
Chriſt, and was baptized by the Name of Rebecca. But her 
real Name, it ſeems, was originally Matoax; which the [n- 
dians carefully concealed from the Engliſh, and changed it to 
Pocahontas, out of a ſuperſtitious Fear, leſt they, by the 
Knowledge of her true Name, ſhould be enabled to do her 
ſome Hurt. She was the firſt Chriſtian Indian in theſe Parts, 
and perhaps the ſincereſt and moſt worthy, that has ever 
been fince. And now ſhe had no Manner of Defire, to re- 
turn to her Father; neither could ſhe well endure the brutiſh 
Manners, or Society, of her own Nation. Her Affection 
to her Huſband was extremely conſtant and true ; and he, 
on the other Hand, underwent great Torment and Pain, out 
of his violent Paſſion, and tender Sollicitude for her. 
WHiLlsT theſe things were tranſacting in Virginia, 
Captain Smith's reſtleſs and enterpriſing Genius could not 
brook a Life of Indolence and InaCtivity at home. He there- 
fore undertook a Voyage for ſome Merchants, to that Part 
of Virginia, which had been diſcovered by Captain Goſnald, 
in the Year 1602. Having made an advantageous edn o 
for his Owners, and taken an exact Chart of the Coaſt, 
he then firſt called the Country New-England. This 
Name was afterwards confirmed and eſtabliſhed by Prince 
Eharles, who likewiſe, at Captain Smith's * gave 
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Cape Cod as far as the Bay of Fundi. It was refolved, to CT 


tain Smith; who nk jm with the empty Title of Ad- 2 . Gee. 


Names to ſeveral Places and Rivers along the Coaſt, from 
ſettle the Country immediately, under the Conduct of Cap- 


miral of New-England, But he meeting with many croſs 
Accidents the next Year, and being at laſt taken by a French 


Rover, the Project became abortive ; and it was the Year 


1620, before any Settlement was made there, 

_THr1s Year alſo, Sir Walter Ralegh firſt publiſhed his 
Hiſtory of 'the World ; which was received with all due 
Applauſe and Admiration by the Publick, but gave Um- 
brage, we are told, to the King. Some Authors have in- 


ſinuated, that that Royal Pedant was piqued, as an Author, 


and jealous of him in that Capacity. As if it would ever 
come into any Man's Head, to put that admirable Work 
in the Ballance with his old-wifiſh Garrulities ; which are 
now only to be found in the Collections of the Curious, as 
a comic and ridiculous Entertainment, and a proper Sub- 
ject for Laughter and Contempt. Others * that he was 
ſcandalized at the Freedom, which Sir Walter Ralegb had 
taken with ſome dead Princes, and particularly with Henry 
VIII; thinking it perhaps an unpardonable Inſolence, and a 
Kind of Blaſphemy, tar any, below a Crowned Head, 
ſhould dare to cenfure their Actions. Whilſt others tell us, 
that, through the miſchievous Inſinuations of ſame Syco- 
. Phants about him, he ſuſpected, that it contained an artful 

Fxpolure of himſelf and Miniſtry. And thus, truly, as Mr. 
Olays obſerves, the General Hiſtory of the World was turn- 
ed into a ſecret Hiſtory, or oblique Satire, upon his Court; 


and Scotch Faces were to be ſeen in it, ſtuck upon old Few» 
iſb, Babylonian, or Aſſyrian Shoulders. Altho', as it is re- 


marked by another Author, he might eaſily be led to fancy, 
he ſaw in the Face of Ninias, the Son of Semiramis, his 
own Features, as Succeſſor to the Britiſb Semiramis ; and 
that his particular Injuſtice, to the Writer, was well repre- 
ſented and cenſured, in the Story of Abab's taking away 
Naboth's Vineyard. But from whatever Cauſe his Offence 
aroſe, I thought, it would not be unexceptable to the Rea. 
der, to make this ſhort Digreſſion, to the Honour of that 


immortal Work. For next to the Praiſe and Approbation 
of the Wiſe, it hath been ever eſteemed a ſecondary Honour 
to an Author, to be carped at, by the fooliſh Cavils, and 


yain Exceptions, of thoſe of a contrary Character. 
In Tune, Captain Argall ſet Sail for England, and gave 


an Account of the quiet and flouriſhing State of the Colony; 


which Report was ſtrengthened by the Teſtimony of Sir 
Thomgs Gates, who had returned from Virginia, the — 
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1615, before, To back this Succeſs with all Expedition, the 
Council and Company reſolved, that the great Virginia 
Sir Thomas Lottery ſhould be drawn, with all convenient Speed; which 
Date, Go- was accotdingly done, the following Year 1615. The 
ee ane Yeat, & Spaniſh Ship was ſeen to beat to and fro, off 
Point Comfort; and at laſt, ſhe ſent a Boat aſhore, for a Pilot. 
Captain Davies, the Governor of the Fort, readily granted 
one, and ſent Mr. John Clarke ; who was no ſooner on 
board, but. they, ſet Sail, and carried him off to Spain. He 
was there ſtrongly ſollicited, to become their Inſtrument 
and Pilot, to betray the Colony. But he bravely and ho- 
_ _neſtly reliſted all their Temptations ; and was, therefore, 
obliged to undergo a long Captivity. At laſt, after four 
Years Impriſonment, he was, with much Suit, returned to 
England. But the Spaniſh Ship, by ſome Accident, left 
three of her own Men behind; who were immediately 
ſeized, and ſtrictly examined. They ſaid, that having loft 
theit Admiral, they were forced into theſe Parts; and that 
two of them were Captains, and in chief Authority in the 
Fleet. But ſometime. after, one was diſcovered to be an 
Engliſhman ; who had been a Pilot in the Spaniſo Armada, 
in the grand Expedition againſt England, in the Year 1588. 
And not content with this Perfidy and Baſeneſs to his Coun- 
try, he began here to plot, and perſuaded ſome Malecon- 
tents, to join with him, in running away with a ſmall Bark. 
But they were apprehended, and ſome of them executed; 
and he, now lying at Mercy, readily confeſſed, that there 
were two or three Spani/h Ships at Sea, ſent purpoſely to 
diſcover the State of the Colony. But he ſaid, their Com- 
miſſion was not to be opened, till they arrived in the Bay; 
ſo that, of any thing further he was utterly ignorant. One 
of the Spaniards fed here, and the other was ſent to En- 
gland. But this Renegado was hanged at Sea, by Sir Thomas 
Dale, in his Voyage -homeward. __ +... 
1616, Fon Sir Thomas Dale had now been five Years in tho 
Country; and he had been, for ſome time paſt, kept here, 
George and ſupported under a longing Deſire to viſit his own Affairs 
dg, and Family, by a juſt Senſe of his Duty to God and his 
Gore. Country, and out of Compaſſion to the poor Creatures com- 
mitted to his Charge. But now the Country being in per- 
fect Peace, and having ſettled all things in good Order, 
and made Choice of M. George Yeardley, to be Deputy- 
Governor in his Abſence, he embarked for England, with 
Pocahontas and Mr. Rolfe her Huſband; and carrying rar 
them ſeveral young Indians of both Sexes, they all -arrivec 
ſafe at Plimouth, the 12th of June, 1616, But at the time

out of Fear, as it was ſuppoſed, of Opechancanough. For — A — 
he was then a Ma yery gracious-and popular, both with —— 
the Indians and the Engliſh ; and as Opitchapen,. the ſecond — 8 
Brother, was lame and decrepit, he was thought to loox 
upon Powhatan, a Perſon. of equal Ambition and Capacity 
for Government, as the only Obſtacle to his aſpiring Hopes . 
and Defigns. And therefore, Powhatan ſuſpected. at this 
time, that he had entered into a Conſpiracy with the En- 
liſh, to betray him into their Hands; a Caſe, which he 
had ever dreaded, and which, he had therefore turned the 
whole Force of his Politicks, to prevent and avoid. 
Tuts worthy and honourable Knight, Sir Thomas Dale, 
who may juſtly be ranked among the firſt and beſt of our 
Governors, had, by his ſingular Vigor and N and 
by his Judgment and Conduct of the Affairs of the Colony, 
ut things into ſuch an eaſy and proſperous Condition, that, 
nate this Time, an Alteratiom was made, in the Right of 
Adventure for Land. For before this, every one, that had 
adventured his own Perſon, or had ſent, or brought others 
| over, at his own Expence, was entitled to an hundred A- 
cres of Land, perſonal Adventure, for each; which was 
the utmoſt that could be granted in any ſingle Share, by 
the King's Letters patent, and which are called, in the 
Company's Journals, and other old Records, Great Shares, 
or Shares of old Adventure. But now it was thought, all 
Difficulties were ſo far overcome, and the Country ſettled 
in ſuch a Way of ſubſiſting and flouriſhing, that, hence- 
forward, fifty Acres only were allowed to thoſe, who came, 
or brought others over. This is the ancient, legal, and a 
moſt indubitable Method of granting Lands in Virginia, and 
was intended for a great and uſeful End, the encouraging 
People, to come themſelves, and to bring or ſend others 
over, to inhabit the Country; and that they might, imme- 
diately upon their Arrival, have. a Place, whereon to ſeat 
themſelves and Families. And I likewiſe find, in the old 
Records, that upon peopling and. ſaving theſe hundred, or 
fifty Acres (the Terms of which I can no where a they 
were entitled to the like Quantity more, to be held, and 
ſeated at their Leiſure. But beſides this, there were two 
other Methods df granting Lands. The one was upon Me- 
fit: When any Perſon had conferred a Benefit, or done 
$ervice, to the Company or Colony, they would beſtow 
ſuch a Praportion of Land upon him. However, to pre- 
vent Exceſs in this Particular, they were reſtrained, by his 
ajeſty's Letters patent, not to exceed twenty great Shares, 
er ye thouſand Acres in any of theſe Grant. The other 5 
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1676. was called the Adventure of the Purſe ; every Perſon, who

Six Thomas Dale, among the many Praiſes, juſtly due 
to his Adminiftration, had been particularly careful of the 
Supplies of Life; and had, accordingly, always cauſed ſo 
much Corn to be planted, that the Colony lived in great 
Plenty and Abundance. Nay, whereas they had former! 
been conſtrained, to buy Corn of the Indians Yearly, which 
expoſed them to much Scorn and Difficulty, the Caſe was 
ſo much altered under his Management, that the Indians 
ſometimes applied to the Engliſh, and would ſell the very 
Skins from Weir Shoulders for Corn. And to ſome of their 
petty Kings, Sir Thomas lent four or five hundred Buſhels ; 
for Repayment whereof the next Year, he took a Mort- 
Rage of their whole Countries. But as the Cultivation of 
Tobacco began to creep in, and to obſtruct their Crops of 
Corn, he made a Law, that no Tobacco ſhould be fet, 
till ſuch a Proportion of Corn-Ground, for the Mafter and 
each Seryant, had been firſt prepared and planted. And 
this was the firſt Beginning and Eſſay, towards making 
Tobacco here, which hath ever ſince continued the Staple- 
Commodity of our Country. But after his Departure, both 
his Law and his Example were utterly laid by and forgot; 
and the new Governor himſelf, together with all the Peo- 
ple, being tempted with the View of preſent Gain, applied - 
themſelves ſo eagerly to planting Tobacco, that = neg- 
lected the other neceſſary Article of Life. And beſides th 
Neglect of their Corn, the Supplies of People, ſent this 
Year, came, as uſual, ſo unprovided, that they ſoon eaſed 
them of the Plenty, left by Sir Thomas Dale, and reduced 
them to great Streights. Mr. Yeardly therefore, ſent to 
the Chickahominies, for the Tribute Corn. For there being 
| - about two hundred and fifty, or three hundred, fighting 
> Men of the Nation, and each Man being obliged, by the 
Treaty, to bring two Buſhels af Corn to the Store, fuch a 
Quantity would have been a great Relief to their Neceſſities, 
But receiving a flight and affrontive Anſwer, he drew to- 
gether an hundred of his bet Shot, apd want, $o Chicks- 
ominy. | | 
FT x People there received him with much Scorn and 
Contempt. They told him, he was only Sir Thomas Dale's 
Man ; that they had indeed paid his Maſter, according to 
Agreement; but as for him, they had ng Order, and lefs 
Inclination, either to obey, or give him any Corn, Al 
85 deing 
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being led by their Captain, Xi ſanacomen, Governor of O- 1616. 
_ 2intes, they drew themſelves up, in martial Rank and Or- | 
der, as they ſaw the Engliſ do. But after many Remon- „=. 
ſtrances, and much Bravade and Threatening on Sides, — 1 2 
Mr. Yeardley, at laſt, commanded his Men to fire upon _ ©» 
them. Twelve were lain, and as many taken Priſoners ; 
among whom, were two of their Senators, or Elders,” For 
their Ranſom, they had an hundred Buſhels; and the In- 
dians, to buy their Peace, readily loaded their three Boats 
with Corn ; one of which, crowding on, to bring the firſt 
News to Fames-Town, was unhappily overſet, all her Corn 
loſt, and eleven Men drowned, OOO... 
Opechancanough, a politick and haughty Prince, was much 
vexed, that neither his Brother, nor he, could ever bring 
this obſtinate People, firmly to their Obedience. Being, 
therefore, as attentive to enſlave them, as they were watch- 
ful and tenacious of their Liberty, he took this Opportunity, 
and agreed with Mr. Yeardley, to come to no Terms with 
them, without his Advice and Conſent. And as the En- 
gliſb paſſed down the River with their Priſoners, he met 
them at Ozinies, and pretended to the Indians, that he had, 
with great Pains and Sollicitation, procured their Peace. 
| To requite which Service, they chearfully proclaimed him 
King of their Nation, and flocked, from all Parts, with 
Preſents of Beads, Copper, 'and ſuch other Trifles, as were 
in Value and Eſteem among then. And he was glad, to 
be content with this precarious Acknowledgment, from a 
free and reſolute People. But this' ſeaſonable and vigorous 
Chaſtiſement of the Chictabominies, and eſpecially the ſtrict 
League and Friendſhip, with Opechancanough, and the whole 
Imperial Family, kept the reſt of the Indians in ſuch Awe 
and Dependance, that the Englifh followed theit Labours, . 
with the utmoſt Quietneſs and Security. Many alſo of 
the Savages daily brought them ſuch Proviſions, as they 
could get ; and would be their Guides in hunting, and ſome- 
times hunt for them themſelves. And thus, by ſuch an In- 
tercourſe and Familiarity, the Engliſb and they lived toge- 
ther, the reſt of this Gentleman's Government, as if they 
had been one People. And Captain Smith tells us, that Mr. 4 
Trardley had ſome trained to their Pieces to kill him Fowl, 
as had likewiſe ſeveral other Gentlemen in the Country; 
and that theſe ſoon became as dextrous. and expert, as any 
of the Englih. But the Captain's Authority is rendered 
very ſuſpicious in this, by the Records of our General 
Court. For long after, the Governor and Council received 
ſome Queries from England, the fourth . whereof was:

| Beſides which, her Company was courted, and ſhe kindly 
treated, by many de of higheſt Rank and Quality in 
the Nation. There hath been indeed a conſtant Tradition, 


that the King became jealous, and was highly offended at 
Mr. Rolfe, for marrying a Princeſs. That anointed Pedant, 
it ſeems, had ſo high an Idea of the Jus divinum, and in- 
defeaſible Right, of Powhatan, that he held it a great Crime 
and Miſdemeanor, for any private Gentleman to mingle 
with his Imperial Blood. And he might perhaps likewiſe 
think, Flr y tently with his own Principles, that the Right 
to theſe. Dominions would, thereby, be veſted in Mr. Rolfe's

quainted at Court, and particularly fayoured and counte- 
nanced by Prince Charles, he drew up, and preſented to the 
Queen, before her Arrival in London, a Repreſentation of 
her Caſe and Deſert. In this, he expreſſes a deep Senſe of 
Gratitude to her; and ſets forth her great Affection, and 
many Services, to himſelf, and the whole Engliſb Nation: 
That by her, their Quarrels had often been appeaſed, their 
Wants ſupplied, and their Dangers averted : That ſhe, un- 
der God, had been the chief Inſtrument, of preſerving the 
Colony, and confirming the Settlement: That being taken 
Prifoner, ſhe had become the Means of a firm Peace and 
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an Englih Gentleman; who, however, was not of Abili- 
ty, to make her fit to attend her Majeſty; That ſhe was 
15 firſt Chriſtian, that ever was of chat Nation; and the 
firſt Virginian, that ever ſpoke, or became Engliſß That 
being well received, and honoured by fo great a Queen, be- 
yond what her ſimple Thought could imagine or conceive, 
ſhe might be the Means of adding another Kingdom, to his 
Majeſty's Dominions : But by bad Uſage, her preſent Love 
to the Engliſʒ and Chriſtianity, might be turned to Scorn 
and Fury; and all the Good ſhe had, or might do, diverted 


to the worſt of Evil. And” therefore, he humbly recom-

up to London. Being offended by the Smoke of the To 
ſhe was immediately removed to Brentford ; whither Smith 
with ſeveral of his Friends, went to viſit her. After a cold 
and modeſt Salutation, ſhe turned from him in a paſſionate 
Manner, hid her Face, and could-not be brought to ſpeak 
a Word for two or three Hours. But at laſt, ſhe began to 
talk; and ſhe reminded him of the many Services ſhe had 
done him, and of the ſtrict Promiſe of Friendſhip, between 
him and her Father. You, ſays ſhe, promiſed him, that 


tohat was yours, ſhould be his; and that you and he would 


be all one. Being a Stranger in our Country, you called Pow- 
hatan Father; and I, for the ſame Reaſon, will now call you 
fo. But Captain Smith, knowing the jealous Humour of 
the Court, durſt not allow of that Title, as ſhe was a 
. Daughter; and therefore, he endeavoured to excuſe 
himſelf from it. But ſhe, with a ſtern and ſteady Coun- 
tenance, ſaid : You were not afraid to com? into my Father's 
Country, and firike a Fear into every Body, but myſelf ; and 
are you here afraid, to let me call you Father? I tell you 1

 TrosE, who are acquainted wich Hiſtory, and know, 


with how high and magiſterial a Hand, this King ſometimes 
carried it, even with his Parliaments, will not be ſurpriſed, 
to find him thus unmerciful inſult a private Company, and 
load them, „ all Law, with the Maintenance and ex- 
traordinary Expence of tranſporting ſuch Perſons, as he 
thought proper to baniſh ; and that perhaps, without any 
colourable Pretext, or ſufficient Warrant of Law at that 
time. And I cannot but remark, how early that Cuſtom 
aroſe, of - tranſporting looſe and diſſolute Perſons to Virgi- 


nia, as a Place of Puniſhment and Diſgrace ; which altho? 


originally deſign'd for the Advancement and Increaſe of the 
Colony, yet has certainly proved a great Prejudice and 
Hinderance to it's Growth. For it hath laid one of the 
fineſt Countries in Britifh America, under the unjuſt Scandal 
of being a mere Hell upon Earth, another Siberia, and only 


fit for the Reception of Malefactors and the vileſt of the 


People. So that few People, at leaſt few large Bodies of 
People, have been induced, willingly to ſport them- 
ſclves to ſuch. a Place ; and our younger Siſters, the Nor- 
thern Colonies, have accordingly profited thereby. For 
this is one Cauſe, that they have outſtripped us ſy much, 
in the Number of their Tnhabitants, and in the G | 
and Frequency of their Cities and Towns. 3 
H1s Majeſty had, by his Letters patent, bearing Date 

the 23d of. May 1609, granted the Company a Freedom 
from all Cuſtom and Subſidy, for — one Years, ex- 
c cepting'only five per Cent. upon all ſuch Goods and 

&« Merchandiſes, as fhould be imported into England, or 
ce any other of his Majeſty's Dominions, according to the 
cc ancient Trade of Merchants.” Notwithſtanding this, 
which was intended for the Eaſe and Encouragement of the 
Infant Colony, the Farmers of the Cuſtoms, upon a gene- 
ral Rate made of Tobacco, both Spaniſh and Virginia, at 
ten Shillings the Pound, demanded' fix Pence a Pound, 
equally upon all; altho* Span] Tobacco was uſually ſold 
at eighteen Shillings a Pound, and ſometimes more, and 
Virginia would ſeldom bear above three or four Shillings, 
Mr. Jacob alſo, Farmer of the Impoſt upon Tobacco, did 
moſt oppreſſively unpoſe another ſix Pence a Pound, con- 
trary to the clear and indubitable Tenor of his Majeſty's 
Grant.

Ar Farrar's Houſe, in St. Sithe's Lane, on the 17th 
of May, conſiſting of three Earls, one Viſcount, 
four Lords, thirty Knights, ſeveral Doctors and Eſquires, 
and largely above an hundred other Gentlemen, Merchants, 
and Citizens. To this ſplendid Meeting, Sir Edwin Sandys 
made a long and very handſome Speech, laying before them 
the State of their Affairs, at the time of his Acceſſion 
the Office of Treaſurer, and then. In this he was naturally 
led to ſet forth, as well the Negligence and bad Govern- 
ment at home, as particularly the vaſt Loſs and Damage, 
which the Company had ſuſtained, in the time of their De- 
puty Governor, Captain Argall. And he informed them, 


that there had, within his Vear, been ſet out eight Ships at 


the Company's Expence, and four others by private Adven- 
turers ; and that theſe Ships had tranſported twelve hundred 
and ſixty one Perſons, whereof fix hundred and fifty were 
for the publick Uſe, and the other ſix hundred and eleven 
for private Plantations.

Sorts, for Shipping, and other Uſes; to which End, ſuffi- 
cient Men and Materials had been ſent over, for erecting 
ſundry Sawing- Mills: That the Country abounding in Mul- 
berry Trees of the beſt Sort, wheteon ſome Silkworms had 
been found naturally, producing excellent Silk, they had 
therefore preſſed upon them the Culture and Improvement 
of that Manufacture; and that his Majeſty, now the ſecond 
time, after the Miſcarriage of the former, had beſtowed 
upon the Company Plenty of Silkworm Seed, of the beſt. 
Sort, out of his'own' Store: That moreover, as the Coun- 
try yielded naturally a wonderful Variety of excellentGrapes, 
there had been ſent divers ſkilful Vignerons, together with

Hz then exhibited to the Court the Book of his Accounts, 
examined and approved by five of the ſeven publick Auditors 
of the Company, the other two being abſent.

their Treaſurer. Theſe were Sir Thomas Smith, Sir Thomas. 
Roe, Mr. Alderman. John ſon, and Mr. Maurice Abbot. . Six 
Thomas, Smith and Alderman Jobnſon had before been in 
their chief Offices, and the Company conceived themſelves 
to have little Reaſon, to be ſatisfied with their Conduct and 
Proceedings.

Bor however the Affections of the Company might 
Rand, they were much troubled and perplexed, by this 
Meſſage from the King. For ſhould they proceed accord- 
ing to that Nomination, they would certainly admit a very 
great and evident Breach, in their Privilege of free Election. 
And ſhould they reject it, e the Suſpicion 
of Deſect in Point of Duty and Obedience; an Imputation, 
ever hateful and eaſy of Acceſs to the jealous Minds of weals 
and. puſillanimous Princes, and whi of their own ' 
diſaffected Members would be too ready to improve, to the 
Difadyantage of the Company. Having therefore conſulted 
the Letters patent, it was at length agreed to adjourn the 
Election to the next Quarter Court; and after. much and 
earneſt Refufal, they prevailed on Sir Edwin Sandys, to 
- continue in his Office, till that time. In the mean while, 
as it evidently appeared,. that the King had been much a- 
buſed and miſinformed, concerning the Management of their 
Affairs, they appointed the Earl of Southampton, the Viſ- 
count Doncaſter, Lord Cavendiſh, Lord Sheff, Sir John 
Davers, Sir Nicholas Tufton, Sir Lawrence Hyde, with o-

ception and Dominion in the World: To which may be 
added, that the King himſelf, to whom the Age in general, 
and the Company in- particular, did, on many Occaſions, 
pay great Deference, had a Sort of natural Antipathy to. it, 
and was perpetually haranguing, railing, and even writing 
againſt it. For that Solomon of England thought it not be- 
low his Royal Wiſdom/ and Dignity, to write a Treatiſe, 
entitled; A Counter-Blaſt to Tobacco. The Company there- 
fore entered into and admitted various Projects, for raiſing.

T EIS Year 1620, Count Gendomar, the Spaniſh Am- 
baſſador, who had a great Aſcendant at Court, and governed 
the King as he pleaſed, prevailed with him, to fit out a 
Squadron, of ſix Ships of War and twelye ſtout Merchant.

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BxsI DES the Affairs of the Magazine, which, notwith · 


2 ſtanding its Diſſolution, ſtill afforded Matter of Contention, 


there were two other principal Subjects of Diſpute and Con- 


fuſion in the Company; the ſettling Sir Thomas Smith's Ac- 


counts, and the Proſecution of Captain Argall, for his many 


Outrages and exorbitant Proceedings in Virginia. Sir Tho- 


mas Smith had been Treaſurer, from the firſt Conſtitution 
of the Company in the Year 1606, till April 28, 1619 ; 
and in that time, there had paſſed through his Hands about 


_ eighty thouſand Pounds. He had, in thoſe Days, a very 


great Intereſt and 8way in the Company; and to put the 
beſt Conſtruction upon the Matter, he never expected to 
be called to a ſtrict and rigorous Account, and his Servants 
had been very careleſs and remiſs, in keeping his Books. 
But ſeveral of the Company ſuſpected, that he had embez- 
zled and converted much of the publick Money, to his own 
private Uſe ; and were therefore very eager to bring him to 
an Account. Sir Thomas, on his ſide, was very fair in his 
Profeſſions, and preſſed, with much Warmth, the full Set- 
tlement and finiſhing the Affair; offering to pay, not only 
what ſhould appear due from himſelf, but whatever Wrong 
or Damage ſhould have happened to the Company, from his 
Under-Officers or Servants. But then his Receipts were fo 
very faulty and deficient, and his Diſburſements ſo void of 
all Warrant and proper Vouchers, that the Company's Au- 
ditors, although they took much Pains, could bring nothi 
to a Head; and the whole only ſerved, to adminiſter 
Fuel to Animoſities and Quarrels, without any Proſpe& of 
coming to a ſatisfactory Concluſion, . 
As to Captain Argall, altho* he was under Profecution 
from the Company, yet by his Craft and Management; by 
the Power and Influence of his Friends, by his thifting and 
turning, and by going on the Expedition againſt the Alge- 
rines, he ſo ſhuffled and perplexed the Company, that he 


at laſt eſcaped, without any Puniſhment or Reſtitution at all. 


And altho' Sir Thomas Smith, overpowered with the Juſtice 
and Neceſſity of the thing, had firſt commenced the Proſe- 
cution againſt him, yet _ now Fellow-Sufferers,- and 
equally aggrieved at the preſent upright and vigorous Ad- 
miniſtration of the Company's Affairs, they joined Forces,

W hat- 
ever was ſent to Virginia upon theſe Rolls, was there ſold, 
by the Cape-Merchant or ſome other Factor, at ſuch a mo- 
derate Price, as ſhould indemnify the Subſcribers for their 
Money advanced, and for. all incident thereupon. 
At this time, four Rolls were prepared and brought into 
Court, for the Company's Subſcription.

eſt War-Captain of thoſe Times. He had been in 
Skirmiſhes and Engagements with the Engliſh, and bravely 
expoſed his Perſon; yet by his Activity, Conduct, and 
Fortune, he had . eſcaped without a Wound. This, 
aided by his Craft and Ambition, eafily wrought, in the 
Minds of thoſe ignorant and ſuperſtitious Barbarians, a fond 
Conceit, that he was invulnerable and immortal. This 
Captain came to the Houſe of one Morgan, who had many 
ſuch Commodities, as ſuited the rude Taſte of the Indians.

the Midft of this miſerable Slaughter and Uproar, a little 
Houſe and ſmall Family, not far from Martin's Hundred, 


at which Place alone ſeventy three were lain, not only 


eſcaped, but never heard any thing of it, till two Days after, 


Arx this time alſo, Captain Ralegh'Crohaw was in Pa- 
towmackh River, trading in a ſmall Bark, commanded by 


Captain Spilman. There an Indian ſtole aboard, and told 


them of the Maſſacre ;, and that Qpechancanough had been 
practiſing with his King and Country, to betray them, which 
they refuſed to do; but that the Indians of i gheocomoco had 
undertaken it. Hereupon Captain Spilman went thither, 
But'they, ſeeing his Men fo vigilant and well armed, ſuſ-

Thorpe, their grand Principle of Life and Action, cauſed

T'o this falſe and exaggerated Account of that Affair, the

Company. They therefore, on their Part, reſolved to pur- 
ſue their Proſecution againſt him with greater Vigor; and 
they appointed a ſelect Committee, to warn him peremp- 
torily to exhibit his Accounts, and to make a full and ſub- 
ſtantial Anſwer to ſuch things, as the Company ſhould 
charge him withal. But be, being a Man of good Senſe 
and Capacity, and of great Induſtry and Reſolution, ſtill 
foiled and perplexed their Proceedings, and gave them much 
Trouble and Annoyance, without their being able to bring 
him to any Account or Puniſhment, for all his unrighteous 
Gains and Extortions in Virginia. * SRI 
- CAPTAIN Samuel Each was ſent, this Summer, in a 
large Ship of three or four hundred Tons, to build a Block- 
'howſe or Fort, on thoſe Blanks which lie out in James Ri- 
ver, near Blunt Point. This was deſigned, to command 
the Paſſage up the River; and it was judged, by divers of 
the Inhabitants, to be that, which ought firſt to be attempt- 
ed, and would be moſt eaſily effected. Captain Zach alſo, 
who was eſteemed a very honeſt and ſkilful Man, having 
viewed the Place, when' in Virginia, thought the thing very 
feaſible. '\ But this Undertaking, like many others, ended 
with great Charge to the Company, and without any real 
Effect or Advantage.

Soo after this, the News of the Maſſacre in Virginia 
arrived, This Event, ſo unexpected, and ſo contrary to 
all their Hopes and Proſpects, was received, by the Com- 
pany, with inexpreſſible Grief ; which was not a little ag- 


gravated, that ſo many had fallen, „ Lo. Hangs of Men ſa

canough's Attempt to poiſon the whole Colony, and eſpe» 

cially the Death of Nemattanow had given. And they were 


Tontemptible, and after ſuch plain 


therefore very loud in their Complaints againſt the Conduct 
of the Governor and Colony; never conſidering, how eafy 


and natural it would be, to retort upon them (as the Go- 


vernor and Council actually did) their on conſtant and 
preſſing Inſtructions, to win the Indians over by Courteſy 
and Kindneſs, to give them familiar Entertainment in their 


Houſes, and if it were poſſible, to draw them to live toge- 


ther and cohabit with the Exgiſhi. However, all good and 
ſenſible Men thought not the worſe of the Enterpriſe, ſor 
theſe Diſaſters; but many publick-ſpirited: Adventurers un- 
dertook ſeveral new Plantations, and divers Ships were diſ- 


patched away, with ſuch Supplies and Aſſiſtance, as were 
thought jumcient.

CAPTAIN Smith, with Mr. Stockham and Mr. Whita- 
ker, two Clergymen pf Note in the Colony, had ever been 
of Opinion, that the Ways of Gentleneſs and Kindneſs would 
never be ſufficient to bring the Indians over; and had there- 
fore recommended, that Mars and Minerva ſhould go Hand 
in Hand, as well in their Converſion, as in all other Tranſ- 
actions and Intercourſe with them. But they were too ſan- 
guinary in their Notions of the Matter. For Mr. Stactham 
lainly declares, that, until the Throats of their Prieſts and 
Elders were cut, there could be no Hopes of their Conver- 
| ſion; and Captain Smith frequently mentions, and inſinuates 
to Imitation, the deteſtable Example of the Spaniards, in 
their Conqueſt of the //2t- Indies. They were indeed ſome- 
thing excuſable, if their Patience being worn out by along 
Experience of the Perfidiouſneſs, Baſeneſs, and almoſt in- 
vincible Brutality of that People, they at laſt gave too much 
Way to the Dictates of Anger and Violence. Caprain Smith, | 
in particular, thought, that there had long fince been given 
juſt Occaſion, . tv. proſecute them with War, and entirely to 
conquer and ſubdue them; and he now looked upon the 
M e, as rather an Advantage than Detriment, as it 
would open the Eyes of the Engliſh, and ſet them upon their 
Guard, and would give them juſt Grounds for a War, even 
to their utter Extirpation, and thereby contribute to the ſy- 
ture Security and ſpeedy Advancement of the Colony, And 
this indeed ſeems. to have been the general Opinion of the 
Times.

Neither does it ſeem conſiſtent with the 
Character of the Company and its Leaders, who gave a 
fair Courſe and Debate to all Propoſitions offered, and were 
rather profuſe in their Expences for the Good of the Colony, 
than yin upon the Catch for little Advantages and mean 
Gains. However, the Captain's open Nature, and Simpli- 
city of Honeſty, might be blinded by crafty and deſigning 
Men, ond made believe, that that came from the 
Company, which had really never come under their Cog- 
niſance, ot been laid before them. | | 
Ix the mean time, the Colony in Virginia, being much 
frightened at this lamentable and unexpected  Diſatter, re- 
ſolved. to abandon all the petty Plantations, and to draw the 
* together, to make good five or ſix of the beſt and 
moſt defenſible Places. Nay, ſo great was the Terror and 
Alarm, that many Perſons were urgent, to abandon 
River, and to retire to the Zaſtern'Shore, where they might 
eaſily fortify and defend the: mſelves againſt the Indians. And 
for 2 thoſe, who were many, the Govemor. was 
obliged to hold ſome Councils, under Colour of conſidering 
their Propoſal, but yet with a full Reſolution, never to take 
ſo unadviſed and deſtructive a Step. However, many Plan- 
tations were quitted by Authority; and all the People were 
drawn, together to Shirley Hundred, Flower-de-Humdred, 
James-Town, with Paſpabey and the Plantations right op- 
polite, Kirquotan, and Southampton Hundred; to which 
were added, by the Obſtinacy and Reſolution of their Ow- / 
ners, Mr. Samuel Fordan's. jon, now called Fordan's 
Point, and Newport's-News. For Want of Boats and other 
Conveniencies, it was impoſſible, on ſuch a ſudden, to ſe- 
cure and bring off all their Cattle and other Goods, which 
were, for the moſt Part, after their Departure, burnt, ru- 
ined, and deſtroyed the Indians. But Mr. Gookin, at 
Newport's-News, refuſed to obey the Order of Government, 
and draw off his People; and having got together thirty 
- five of all Sorts, he ſecured his Plantation, and defended 
Himſelf and Company againſt all their Aſſaults and Incur- 
ſions. The like was alſo done by Mr. Samuel Fordan; and

CAPTAIN Thomas. Newce, Deputy and Superintendant 
of the Company's Lands, foreſeeing the” Difficulties and 
Famine, that muſt neceſſarily enſue, cauſed as much Corn 
as poſſible, to be planted at Eliſabeth-City, where he com- 
manded; whilſt others deſtroyed even that, which had 
been before planted, fearing, it might be of Service to the 
Indians, and truſted wholly to Relief by Trade or from 
England, which had ever been one of the principal Cauſes 
of their Miſeries. For, Supplies from Eng were very 
precarious, and liable to many Accidents and Diſappoint- 
ments, and had been, formerly at leaſt, very ſtingily af- 
forded : And the Trade for Corn, with the Natives, was 
uſually carried on by Men of Subſtance, to their on Gain 
and Advantage, and as it was complained, eſpecially by 
the Company's Enemies, to the great Oppreſſion of the 
poor and ſuffering Inhabitants. But Captain Newce called 
all his next adjoining Neighbours to his Houſe, and omitted 
nothing, to relieve their Wants and Neceſſities. He like, 
wiſe, with all Speed, entrenched himſelf 3 mounted three 
Pieces of Ordinance ; ſunk a Well of freſh Water; and 
ſoon put himſelf into a Poſture of Defence, above the Fear 
of any Danger or Aſſault from the Enemy. In all theſe 
Works, he acted the Part of a Sawyer, a Carpenter, or a 
Labourer ; till he brought upon himſelf many Sickneſſes, 
and at laſt a Dropſy, to the very great Grief. of his Fami- 
ly, and of all under his Government, The latter End of 
Fane, Sir George Yeardley, in his Way to Accomaci, ſtaid 
three or four Days with Captain Newce, being accompanied 
'by the Council, and many other gay Gentlemen. The 
Captain, being opprefled with ſo large a Company, com- 
2 to one of the chief among them, of the Want of 
Proviſions. Whereupon he gave the Word to the reſt, 
and they entered the Fields of Corn near the Fort, which 
were the beſt guarded and preſerved from the Ravage of 
the Enemy, and altho' the Ears were ſcarce half grown, 
they devoured and made a miſerable Waſte among it. But 
it muſt be obſerved, that this Particular relies wholly on 
the Authority of Captain Smith, who was himſelf abſent, 
and whoſe Relations of theſe times were chiefly taken from 
Perſons of the opponent Faction. They are therefore always 
d be ſomewhat ſuſpected ; and eſpecially in this Story, as it 
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claſhes ſo much with Sir Geor Yeardley's general Charac- 1623: . * 
ter; and the univerſal Love and Eſteem, which he obtained = 

from the Colony. However Capain Newce was certainly a Sir Pan 
Man of great and Merit: As long as he had any 2c 
thing, his Company ſhared it equally with him; and when 
all was ſpent, being obliged to live on Crabs and Oyſters, 
they fell into a very weak and feeble Condition. Vet 
 Newce diſtribued among them, as he ſaw Occa- 
ſiong a little Milk and Rice, which he ſtill had left; and 
behaved himſelf, in all things, with ſuch a fatherly Ten- 
derneſs and Care, that he obtained the Reputation of be- 
ing the Commander, throughout the whole Country, that 
took the moſt continual Pains for the Publick, and did the 
leaſt Good for himſelf, of all others. On the gth of by tho 
tember, his Men were attacked at their 149525 
3 which was the firſt Aſſault, they had made — 
e Maſſacre, and four were ſlain. The Captain, altho* 
Au ſick, ſallied forth to engage them; but they, 
hiding themſelves in the Corn and other lurking Places, 
eſcaped his Vengeance.

CAPTAIN Ralegh Chroſhaw was, all this while, at 
Pateromech, with one Man.

Fox theſe Reaſons, the Governor was unwilling, at that 
Juncture, to hear of any Treaty with Opechancanough ;. and 
Captain Chroſbgw's Journey to James- Teton was in vain 2 
but his Abſence from Patowmact had a very unhappy Con- 
ſequence, on another Account. For, Maddiſon was a Man 
of a jealous and timorous Nature; and not liking to live 
among the Savages, as Chroſhaw did, he built himſelf a 
ſtrong Houſe, within Chro/haw's Fort, and there ſoon roſe 
great Coldneſs and Reſerve between him and the Patow- 
mack. There was alſo then at Patowmack an exile King, 
who was inwardly exaſperated at fapazats, becauſe he 
would not aſſiſt him in the Recovery of his Kingdem. 
This ſubtle and malicious — did therefore, in Re- 
venge, forge a Plot, as if Japauatus and the Patowmacks 
were in Treaty with Opechancanough, how to cut off and 
deſtroy the Engliſh there. And to give his Lye the greater 
Credit and Air of Probability, he wreſted and — fon 
veral Circumſtances, that had — happened, to this De- 
fign.  AMaddiſon, naturally fearful and ſuſpicious, was a- 
larmed at this, and made his Men ſtand punctually to their 
Arms. Some time after, under Pretence of Buſineſs, he 
ſent for the King to his ſtrong Houſe 3 where having locked 
him, his Son, and four others up, and ſet a Guard of five 
Engliſhmen upon the Houſe, he fell on the Town, with - 
the reſt of his Company, and flew thirty or forty, Men, 
Women, and Children. The poor King, being ſurpriſed 
at ſuch an unexpected Aſſault, called out, and begged him 
to ceaſe from: ſo undeſerved a Cruelty. But he gave not 
over the Execution, till he had ſlain, or put to Flight, all 
in the Town. Then he returned, and taxed the King of 
Treachery; who denied it bitterly, and told him, it was 
ſome Contrivance of thoſe, who wiſhed his Deſtruction, 
for being a Friend to the Engh/b. After that, Maddiſon led 
him, bis Son, and two others to his Ship, promiſing to ſet 
them at Liberty, as ſoon as his.

was caſt, by the Wind and Waves, upon the Shore of 4 
Nanſamond. The Indians, finding it, were fo buſied, 
with Songs, and Dances, and Invocations, according to 
their Manner of Triumph, that Waters and his Wife found 
Means, to get ſecretly into one of their Canoes, and croſſed 
the River, nine or ten Miles over, to Kicquotan,; where 
they were received with no leſs Joy and Wonder by the 
Engliſh, than their Eſcape gave Anger and Vexation'to the 

ans; | | | 8 
SHORTLY after, Sir George 228 and Capt. ue, 
each with a Company of Gentlemen Volunteèrs, went to 
ſeek the Enemy. But all being fled, except three, which 
Captain Pawel met by Chance and flew, they burnt their 
Houſes, deſtroyed every thing they could find, and ſo re- 
turned. Three hundred Soldiers, the beſt they could 
chuſe, were, not long after, raiſed and embarket in con-

With all things neceflary for the Expedition. They went, 
| Six Francis firſt to Nanſamond ; where the Indians ſet Fire to their own 
Da Go- Houſes, ſpoiled all they could, and then fled away, with 
on, hat they could carry off. So that the Engliſh had no Op- 
portunity to make any Slaughter of them. But their Corn 
ing newly gathered, they ſeized all they could find; 
burnt the Houſes, which the Inhabitants had in their Hur- 
ry left unburnt; and ſo departed. From thence they went 
to Pamunkey, the chieſ Seat of Opechancanough, He did 
not appear himſelf ; but the Indians there ſeemed exceed - 
ing] 7 aſtoniſhed, and promiſed to bring them all the Ex- 
2106 yet living, and to reſtore their Arms, and whatever 
) elſe they had; pretending, much to deſire Peace, and to 
give them any Satisfaction in their Power. But this was 
only a Device, to procraſtinate the Time, till they could 
convey away their Corn from all other Places, except 
where the Engliſh were quartered. At length, the Engliſh, 
' perceiving their Deſign, ſeiſed on the Corn in their Power, 
burnt their Houſes, and purſued them into the Woods. 
But they fled before them, and eaſily eſcaped, not without 
Contempt and Inſult. For ſome lurked ahout in Ambuſh, 
and diſcharged ſome Shot out of Engliſh Pieces, which 
hurt and wounded ſeveral diſorderly Stragglers. After this, 
Sir George returned, with a thouſand Buſhels of Corn, and 
each of the Soldiers had three Buſhels a piece. Captain 
Smith tells us, that they were however obli to pay ten 
Shillings a Buſhel, before they received it, for Freight and 
other Charges of the Gy oi; But the Governor and 
Council's Letters to the Company, an Authority not to bg 
conteſted, expreſſy ſay, that Sir George Yeardley freely em- 
ployed his own Shipping, Shallops, Mariners, and Servants, 
without any Recompence or Frieght at all. But this is not 
the only Inſtance, in which that Gentleman's Actions are 
miſrepreſented in Smith's Hiſtory. For, he immediately 
preceeding and come gas Captain Argall's Government, 
and having a Commiſſion to examine and puniſh his Of- 
fences, became a peculiar Mark of Hatred and Calumny 
to that Faction. The ſame Letters inform us, that three 
thouſand Buſhels of Corn more were taken from the Ene- 
my, by Force or Trade, and brought in, by different Par- 
ties of Men. By theſe, and other ſuch ſmall Inroads and 
Depredations, the Indians were reduced to great Want and 
Neceſſity that Winter, and endured no ſmall Miſery and 
Famine. So that many of the Englißb, in Confidence of 
their Weakneſs, and Inability to hurt them, returned ta

THE Earl of Vartuict, not ſatisfied wich the Spoils of. 
Pig had alſo, by his Intereſt and Intrigues, procured, 
ollower and Yo Ee hy Captain Nathaniel Butler, to 
5 a Governor of Bermudas for three Years; where he 
exerciſed the ſame bare-faced Oppreſſion and Extortion, 
that at Argall had done here. But from the petty, 
Offence of plundering the Colony, he proceeded to a higher, 
Crime and 747 des Ju and committed ſome, Pillage upon 
a Span Privy Wreck. This incenſed Gondomar, and the Lords 
of the Council: ſent a ſharp Order to the Company, 
to make ah N immediate and. ſtrict Enquiry into the Matter, 
The Time of his Government being therefore. now expi- 
red, 4 dommiſſion Was giyen to Mr. Bernard, who was 
goin A to ſucceed; him, to enquire into the Affair of 
Ca ken Wreck, as well as the Truth of many other 
ints and Allegations, ſent over againſt him to En- 
But, as bad been done in Captain Argall's Caſe, 
a Bak was "diſpatched from Barnſtaple, in which he eſ- 
caped, juſt before the Arrival of the new Governor, and 
came to Virginia. He left thoſe Iſlands in a moſt miſera- 
| ble Flight, being reduced to Beggary and Ruin, by his Ra- 
pines and Extortions; and coming hither in the Extremi 1 
of Winter, he found the Colony labouring under the Di 
treſſes and unhappy Conſequences of the Maſſacre, Sir 
Francis Vat received and entertained him, with great 
Hoſpitality and Good-manners ; but his Behaviour here was 
infamouſly lewd and riotous. Among other things, he de- 
manded to be admitted of the Council, and grievouſly re- 
ſented his being refuſed, altho he could ſhew no Cotour of 
Right or Title to it. After about three Months Stay, and 
having gone up as high as Chickahominy, where, like a 
common Robber. or free Booter, he fell upon, and made 
Boca of Lady Dales Cattle, he ſct Sail, and returned for 


vow T before this, in the Heginning of the Summer, there 
had been ſet afoot a moſt .unhappy Affair for the Com- 
pany ; 3 Which gave it, as it were, .a ſcttling Blow, and not 
without ſome Face of Reaſon, was the Occaſion of greater 
Clamours and Animoſities than ever. It hath been fre- 
quently related, how the King took all Opportunities of 
Finding the Company and FA Colony, by * — 
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1622. preſſive and illegal Impoſitions on Tobacco. This he did, 
parti out of his natural Abhorrence and Averſion to that 
Sir Francis Weed, but chiefly out bf a Deſire of Gain. For, with'a 
_ 6% Conjunction not unuſual to be found in Mens Characters, 
; Profaſion and a vorations Appetite after Money, had met 
together in that Pririce's Nature. In all theſe Exactions, 

Sir Lionel Cranfield had been his principal Inſtrument. 

He had been at firſt a Merchant of London, and then an 
Officer in the Cuſtoms, from whence he was introduced to 

Court, as a Projector; which, in the Language of thoſe 
Times, ſignified a Perforr, who could furniſh Expedients 

to the Miniſters, to raiſe Money, in the Vacancy,, and 
without the Aſſiſtance, of Parliament. He was a very 
wiſe and dextrous Officer; and in this Execrable Function, 

had been ſo uſeful and ſucceſsful, that, together with the 
Advantage of having married one of Buctingbam's Relations 

(an extraordinary Merit then, and an infallible Road to the 
higheſt 1 he had riſen, before this time, to 

the Dignity of Earl of Middleſex, and Lord High Trea- 

ſurer of England, He was himſelf an ancient Adventurer 

in the Affair of Virginia; and well knew, how uneaſy 
they were, under the Preſſure of the Manopolies, Garb- 

ling, and other illegal Patents. He therefore reſolved to 

try, whether he could - not make the Company conſent. to 

their own Oppreflion, and fqueeze out of them a greater 

Profit and Revenue to his Majeſty, by making a particular 
Contract with themſelves. . by | 

To this End, he firſt broached the Matter privately to 

Sir Edwin Sandys ; offering a Grant to the two Companies 

of Virginia and the Somer-1/lands, for the fole Importation 

of Tobacco into the Realms of England and Ireland, re- 
ſerving to his Majeſty a certain valuable Rent. This he 

did, with large Profeſſions of his Love and Affection to the 

Colony of Virginia, whereof he was an ancient Counſellor ; 

and declared, that, beſides the perſonal Duty of his Place, 

as Lord High Treaſurer, his principal Motive herein was 

f the Profit and Advancement of the Colonies. Sir Edioin 
proſeſſed his Ignorance in Affairs of that Nature; but after . 
ſome Thought, he conſulted with Sir Arthur Ingram, a- 

ther Member of the Virginia Company, then preſent, 

ut a faſt Creature and Retainer to the Lord Treaſurer. At 

length, confidering, that Tobacco was a deceiveable Weed, 

and the-Uſe of it wholly founded on a Humour, which 

might ſoon vaniſh into Smoke, and come to nothing, he 

told his Lordſhip, that to ſettle any great Rent in Money, 

upon ſuch an uncertain Commodity, might ſoon bankrupt 

the Companies, and utterly ruin the Plantations, 2 
n * fare, 
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fore, he conceived it much the ſafer Way for the Compa- 1622. 
nies, to yield his Majeſty a certain Proportion, in Specie,

But 
his Lordſhip, feli into a Calculation, told him, that 
without the Grant 5 a Third, there could not be that Re- 
venue raiſed to his Majeſty, as was expected; and for the 
old Cuſtom, of ſix Pence a Pound upon Roll, and four 
Pence upon Leaf Tobacco, it was already granted to his 
ay tdi Farmers, and could not be reverſed, | 
FTER this, Sir Edwin Sandys, by his Lordſhip's Com- 
mand, communicated this Propoſal to the Lords. Southamp= . \ 
ton and Cavendiſh, and the two Deputies ; who having im- 
pon it to their Councils, brought it before the Companies, 
uch a Contract, if it could be concluded on any reaſona- 


ble Terms, was certainly of very great and viſible Advan- 


tage to the Companies and Colonies. For it would enable 
them, by having the whole Commodity in their own Hands, 
to exclude all foreign Tobacco, and to raiſe, or at leaſt 
keep up, the Price of their own ; and would as well eaſe 
them from the Extortions and Inſults of other monopoliſing 
Patents, as ſecure them from any farther Impoſitions. For 
the Court, as the Colonies advanced in Strength, was ſtill 
loading them with new Impoſitions, and kept them always 
ſtaggering, and ſcarce able to go forward, under the Bur- 
then of Taxes and Impoſts. And this was then done, ſolel 
the King's Authority, without granting Parliaments their 
undoubted Right, of giving Money, and laying new Duties 
on the Subject. And what was a notorious, and (if the ſa- 
cred Character of Kings and Miniſters would allow the Ex- 
preffion) an impudent Breach of Faith, it was done againſt 
the plaineſt and moſt expreſs Words and Tenor of for- 
mer Grants ; which was, beyond Doubt, the preſent Caſe 
of — Virginia Company, as hath been before obſeryed and 
HowEvER, the Companies, fitting down ly 
under theſe Oppreſſions, readily embraced this Overture, 
and appointed each a Committee, to treat with the Lord 
Treaſurer about it, But in the Progreſs of the Buſineſs, his 
Lordſhip was ſtill ſqueezing in new Hardſhips upon them; 
and particularly ſurprifed and ſhocked them with a Propo- 
fal, that for each of the two Years, then next enſuing, the 
Companies ſhould be obliged, to bring in ſixty thouſand 
Weight of Spaniſh Tobacco, or otherwiſe permit forty 
thoufand Weight to be imported by ſome other, Th 
Propoſition ſecmed very 1 * to the Committees, and 
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1622, croſſed one of their chief Purpoſes. They therefore replied 
That no ſuch Obligation was laid on the former Patentees 
Sir Fronc's for the ſole Importation of Tobacco: That the Example of

obliging Men to bring in any foreign Commodity, whereof 
there was ſufficient of the 


zrowth of the King's own Do- 
minions, would ſeem yery ſtrange and unaccountable ; and 
ſuch a thing, as they thought, had not been heard of, in 
any Part of the World: That to prohibit the planting To- 
bacco in England, and yet to command the importing ſo 
large a Quantity from a foreign Country (eſpecially when it 
was confeſſedly. a great Drain of the Cath of the * 
would be very grievous to the Engliſb Subject; and was ſo 
odious a thing, that they were aſhamed. to be concerned in 
it: That the Quantity of ſixty thouſand Weight of Spaniþ 
Tobacco was very exceſſive, and more than had been im- 
orted in divers Years, when there was no Reſtraint at all: 
hat ſo large a Proportion (the whole Import of Tobacco 
into England, upon an Average for the laſt ſeven Years, be- 
ing only an hundred forty two thouſand and eighty five 
Pounds Weight a Year) muſt utterly abaſe the Price of the 


Plantation Tobacco, as manifeſtly appeared from that Year's 


Experience ; ſo that the Colonies would part with a third 


of their Tobacco to the King, without any Retribution in 


the Price of the reſt, as was at firſt propoſed : And that, in 
excluding all Spanih Tobacco, there could be no Room 
for Fraud or Error; whereas, under the Colour of ſo large 
an Importation, it would be impoſſible to prevent the run- 
ning and ſtealing in a much greater Quantity, . | 

I' RESE Objections were certainly very ſharp and home, 
and did not a little expoſe - the partial and moſt unpatriot 
Meaſures of the Court. But it was the Misfortune of that 
Time, that the Company dealt much in Reaſon, and the 
Courtiers in Command. They were therefore peremptorily 
told, that this was a Point of ſuch Importance, that it could 


not be diſpenſed with, without diſſolving the whole Con- 


tract. For we muſt remember, that the Spaniſb Match 
was ſtill on Foot; and therefore his Majeſty would facri- 
fice ſo large an Intereſt of his own Subjects to that Nation, 
to gratify and oblige his good Friend and Ally, the King of 
Spain; who had been now, for many Years, bubbling and 
abuſing him, to the open Scorn and Mockery of all Europe. 
Beſides which, it is not to be ſuppoſed, that Gondemar, who, 
about this time, bore a very great Sway in the Affairs of 
England, would let flip ſuch an Opportunity, of acquiring 
fo great a Profit to his Country, And indeed we are told 
by Mr. Oldys, that the Obſtruction of theſe Plantations, was 
2 main Branch of the Aims and Endeavours of hes Spaniſh 
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Buffoon; and that he oppoſed all Voyages to the , H-In- 1622. 
dies, and particular] croſſed theſe Undertakings of Virginia 
and Bermudas, leſt from them there ſhould afterwards ariſe 27, 60 
another England in America, of equal Dread and Annoy- —.— 
ance to New-Spain, as that in Europe was to the Old. But 
the Company, having had ſome Gleams of Hope, and dread- 
ing nothing ſo much as falling into their former Calamities 
and Oppreſſions, did at laſt, after much Diſpute and Con- 
teſtation, conſent to this Article; and the whole Contract 
was concluded and agreed upon, chiefly on theſe Conditi- 
ons. For I ſhall in this, as I have done in other Caſes, 
take the Liberty, for Brevity's Sake, only to give the main 
Subſtance of Matters, and to leave out ſuch Points, as arg 
immaterial, and of little or no Conſequence to be known.

I. THAT the ſole Importation of Tobacco, into the

Tn Ar his Majeſty, and the Lord High Treaſurer, 
ſhould take all proper Methods, for preventing and confiſ- 
cating all Tobacco, unduly imported; and ſhould endea- 
vour, in all Points, to keep up effectually to the true Intent 
and Meaning of this Contract ; and particularly, that his 
Majeſty ſhould grant no Licences to Retailers of Tobacco, 
that the Market might ftill remain free and open, as it had 
hitherto done, | f 
IV. THAT in Conſideration hereof, as alſo for that the 
Companies ſhould be diſcharged from all other Payments on 
Tobacco (excepting only the ancient Cuſtom, in the Book 
of Rates, of ſix Pence a Pound on Roll Tobacco, and four 
Pence upon Leaf). the ſaid Companies ſhould pay to his Ma» 
jeſty the clear Proceed of a full third Part of all Tobacco, 
Yearly imported and landed by them in the ſaid two Realms:

VI. THAT his Majeſty ſhould be diſcharged from Pay-

VIII. THAT the Companies ſhould be obliged to im-

IX. THar this Contract ſhould commence at Michael- 
mas, 1622, and continut for the Space of ſeven Years, then 
— | . 
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TuIS Contract was certainly: very well and cautiouſly 1622. 
worded, by Sir Edwin Sandys, who drew it, and was indeed 
their conſtant Draughtſman upon all ſuch Occaſions. But it Sr Fraxcis 
was at laſt eſteemed a very hard and pinching Bargain upon feat = 
the Trade; and as a certain noble Perſon expreſſed it, was : 
not to be looked upon as a pleaſant Diſh, well ſauced and 
ſeaſoned, but as a-bitter Potion, which muſt of Neceſſity, be 
. ſwallowed down, for avoiding greater Evils. The Earl of 
Southampton therefore, earneſtly deſired the Company, dul 
to conſider each Article, and not to ſpare” to give their bel 
Counſel and Advice, in ſo weighty a Buſineſs, which fo near- 
ly concerned themſelves and the Colonies, it being not only 
ree, but demanded, as a Duty from every Man, to ſpeak his 
Mind boldly, as his own Reaſon ſhould ſuggeſt. But after 
a long Pauſe, it appearing, that nothing more could be ſaid, 
than had formerly been delivered, his Lordſhip, at the Com- 
pany's Requeſt, put it to the Queſtion, and it was ratified 
and confirmed, by an almoſt unanimous Conſent, one Hand 
only being held up againſt it. After which, it was, by the 
Lord Cavendiſh, their Governor, propoſed to, and confirm- 
ed by the Somer-Iſland Company, with the like Unanimity. 
For the Adventurers in that Plantation, being about an hun- 
dred and twenty ſix in Number, were all likewiſe Members 
of the Virginia Company. ore. 
Bor before the Bargain was thoroughly concluded and 
ratified by the Lord High Treaſurer, he orefled in upon them 
an Obligation to import the forty thouſand Weight of Spa- 
1b Tobacco, in the beſt Yarinas, with a Promiſe (which 
however he did not keep) not to trouble them any farther, 
if that was granted. The Company therefore yielded to it ; 
on Condition, that ſuch a Quantity of beſt Yarinas could be 
procured. ' For there had been ſome Years, when the 
whole Importation of that Kind of Tobacco into Spain did 
not amount to forty thouſand Weight. But if Yarinas 
could not be had, they undertook (to give his —_— and 
the Lord Treaſurer Satisfaction) to import the reſt of their 
Quantity, in the beſt and moſt coftly Sorts of Spaniſh To- 
| bacco. It will doubtleſs be very ſurpriſing to every thinking 
| Reader, to find a King thus load and oppreſs his Subjects, 
| with the Importation of a foreign Commodity, of no Uſe 
| or Neceflity, but of mere Luxury and Wantonneſs, and 
that too, in the deareſt and moſt grievous Manner ; eſpe- 
cially when that Commodity might be ſupplied by our own 
' Colonies, and muſt, in Spain, be paid for in hard Caſh, - 
as the Caſe then was. But to account for ſo unconſcionable 
a Proceeding, it muſt ſtill be obſerved, that herein were an- 
| f{ered the two grand Ends, which at that time lay neareſt 
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1622. co that Prince's Heart; ſince by taking off their deareſt To- 
baccoes, he did the more oblige the Spaniſh King and Na- 
2 * tion, and threw more Money into their Pockets, out of his 
E“ Subjects Purſes (which was, in Truth, fo much clear Log 
to the Enghfh Nation) and did alſo, at the fame time, ad- 
vuance his own Profit and Revenue. For as the King was, 
. by the Contract, to have the clear Proceed of one Third of 
all Tobacco imported, it was more to his Gain and Ad- 
vantage, to have the beſt Spaniſh Tobaccoes, which would 
then ſell for eighteen or twenty Shillings a Pound, and ſome- 
times more, the Plantation . which would

Tur Affair of the Contract, being thus ſettled and con- 
cluded, the next thing that fell under their Conſideration, - 
was appointing proper Officers, with — Salaries; and the 
veſolving on a ſteady Courſe, for the Management of the 
Buſineſs. For this ,Purpoſe, a Committee was appointed 
out of both the Companies, conſiſting of the Earl of Sou- 
thampton, the Lords Cavendiſh, Paget, and Houghton, Sir 
2 Brooke, Sir Edwin Sandys, Sir John Davers, Meſſirs. 

icholas and John Farrars, the Deputies of the two Com- 

ies, Mr. Samuel Mrote, and others, Gentlemen and 
Hacken, to the Number of twenty one in all. After a 
whole Day's Conſultation and Debate, they at laſt agreed 
upon all Matters; and the Lords Southampton and Cavendiſb, 
I reaſurer and Governor of the Companies, reported the 
Reſult of their Deliberations, to their reſpective Courts, 
But firſt, the Earl of Southampton, with much Candor and 
Earneſtneſs, entreated the Virginia Company, to deliver their 
Opinions freely, either for, or againſt, what he ſhould then 
propound ; which (he ſaid) himſelf, the Council, and Com- 
mittee, had conſulted upon, not with Intent to conchude or 
determine any thing, nor to prejudice the Courts in their 
Judgment, but only the better to prepare the Buſineſs for 
their Conſideration; looking upon themſelves, as his Lord- 
ſhip expreſſed it, only as Servants to the Court. 

AFTER which Declaration, he proceeded and told them, 
that, as it was propoſed, and in ſome Meaſure concluded, 
in the preparative Court, they judged it neceſſary, that there 
ſhould. be one principal * by the Name of Director, 
on whoſe Sufficiency, Care, and Integrity, the whole Suc- 
ceſs of the Buſineſs did chiefly depend; and that they con- 
ceived the ſaid Director would well deſerve, for his Sala of 
that Year, five hundred Pounds. Next to him, — A 

; puty : For without ſuch an Aſſiſtant, it would be impoſſi 
for the Director, to undergo all the Burthen of Bufinefſ:

J Sufficiency. The Third Officer was a Treaſurer, —— 
to Keep the Caſh, But altho the Offices of Deputy and Sir Froncs 
Treaſurer were diſtinct in themſelves, and would require _ * 
two Perſons, yet the better to huſband the Expences for that 
Year, they any it beſt (according to the Reſolution of 
the Preparative Court) to join them both in one Perſen, for 
the preſent. And to this Officer, they allotted a Sallary of 
four hundred Pounds, for the current Year, Next they 
conceived it neceſſary, to have a Committee of, at leaſt, eight 
able and judicious Perſons, choſen out of the two Compa- 
nies, for ſelling and diſpoſing of their Tobaccoes, and for 
aſſiſting the Director, with their Counſels, and Help, in the 
ſeveral Parts of his Office; which would be very many and 
exceedingly weighty and important. And to theſe, they ap- 
pointed a Salary of fifty Pounds, a Man. And beſides theſe 
principal Officers, he told them, there would be neceſſary, 
two Caſhiers, the one to be conſtantly reſident in the Trea- 
ſury, the other to receive and gather in the Monies; a Book- 
keeper; two Clerks ; a Sollicitor ; a Huſband, to whom the 
Cuſtody of the Warehouſes ſhould be committed; and a 
Beadle ; with a Houſe, for the Meetings of the Officers ; 
and Warehouſes, for the Reception of the Tobacco. And 
the whole Amount of all theſe Salaries and Expences, was 
computed at two thouſand, Pounds a Year, which muſt be 
raiſed upon the Tobacco. But as the Spaniſb vaſtly exceeded 
the Plantation Tobacco in Price, it was agreed, that it ſhould 
bear a double Proportion in the Rate of the Charges. 
His Lordſhip farther told them, that they conceived it 
neceſſary, that there ſhould be five hundred Pounds more ſet 
. apart, for ſuch contingent Expences, as ſhould occaſionally 
5 ariſe; which Money, if it were not, by the Conſent and 
r Order of the Courts, expended for the Advantage and Im- 
r provement of the Price of Tobacco, was to be again repaid, | 
N to each Adventurer proportionably. And altho' this Sum, 
| of twenty five hundred Pounds a Year, might to many ſeem 
very great and extraordinary; yet, he ſaid, conſidering, that 
five hundred Pounds was not to be expended, except for the 
be evident Advantage of the Commodity ; and that, of the two 
thouſand Pounds remaining, his Majeſty was to bear one 
2 third Part, and the Spaniſb Tobacco a Proportion double to 
3 the reſt, he conceived, it would be found no great Burthen 
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f * the Plantations (whoſe Benefit was the grand Point in 
8 iew) but ſuch, as it was hoped, would be manifoldly re- 
e paid, by the Advancement of the Price. And as to the Of- 
. ficers Salaries, he declared it to be his Opinion, that they

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Tux Earl of Southampton having thus finiſhed his Report, 


Sir Francis Adventurers. Whereupon his Lordſhip entreated them, free-

eclare, what and how they would have them done. And he 
repeated it again, that they eſteemed theniſelves only as their

Miniſters or Servants, to prepare Buſineſs for the Court, in 


whom alone, was Power and Authority to determine and 
conclude Matters. He therefore earneſtly entreated them, 


without Reſpect to himſelf, or any others, from whom thoſe 


Propoſitions came, to declare their Opinions freely, eſpecial- 
ly concerning the Salaries, which, he perceived, was the 
grand Rock of Offence, be 8 * 
HeREUPON, Mr. Robert Smith, the Under-Chamber- 
lain, ſaid; that he thought, many able Gentlemen might 
be found, who, for Conſcience Sake, would do the Buſineſs 
for far leſs Salaries. - To which Sir Edward Sackvil replied; 
that for his Part, he thought Men bound in Conſcience, to 
give thoſe whom they employed, ſome reaſonable Satisfac- 


tion for their Labour and Pains ; and that he had found by 


Experience, that ſome Men, who had, for Conſcience Sake, 


' ſerved the Company, had alſo, for Conſcience Sake, un- 
done it. But the Earl of Southampton, to ſoften the * — 


neſs of Sir Edward Sackvil's Reply, and to encourage a Free- 
dom of Debate, declared, that Mr. Robert Smith was a very 
worthy and honeſt Man ; and he thanked him, for ſpeaking 
his Mind freely, defiring all others to do the fame. After 
which, there enſued a ſhort Debate ; and it was often ob- 
ſerved, in the Progreſs of the Affair, that this was properly 
a Point of Merchandiſe, and not of ſettling Colonies ; and 
that it was not juſt or reaſonable, to expect, - that Men, fit 


to be truſted with, and capable to perform, ſo important a 


Buſineſs, ſhould expend their whole Time and Labour, for 
the Advancement of other Mens Eſtates, without any Re- 
ward or Retribution at all. Mr. Barker alfo now faid ; that, 
having been, many Years, a Member of that Court, he had 
never heard of ſuch great Salaries, as four and five hundred 
Pounds a Year ; but that he had however heard of five hun- 
dred, and a thouſand Pounds, deficient in- the Accounts of 
ſome Officers, who did their Buſineſs for nothing. Soon 
after, the Earl of Southampton was called upon, to put the 
ſeveral Propoſitions to the Vote. But his Lordſhip ſaid, he 
would once more read them over to them; which having 
done, and no Man making any Objection, after a — 


Pauſe, he put the ſeveral things, concerning the Officers and 


Salaries,” above related, diſtinctly to the Queſtion, and they 
were all approved and confirmed, n 
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THE yY then proceeded to the Election of their Officers. 
Sir Edwin Sandys had been nominated, in a former Court, 
tothe Blues: Direftar 3 but he earneſtly refuſed it, as be-

unexperienced in Matter of Trade and Merchandiſe, 2 2 oy 


in which that Officer ought to have an exact Knowledge; 
and as he could not conſtantly reſide in Town, having a 
great Family,in the Country. Beſides which, he ſaid, he 
began, as he now grew old, to wax weak; and therefore 
purpoſed, rather to withdraw from all Buſineſs of the World, 
than to engage himſelf farther in it. But the Court, eſpe- 
cially the Earl of Southampton and the other Lords, being 
not ſatisfied with this Excuſe, earneſtly preſſed him, not to 
refuſe a Place, wherein he might do ſuch ſingular Service to 


the Colonies; the whole Welfare of which did, almoſt en- 


tirely depend, upon the wiſe and upright Management of 
this Contract. No other Perſon therefore being ſo much as 
named againſt him, and himſelf rather not oppoſing, than 
conſenting to accept the Place, he upon the Bal- 
lot, choſen Director, by having ſixty five Balls for, and 
only five againſt him. John Farrar had alſo, at the 
ſame Court, been named to the joint Place of Deputy and 
Treaſurer; but he likewiſe refuſed, alledging, that the 
Company had laid ſuch a Burthen of Buſineſs upon him, 
for now almoſt four Years together, that he had been obli- 
ged to negle& his own private Affairs, which required his 
immediate and diligent Inſpection. All which the Court 


acknowledged to be true; yet declared, they held him fo fit 


a Man for that Place, that they would not propoſe any other 
to ſtand in Election with him; and ſo he was choſen, by 
having ſixty eight Balls for, and only two againſt him. They 


then made Choice of their Committee, and inferior Officers; 


and alſo added a Committee extraordinary, to be choſen, out 
of the Council, without Salaries. They were not obli 

to a conſtant Attendance ;. but were only to give their Ad- 
vice and Aſſiſtance to the Director and other acting Com- 
mittee, in Caſes of a high and extraordinary Nature.

There was one Mr. Samuel Wrote, a Gentle- 

man of Fortune and Diſtinction in the Company, who had,

ſty's Council for Virginia. This Gentleman did 

ſuddenly, in a ſubſequent Court, held on the 4th of De- 
cember this Year, break forth into much Violence, Inde- 
cency, and Opprobriouſneſs of Language; and endeavour- 
ed, to call into queſtion and cancel, in an inferior and ordi- 
ry Court, what had been ſettled and determined, by the 
Eabocity. of a Great and General Quarter Court.

Fohnſon,. and others of the Faction, were now preſent z 
who had of late been generally obſerved, never -to appear 
at their Courts, but againſt ſome Storm and Confuſion. 
Lord Cavendiſh therefore, without naming the Perſon, imme- 
diately wrote a full and particular Account of it to the Earl of 
Southampton, who was then in the Country. Whereupon the 
Earl, being willing to ſuppreſs, in the Beginning, an Affair 
of ſuch dangerous Conſequence, haſtened up to Town, and 
called a Meeting of his Majeſty's Council for Virginia, on 
the 11th of the ſame Month of December, But Mr. Wrote 
proteſted againſt their Power and Jurifdition, as he had 
appealed to the Quarter Court; to which, he declared, he 
would only fubmit himſelf. He then renewed his Accuſa- 
tion againſt the Deputy, for wrong entering a Court, the 
7th of October laſt paſſed, and thereby bringing the Com- 
pany three thouſand Pounds in Debt. And he. did, from 


| his firſt coming into the Room, behave himſelf in a meſt- 


violent 
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violent and contemptuous Manner, towards the Earl of 1623.

Southampton, Lord Caveniiſh, and the whole Council. 


Mx. Deputy faid, that the Accuſation againſt himſelf 
was of a very high Nature, and deeply concerned the Com- 
y. For the Entries of their Courts being the Compa- 
ny's Records, to charge them with Falſity, was to call into 
ueſtion all the Records and Proceedings of the Company. 
He therefore declared the Manner of entering their Courts : 
Firſt, the Secretary drew them up, and brought them to 
him, which Draught he, according to the Company's Or- 
der, peruſed and corrected; that then it was read in the 
next Court, diſtinctly, Article by Article, and after a ſuffi- 
cient Pauſe and Examination, either confirmed, or amended;

looked into and examined. | , 


Tux Farl of Southampton alſo told Mr. Mrote, that he 
ſeemed to take himſelf to be ſo great a Man, that they 
were all, as Pigmies, in his Sight ; but as he did not know 
him to be any Prince of the Blood, ſo he deſired, he 
would carry himſelf with more Calmneſs and Decency. 
And as to his affrontive Behaviour to Lord Cavendiſh, the 
Earl ſaid; that altho* they were all there equal, as Coun- 
ſellors of the Virginia Company, yet there was a very 
great Difference between the Perſons of divers of them; 
and particulacly between him and the Lord Cavendiſh, to 
whom he owed a more reſpectful Language and Behaviour. 
And ſome time after, prefling him upon his Raſhneſs and In- 
diſcretion, and on his F ailure in his Duty, as a Virginia Coun-

But being fully anſwered and ſilenced 
on this Head, by the joint Teſtimony of Lord Cavendiſb 
and Sir John Brooke, he inſiſted, that the Salary Men, as 
being intereſted Perſons, and the Deputy, whom he moſt 
unjuſtly called his Aecuſer (for both he and his Brother 
were ſtill faſt Friends to Mr. Wrote, and endeavoured ta 
palliate and make up the Affair) ſhould not be preſent, 
when his Buſineſs was diſcuſſed. He alſo excepted, in the 
groſs, againſt the Entry of that Court; faying, he ſpoke 

FA Words, neither in Manner nor Form, as they 
were there fet down. Whereupon a long Debate enſued 5 
Whether it was agreeable to the Cuſtom of Courts, and 
would not be productive of great Inconveniency and Diſ- 
order, and raiſe much Queſtion and infinite —— 
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the Company by the Precedent and Example, if they ſhould

Pretence of Cavil and Complaint, an extraordinary Court

Ar that Court, Mr. Fate ftill behaved, in the ſame 
unaccountable and diſtempered Manner. He ſaid, he ſuf- 
fered for the Service of his Majeſty, and for doing his 
Duty. He his Appeal to the Quarter Court ; and 
thanked the Gentlemen, then preſent, for prejudging him 
to that Court. He alfo declared, if the Quarter Court 
tighted him not, he would appeal to the King, the Foun- 
tain of Juſtice and Mercy; often repeating the ſame 
Words, with great Paſſion and Vehemence.

He alledged that Mr. Vithers, an eminent 
Lawyer of the Company, had ſomewhere ſaid, that the 
Earl of Southampton, as a Privy Counſellor, might commit 
him; and proteſted, that under that Fear, he durſt not 
ſpeak freely. He likewiſe, in a very rude and affrontive 
Manner, charged the Earl of Southampton with ſaying 
that he blundered out his Indiſcretion ; and for giving him 
the Lye in the third Perſon, his Lordſhip having ſaid ; That 
Whoever ſhould ſay, that Men were in any thing overawed, 
and durſt not ſpeak their Minds, it was put into his Mouth 
by the Father of Lies; for a fouler Lye himſelf never 
told. The Earl owned, that he had ſpoke thoſe Words 3 
and he ſaid, he would juſtify and maintain them; and if Mr. 
Wrote applied them to himſelf, he could not help it. But as 
to committing him, he deſired him to be under no ſuch Fear. 


For whatever Honours and Reſpects were due to him, he

Companies. And to give the thing the fairer Courſe and 
Hearing, the Earl of Southampton ſummoned another Court 
extraordinary, to meet and examine his Propoſal. * 
went through the Whole, Article by Article ; and after a 
full Deliberation and Debate, which laſted a whole Day, till 
late at Night, each Point was diſapproved and rejected, 
generally unanimouſly, and never with above three or four 
diſſentient from the reſt of the Company. 0 
. THE 5th of February being the Quartef Court Day, to 
which Mr. Wrote had appealed, and his Affair having made 
a great Noiſe, and been the Subject of much Scangal and 
Defamation to the Company, there was a very numerous 
and ſplendid Meeting, conſiſting of fix Lords, thirty Knights, 
Dr. Donne, Dean of St. Paul's, and a vaſt Tas of 
others, Doctors, Eſquires, Gentlemen, Merchants, and 
Citizens. And the Lord Cavendi/þ alſo, to the fame Time 
| - and Place, ſummoned a Court of the Somer-1ſlands Com- 
any, as they were qu y concerned and engaged in the 
Buſineſs of the Contract. But Mr. Mrote, having appear- 
ed in Court, ſoon withdrew ; declaring to Sir Samuel San-- 
ays (who met, and aſked him, whither he was going) that 
he was ill at Eaſe, and could not ſtay. However Mr. 
Brooke, and other Gentlemen, learned in the Law, deli- 
vered their Opinions clearly; that notwithſtanding his Depar- 
ture, and his pretended Appeal to his Majeſty, as there was 
no Evidence, that he had really made ſuch Appeal, or that 
his Majeſty had accepted it, they were no way debarred 
from proceeding againſt him, in a due and legal Manner. 
Whereupon Sir Edwin Sandys obſerved, that Mr. Wrote 
was not accuſed, or proſecuted, to that Court, but was 
himſelf the Proſecutor and Accuſes. If therefore his Ac- 
cuſation was well and juſtly grounded, why did he forſake 
it then, when that Day and that Court were come, tq 
; . 2 W. 
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which he himſelf had appealed ; and when the Perſons, by 1623. 
him accuſed, ſtood there, in the Face of the Court, ready 
to ſubmit themſelves to the Trial, by him called for and Sir 1 
demanded ? But, he ſaid, Truth and Innocency are bold oat we 
and ſettled, whereas Calumny and Falſhood are fugitive, - 
fearful,, ' Wherefore, as it was apparent, that the King's 
Ears had been poſſeſſed, and all Parts of the Town and 
filled, with. cauſeleſs Clamours, by Mr. Wrote and 
his Friends; and whereas his Wrongs to the Council, Com- 
mittee, and whole Company, were ſo great, ſo groundleſs, 
and fo pernicious, he concluded, that unleſs ſome Courſe 
was taken, to puniſh and repreſs him, he could not ſee, 
but that the whole Government of. the Company, muſt ut- 
terly diſſolve, and fall into the moſt extreme Confuſion and 
Contempt. | 04 | 
HEREUPON, at Sir John Davers's Motion, it was firſk 
unanimouſly voted and agreed, that all Mr. Wrote's Ex- 
ceptions, Charges, and Imputations, at the late Courts, 
were utterly falſe and flanderous. And then Tae to 
his Sentence, after a long Debate, in which ſome propoſed 
ſevere, and others more gentle Methods, it was at laſt con- 
eluded and reſolved ; that he ſhould be diſplaced, and for 
ever excluded from being of his Majeſty's Council for Vir- 
ginia; and that he ſhould not be entirely diſenfranchiſed 
from the Company, but ſhould only be ſufpended and ex- 
cluded from their Courts, for one whole Far abſolutely, 
in which his Submiſſion ſhould not be accepted, altho* he 
ſhould offer it. But if, at the Expitation of that Year, 
he ſhould make his Submiſſion to the next Quarter Court, 
that then it ſhould be left to the Pleaſure of that Court, 
whether they would -re-admit him or not.

full Submiſſion, and due Acknowledgment of his Fault, it 
was ordered, that he ſhould never be received at all. And 
it was further reſolved, upon Sir John Davers's Motion, 
that, if Mr. Wrote ſtill perſiſted in his: wilful Courſes and 
1 unjuſt Aſperſions, or ſhould any way wrong or moleſt the 
Company, then, for his Conviction and Diſgrace, and for 
” the Company's Juſtification, his Sentence, together with

Ir was the Company's great Unhappineſs, that whatever

And * far- 
ther ſignified his Will, that the Liberty of the Company 
in every kind, ſhould be reſerved 2 kept entire; and 
particularly, that no Man ſhould be abridged of the Liberty 
to ſpeak his Mind freely, ſo he did it with due Reſpe& and 
Decorum, But this, - ſaid, he ſpoke, not as from the 
King, but as his private Advice and Admonition. And af- 
terwards at this 9 — er Court, when Mr. Wrote's Buſi- 
neſs came on, he informed the Company, that what he had 
before intimated to them, as from himſelf, he had now 
Warrant from his Majeſty to tell them; who, by Way of 
Advice and Council, but no way to command them, -wiſh-

Uyon Occaſion of this Information of Sir Henry Mild- 
may, Sir Edwin Sandys obſerved, that of all Mr. Wrote $

he charged the Earl of Southampton (though not by Name,

From the very Beginning of this Commotion, Sir Ed- 
win Sandys deſired Mr. Mrote, not to be difturbed at his 
Office and Salary. For as he had excepted them with much 
ReluQancy, and in ſole Obedience to the Company's Re- 
queſt, as they all knew and could teſtify, ſo he would reſign 
both the one and the other, with a much better Will, than 
he had ever received them.

But Mr. Deputy ſaid, it ſeemed wonderful 
to him, that Men, who had raiſed ſuch Storms and Cla- 
mours about the Salaries, not only to the Diſparagement of 
the Company's Proceedings, but alſo much to the Hindrance 
of the Plantation, and to the Diſgrace and Defamation of 
ſome very worthy Perſons, for accepting thoſe Places, ſhould 
now, after all this Scandal raiſed, and Miſchief done, be yet 


unprepared with plain and evident Reaſons, to overthrow 
them. And he ſaid, he marvelled the more at this, as he 
then ſaw, before his Eyes, ſome Perſons, who declared, at 
the Council of the 11th of December, when: the Conſidera- 
tion of the Salaries was referred to that preſent Day, that 
they would, againſt this Time, arm and fortify themſelves, 
to cut the Throat of the Salaries. Wherefore he earneſtly. 
beſought them, not to interpoſe any farther ' Delays, but 
now at length produce thoſe Reaſons, for which they had 
ſo much traduced and defamed both the Salaries and the Of- 
ficers. For they had certainly had ſufficient Time, to con- 
ſider and ripen the Matter; and —_— would be Reaſon 
in any future Day, which was not then fo.

mity of the Company, in the only Affair, for which the 


opponent Faction ever ſeemed to have had the leaſt Colour 
or Shadow of Reaſon. . But altho* the Sum of five and twen- 
ty hundred Pounds a Year, for the Management of this Bu- 
ſineſs, may, at a flight View, be thought very great and 
extraordinary, yet if it be conſidered, that thoſe Officers (as 
925 then calculated and agreed) would have an hundred 
thouſand Pounds per Annum, running through their Hands, 
it will not be found ſo exorbitant and exceffive. For it only

amounts to two and a half per Cent. whereof five hundred 
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Pounds a Year, or the half per Cent. was not to be expended, 1623. 

except it could be evidently applied for raiſing the Price of —— 
Tobacco. And the two great Salaries, ariſing to nine hun- 7 L 


dred Pounds a Vear, againſt which their Exceptions chiefly 
lay, did not amount quite to one per Cent. whereas, the 
= Streſs and Burthen of the Buſineſs would lie upon 
thoſe two Officers, and its Succeſs entirely depend upon their 
Induſtry, Care, and Dexterity, in the Management of it. 
Ar thjs Court, the Lord Cavendiſh alſo moved, that 
ſince Sir Edwin Sandys would, by no Means, hold the Place 
of Director any longer, they would propoſe ſome other Per- 
ſon for that Office. Whereupon — named Sir Natha- 
niel Rich; but he excuſed himſelf, as uncapable of diſchargy, 
ing ſuch an Office, and would not therefore undertake it, 
for ten thouſand Pounds a Year. But he declared, if he 
thought himſelf fit for the Buſineſs, he would willingly do 
it for nothing. Then Sir Thomas Wrath, and Mr. Edward 
22 on, an eminent Lawyer, and very worthy Member of 
e Society, were propoſed ; but they both refuſed, as no 
way ſkilled in ſuch Buſineſs, or able to execute the Place. 
Afterwards it was put to the Queſtion ; Whether the Com- 
pany would accept of Sir Edwin Sandys's Reſignation, and it 
was, by a general Erection of Hands, denied. He was there- 
fore very preſſingly intreated, not to leaye the Place, upon 
any Diſcouragement whatſoever ; the Company profeſſing, 
that, without his Aſſiſtance, they much doubted of the good 
Management and Succeſs of ſo difficult a Buſineſs. Even 
ſome of the moſt violent in the Oppoſition did, at other 
times, expreſs. great Satisfaction in the Choice of Sir Edwin 
Sandys ; and declared, that he, or no Body, was able to* 
go Dog with ſo thorny and troubleſome an Employ- 
ment: Whilſt others ſeemed diſinclined and backward, to 
be any way engaged in it, except it was under his Manage- 
ment and Dir ion. And thus the Office of Director was, 
a ſecond Time, forced upon Sir Edwin Sandys, with a very 
ral and honourable Teſtimony of the (a 3c ; and 
e accordingly, with the Committee, entered into Conſul- 
tation, about a proper Courſe and Regulation of the Buſi- 
neſs ; which, being brought before the Company, was ge- 
nerally approved and confirmed. 
Bur the Gentlemen in the Oppoſition, finding all At- 
tempts with the Company vain, took another and more 
effectual Way to deſtroy the Contract. For, twelve Days 
after the Thing had been thus examined afreſh, and again 
ſettled and determined, the Earl of Southampton and Lord 
Cavendiſb, the Treaſurer and Governor of the two Compa- 
dies, with the two Farrars, the Deputies, Sir Jahn Da- 
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1623. vers, Sir Edwin Sandys, and ſome others, were called be- 
opere the Lord Treaſurer; where appeared, on the other 
Sir ai Part, the Earl of Warwick, Sir Nathaniel Rich, Alderman 
_—_ 9 Jobnſon, Mr. Wrote, Mr. Bing, and others of that Faction, 
who were ſeconded and aſſiſted by Sir John Molſtenbolme and 
the Cuſtomers. There paſſed much Diſpute and Contra- 
diction between the two Parties, which the Lord Treaſurer 
heard with great Patience, and without the leaſt Interruption 
to either Side. 'And it was here confidently ayerred, eſpe- 
cially by Mr. Wrote and Mr. Bing, that the Compani 
in carrying the Contract, had been overawed by the Earl 
of Southampton ; and threatened, unleſs the Contract pro- 
ceeded, the Colonies would be taken from them. At length, 
one of the Cuſtomers propoſed to the Lord Treafurer, that 
fince the Contract had been the Subject of ſo much Con- 
tention and Diſcord, it might be immediately diffolved ; and 
that the Companies ſhould be obliged, to bring all their To- 
bacco into England, and pay the old twelve Pence a Pound, 
Cuſtom and Impoſt; which, he ſaid, would be more ſatiſ- 
factory to the Planters, and more beneficial to the King. 
And he then proceeded to calculate and ſhew, that a Re- 
venue, of twenty thouſand Pounds a Year upon Tobacco, 
would be thence raiſed for his Majeſty ; which was the ut- 
moſt, that had been aimed at or expected. The Lord Trea- 
ruſer alſo reminded the Companies of the great Grace and 
Favour, his Majeſty had, ſhewed them, by granting them 
Lotteries, and other Means, for the Advancement of the 
Colonies. And this, by the bye, was always inſiſted on, as 
a vaſt and infinite Obligation, which the —— could 
never return; and it was therefore for ever urged as an Ar- 
gument, for their E his Majeſty, whatever he de- 
manded. And his Lordſhip concluded, that it was a v 
unfit and ungrateful thing, whether there was a Contra 
or no Contract, not to bring all their Tobacco into England, 
to pay Duty, that his Majeſty's Revenue might be thereby 
advanced. | | 
THESE Expreflions of the Lord Treaſurer were received 
with great Applauſe and Approbation, by the Warwighian 
Faction; who declared, that it had ever been their Deſire 
that all the Tobacco ſhould be brought into-England. And 
Mr. Wrete farther ſaid, that the Colony in Virginia had ſent 
a Petition, to be exhibited to his Majeſty, to that _—_— 
which was however never preſented to the King, but h 
been concealed and ſuppreſſed by the Deputy. By this he 
meant the Petition alread holed: (p. 200) which was ſent, 
when no Tobacco from Virginia was imported into England;

Bur ſoon after, they were again ſummoned, to meet 
before the Lords of the Priyy Council, on the 4th of March; 
Sir Edwin Sandys (the of Southampton being then out 
of Town) and the two Farrars, with ſuch, as they ſhould 
bring with them, for the Virginia Company, for the 


other Side, Sir Thomas Smith and Alderman Fohnſon, with 


ſuch Advocates and Aſſiſtants, as they ſhould chuſe; for the 


Somer-Iflands Company, the Lord iſh, and ſuch, as 


he would bring with him, and of the oppoſite Party, the 
Earl of Warwick, or Sir — on wo ſuch others, 
as they thou oper. that Day, they appeared ac- 
coins; bing e by the Levi St. 97 Lord Pa- 
et, Sir Edward Sackvil, Sir John Brooke, Sir John Davers 
Sir Robert Killigrew, and divers other eminent Members of 
the Company; and they were told by the Lord High Trea- 
furer, that this Meeting had been appointed to examine ſun- 
dry Complaints, that had been exhibited againſt the Con- 


tract, by ſome 3 Members of their Companies. 
— ths rd Cavendiſh made Proteſtation, hat, 2s 
the Contract had often been, moſt —— regularly, vo- 
ted and concluded, in ſeveral Quarter Courts, neither him- 
ſelf, nor the reſt of the Company, which then attended, 
came to give any Satisfaction to thoſe Members, which 
now oppoſed it. For they were not only, as the leſſer 
Part, involved in the general ment of the Majority, 
but had, moſt of them, actually given their Votes and 
Conſent to the Contract ; and it would be to the Prejudice 
and Deſtruction of all good Government, to be perpetuall 
tampering and treating with them about it. But he ſaid, if

Bing ſtepped forth, and made a long and very bitter Invec- 
tire againſt the Contract, and the Manner of paſſing ic.

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1623. this, he uſed great Sharpneſs and Freedom of Speech againſt 
the Earl of Southampton ;- and endeavoured, by ridiculous 
Sir rancis and mimick Geſtures, to mock, and turn him into Con- 
— tempt. But Mr. Bing was not now in the Virginia Court; 
where he and his Party had long indulged themſelves, in a 
moſt immoderate Licentiouſneſs of Speech, and Indecency 
of Behaviour. And therefore, altho* the Earl of Sout 
| ton was no ways gracious at Court, nor conſequently to the

tures, yet they ſharply checked and rebuked him. But the 
Lord Cavendiſh appealed. to their Lordſhips for Juſtice a- 
gainſt him, for having ſo wronged and abuſed the Earl of 
outhampton, a Peer of the Realm, and a Member of that 
Board, as well now in their Lordſhips Preſence, as at other 
Times and Places, as he was ready, abundantly to prove.

| Bur as to the main Subject of Complaint in Mr. Bing's 
| Speech, the Lord Treaſurer, propoſed. to the Companies 
"Three Points, to be conſidered : Firſt, whether the Com- 
panies had been oyerawed ? Secondly, whether the Con- 
tract was for the good of the Colonies? And Laſtly, if it 
was not for the of the Colonies, how it might be 
made ſo? The debating and clearing up theſe Points took 
the whole Day, both Forenoon and Afternoon. At length, 
after a long Hearing and Deliberation, the Lord Cavendiſh, 
Sir Edwin Sandys, and Mr, Nicholas Farrar, Deputy of the 
Virginia Company, were called In, and told by the Lord 
Prefident of the Council ; that they had given a good Ac- 
count, both of the Reaſons, which, induced them to con- 
clude the Contract, and of their fair and upright Proceed 
ing in paſſing it. And he promiſed, that a Report ſnhould be 
made to his Majeſty, by that Board, accordingly; and he 
doubted not, but that the Contract would be confirmed to 
them, or elſe ſome other Bargain granted, as much to their 
Content and Advantage. The Lord Treaſurer likewiſe 2 
them a moſt honourable Teſtimony, of their upright Pro- 
ceedings, and wiſe Adminiſtration of the Affairs of the Co- 
Jonies, for the four laſt Vears; in which, he ſaid, they had 
thriven wonderfully, and proſpered beyond Belief. And his 
Lordſhip further added, that in the former Years, when

For the Virginia Company, 

being incouraged by the Third Point, propoſed by the Lord

reconſidered the Whole, in each Article and Particular, and 

propoſed ſuch Alleviations in the hardeſt Parts, as they con- 

ceived. reaſonable, or thought there were any Hopes of ob- 

taining. And to this End, the Gentlemen in the tion 

were expreſly invited and defired, to join with them; that, 

laying aſide all Study of Party and Contradiction, they might 

unanimouſly, and with the Calmneſs of Reaſon, examine 

and find out, what was moſt neceſſary and beneficial for the 

Colonies. But the Principal of thoſe Gentlemen not vouch- 

ſaſing their Preſence, they proceeded, and drew up a long 

and particular Repreſentation of the whole Matter to the 

Lords of the Privy Council; that they might aſſiſt their 

Suit, and be Interceflors to his Majeſy for them. But | 

whilſt theſe things were in Agitation, the whole Contract | 

was ſuddenly declared by his Majeſty, to be void and of none 1 

Effect. But I cannot diſcover the exact Day, when this | 
was done; nor what were the Reaſons or Pretences for it. 

AND this was the End of the Companies Contract with 
his Majeſty, for the ſole Importation of Tobacco; an Af- 
fair, which raiſed vaſt Heats and Animoſities, and gave a 
Handle, eſpecially on Account of the two great Salaries, 
to much — and Reproach. And by this Means, the 
Warwickian Faction were ſtrengthened by the Acceſſion of 
Mr. Mrote, Mr. Gibbs, Mr. Bing, and other Perſons of Con- 
ſideration and Figure; and it was now encreaſed to twenty 
ſix in the whole, whereas it had before been even leſs nu- 
merous and potent. As to the Contract itſelf, it was ac- 
knowledged, by thoſe, who were moſt vigorous in uphold- 
ing it, not to be abſolutely and in itſelf advantageous, but lt 
only comparatively, good, with Reſpect to their former 
State of Slavery and Oppreſſion under the Cuſtomers and * 
Farmers of his Majeſty's Revenues, and as it would ſhield 
them from their farther illegal and arbitrary Impoſitions. | 
And the Breach of it was, at this time, the more appre- 
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1623. hended, as — that a fole Importation would be 
2s granted to ſome other Perſons, who made Offer of ſo ex- 
Sir Francis ceeding and a Revenue to his Majeſty, as could not 
. poſſibly be raiſed; but with the extreme Oppreſlion of che 
Tolonies, and greatly to the Prejudice, if not to the utter 
Deſtruction, of their growing Trade and Staple of Tobacco. 
Bur the Faction, that oppofed the Companies, did not 
only, by the Diſſolution of the Contract, endanger the 
Trade, and render beg jeſt to the Rapaciouſneſs and 
Extortions of the Farmers Cuſtomers, but their Con- 
tentiouſneſs and Malice had another unhappy Conſequence. 
It hath been already related, that, in October 1621, the 
Lords of the Privy Council commanded all the Tobacco 
and other Commodities, to be brought from Virginia into 
England; but upon Reaſons given, and a Repreſentatiort_ 
made by the Company, the Matter reſted; and had been no 
farther infifted on. But now, chiefly at the — c0mgy and 
| — — _— . the . tion, their 
rdſhips rene t r, in very and peremp- 
tory Terms. For, on the 4th of March, when the Com 
panies were before the Council, the Lord Cavendiſh; Sir 
Edwin Sandys, and Mr. Deputy Farrar, of the Virginia 
Company, were very ſharply reprimanded and threatened, 
becauſe ſome Ships had lately gone from the Colonies to 
Holland; and they were ordered, to ſignify and declare to 
their Companies, that it was the Pleaſure and expreſs Com- 
mand of that Board, that all the Tobacco and other Com- 
modities of the Plantations, ſhould be brought direRly to 
England. 3 ä 
Wæe N this Affair came before the Company, Sir Ed- 
win Sandys ſaid, that he ſhould always be the Son of Obe- 
dience, and yield a ready Submiſſion to the Commands of 
the higher Powers ; as he well knew, it was the Intent and 
Inclination of the Company to do. Yet, in Caſes of evi- 
dent Impoſſibility or publick Detriment, he thought it the 
Part of well- ordered Duty, to make a juſt and true Repre- 
ſentation of the Matter, and modeſtly propoſe their Reaſons 
againſt it. He therefore obſerved, that the Commodities 
of Virginia had three ſeveral Sorts of Owners: Firſt, the 
Company; ſecondly, particular Hundreds and Plantations, | 
belonging to private Adventurers in England, as Southamp- 
ton Hundred, Martin's Hundred, and the like; and thirdly, | 
Planters inhabiting and reſiding in Virginia, whoſe Part he | 
conceived to be far the largeſt and moſt conſiderable. Ag | 
to the firſt, the Company's Commodities, they certainly had | 
them in their own Power, and could always import them | 
into England, But over the two latter Sorts, he _— 
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the Company to have no Power, by Law, to command or 1623. 
controle them. For the Inhabitants of Virginia were, by 
his Majeſty's original Charters and Grants, declared to be 3 Fr 
2s free, as the reſt of his Majeſty's Subjects, which inhabi- 7757; ®* 
ted the Realm of England, or any other of his Dominions. 

And befides, the particular Societies, and divers of the pri- 
vate Brothers in England, and of the Inhabitants in Virgi- 
nia, had Ships of their own ; and it was not in the Power 
of the Company, to prevent or reſtrain them, from carry- 

their Goods to the beſt and moſt promiſing Markets. 

x farther obſerved, that Virginia had, or would proba- 
bly ſoon have, many Commodities, as Salt, Fiſh, Pipe- 
Staves, Caviary, and the like, which in other Countries 
might be vendible at an indifferent Price, but not in Ex- 
gland. Conlidering therefore, | that within a few Years, 
when the Term granted in their Letters-patent was expir- 
ed, the King was to have Cuſtom of all Merchandiſe in 
Virginia itſelf, if theſe Goods ſhould pay a ſecond Cuſtom 
in England, and afterwards a third Cuſtom in foreign Parts, 
where they were vended, there could be no Doubt, but 
that theſe three Cuſtoms, 22 with the Freight of ſuck 
cheap and bulky Kinds of Merchandiſe, and the other con- 
2 Charges, would ſo feed upon the Commodity, as 
to have little or nothing, for the Suſtenance and Profit of 
the Adventurer and Planter. 

HowEVER, he faid, as the Virginians had been driven, 
by the Rigor of former Contractors with the Crown, to ſeek 
foreign kets for their Commodities, ſo he doubted not, 
bat by gentle Uſage and good Treatment, they would be 
eaſily induced to return back to England, their beſt and moſt 
natural Market. But as for what had been alledged by a 
very honourable Perſon, that the Span; Colonies brought 
all their Merchandiſes into Spain, and to no other Place, he 
faid, there was a very evident and important Difference be- 
tween the Cafe of the Spaniſh Colonies, and the Engliſh. 

For the State of Spain ſuffered no other Commodities of the 
fame Kind, to be brought into that Kingdom, which was 
an exceeding great Encouragement and fit to their A 
merican Plantations ; whereas in England, the Commodity, 
which eould be eaſily and abundantly ſupplied from our own 
Colonies, was not only permitted, but even ſtrictly enjoined, 
and ſternly commanded, to be imported from a foreign 
» But if his Majeſty would afford them the fame 
rividege and Favour, that the King of Spain did to his Co- 
lonies, and would prohibit the Importation of all Commodi- 
ties from foreign Parts, that could be furniſhed by our ow 
Plantations, there would doubtleſs be all ready and joyful

- - THrrs clear and pathetic Account of the Cafe, was re- 
ceived with the general Applauſe and Approbation of the 
Company; and Mr. Rider added, that there ſeemed to him 
to be another- material Difference, between the Spaniſh and 
Engliſb Plantations. For the Spaniſh Colonies were found- 
ed by the Kings of Spain, out of their own Treaſury and 
Revenues, and they maintained the Garriſons there, toge- 

\ ther with a large Navy, for their Uſe and Defence; where- 

as the Engliſh Plantations had been at firſt ſettled,” and ſince 

ſupported, at the Charge of private Adventurers; unlefs it 

might be excepted; that his Majeſty, out of his great Grace 
and. Favour, had granted them ſome Lotteries and Collee- 
tions, the Produce of which had nevertheleſs been expend- 
ed, merely for the publickly Service. To which it might 
have been juſtly added, that thoſe vaſt Obligations of Lot- 
teries and Collections were very cheap to his Majeſty, he 
never having contributed one Farthing himſelf in them, al- 
tho' he was a very great, and in a manner, the only Gainer 
Jets by theſe Settlements. At length, in order to loſe no 
ime, Sir Edwin Sandys and Mr. Chriftopher Brooke were 
defired, to take both the Reaſons, which had been formerly 
preſented to their Lordſhips by the Company, together 
with ſuch new ones, as had been now alledged, and to draw 
up a brief Anſwer to this Order of the Privy Council. And 
whereas the Matter was already ſo well prepared and di- 
geſted to their Hands, it was thought, = might eaſily 
do it, during the fitting of the Court. they 
withdrew, and ſoon returned with an Anſwer, containing 
much the ſame in Purport with that, preſented to their 
Lordſhips about a Year and a half before, by Mr. John 
Farrar, then Deputy-Treaſurer of the Virginia Company. 
This Draught, being deliberately read in the Court, was ra- 
tified and approved by the Company; and Lord Cavendiſh, 
Lord Paget, and Sir Edward Sactvil were entreated, to de- 
liver it to the Lords of the Privy Council, in the Compa- 
ny's Name. | | 2 

Bur this Stifneſs and Reſolution of the Company did, 
by no means, turn their Lordſhips from their Purpoſe. 
For I find, by another Order of the Privy Council, dated 
the 28th of April this Year, that they ſtill ſtrenuouſſy in- 
ſiſted on, and ſtrictly enjoined them, to import all _ 
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Commodities into England. But as ſome Alleviation and 263. 


Encouragement, the King, in the ſame Order of Council, 


having abated three Pence a Pound Cuſtom) and that all 
Tobacco, then lately imported into England, ſhould be 
delivered to the 2 on paying that nine Pence on- 
ly. And for the Information of the People in Virginia, 
dat they might know, how to eomport themſelves herein, 
this Order was tranſmitted hither, and is ſtill extant among 
the Records of our Council. At the ſame time; the Lords 
of the Privy Council wrote a Letter to the Governor and 
Council here; informing them, of his Majeſty's gracious 
Intentions, towards the Colony; and commanding them, 
not to be diſcouraged Hr Advertiſements, pro- 
ceeding from Faction, ice, or private Ends. But they 
ſtreightly charged and required them, in his Majeſty's 
Name, to live together, in that Concord, Unity, and joint 


Care of the common Good of the Plantation, as became 


the Undertakers of ſuch an Action, the Subjects of ſuch a 
King, and the Profeſſors of ſuch a Religion. They told 
them alſo, that they were informed by ſome, who had late- 


ly been Eye-witneiles, that their Fortifications, Houſes of 
Habitation, and Proviſion of Victual, were not cared for 


in ſuch ſort, as ought to be; which · was highly diſ- 


pleaſing to his Majeſty. - And therefore they required them, 
to be more careful hereafter, as well for themſelves, as for 
the publick Weal and Subſiſtence of the Colony. 
Bur the Contract being diſſolved, and the Benefit of 
ſole Importation taken from the Company, the Warwickian 
Faction themſelves were ſoon alarmed, at the Apprehen- 
ſion of a general and unlimited Importation of Tobacco. 
Wherefore Sir Nathaniel Rich propoſed to the Company, 
their entering into.a new Treaty with his Majeſty, for the 
ſole Importation, and for farming the forty thouſand Weight 
of Span; Tobacco ;. which he gave them to underſtand, 
from ſome. Speech, he had lately had with the Lord Trea- 
ſurer, there were great Hopes of obtaining. But his Pro- 
E was ſlighted and relected, as a Scheme, which had 
lately been rendered abortive, by himſelf and his Faction; 
and as it would be neceſſarily productive of thoſe Salaries 
and Expences, which they had ſo loudly exclaimed againſt. 
But ſoon after, the ſame Gentleman informed the Com-

Thomas Smith's Accounts, and found the Ballance five hun- 
dred and odd Pounds in his Favour, whieh” they had ac- 
cordingly witneſſed under their Hands, and delivered in to 
the Court.

And 
if theſe Gentlemen, who wete only Auditors ex parts, on 
Sir Thomas Smith's Behalf, did give in any Paper to the 
Court, relating to the full Settlement and Ballance of thoſe 
Accounts; it could never ſurely, either in Law or Reaſon, 
be received as authentic and definitive, But Sir Edward 
backvil bein unacquainted with the Proceedings of thoſe 
Times, Sir Thomas Smith beſought him, that his Accounts 
might be paſſed ; and that he might be no farther moleſted 
upon that Head, but permitted to go in _ to his Grave, 
being already far ſtricken in Years, and ſufficiently afflicted 
with the many Infirmities, incident to old Age: But he 
declared; that none of thoſe Pains and Afflictions were 
ble to the Grief and Anguiſh of Mind; which he 
received from theſe injurious Attacks on his Good-name and 
Reputation; eſpecially as they proceeded from Perſons, from 
whom he had hoped, by his many Years Services, a far dif- 
ferent Uſage and Return. : 
SIR Edward SackviPs ' generous Nature was affected 
with this Diſcourſe; and he very earneſtly and warmly 
moved the Company, to appoint ſome Perſons; to put an 
immediate and ff End to this Buſineſs. For, as Sir 
Yhomas Smith had thus fairly put himſelf upon his Trial, he 
thought, that to delay it, would hardly be juſt; and to de- 
* quite, would be an evident and downright Injuſtice. 
ereupon Sir Edwin Sandys ſaid, that the Office of Au- 
ditors, as he conceived, was not to make, but to examine 
and ſettle an Account; that the Accounts, exhibited by Sir 
Thomas Smith, had been found by the Auditors, after great 
Labour and Pains ſpent upon to be ſo diſorderly,

miniſtration in Virginia. So that it was evident, that theſe 
Gentlemen could never be ſafe or ſecure, as long as the 
Company continued in Being; and it is greatly to be ſuſ- 
pected, that they, by the Part they acted in the late Com- 
motions, aimed not ſo much at the Diſſolution of the Con- 
tract, as the Diſſolution of the Company. But now the 
Contract being annulled, and the Diſturbances ſome what 
allayed, they reſolved to keep the Company ſtill in Em- 
ployment, and not permit them to enjoy any long Leiſure 
or Tranquility. For ſoon after the Diſſolution of the Con- 
tract, Alderman 7ohn/on preſented, in a private and con- 
cCealed Manner, a Writing to his Majeſty, entitled; The 
humble Petition of ſundry Adventurers and Planters in the 
Virginia and Somer-Iſlarids Plantations. The Subſtance of 
THAT among the many memorable Works of his Ma- 
jeſty's gracious Reign, the Plantations of Virginia and the 
Somer-Iſſands were not the leaſt conſiderable :. That theſe 
were the firſt American Colonies, attempred and brought to 
Effect, by the Engliſb Nation: That the Beginning of the 
Enterpriſe was attended with ſo great an Expence, without 
any preſent Hope of Retribution, as was ſufficient, at the 
firſt View and Computation, to have diſcouraged the moſt 
forward and reſolute Adventurers: That however, by the 
Divine Aſſiſtance and his Majeſty's gracious Encourage- 
ment, together with that mild and diſcreet Government, 
at firſt ſettled and appointed by his Majeſty, all Sorts of

and ſecondly, as the. ſupreme Judicature of the Colony, 
and the laſt. Interpreters of Law. Now, if the Council 
1 ſhould exert any Act of Power againſt a Man, and he ſhould

| rally led to ſupport their own Act. But in England, the 
| Caſe is quite different, Fer ſhould the Privy Council ex-

always impartial and unbiaſſed. So that all Acts of Power Sr 
there, are expoſed to an immediate and ſevere Check from = vg 
the Law. And indeed this is the great Beauty and Strength nt. 
of all free Conſtitutions of Government, to have all their 

Parts, but moſt eſpecially the higheſt and moſt dangerous 
to Liberty, continually under the Check and Coercion of 
the Law. Hut if we conſider the many Infirmities of hu- 
man Nature and Contingencies of human Governments, 
the Charms and Allurements of Ambition and the ſtrange 

ing and inſatiable Nature of Power, the natural Pride 
and Peremptorineſs af Men in Authority, their falſe Shame 
of owning themſelves in the Wrong, and Proneneſs to de- 
fend and perſiſt in their Errors, together with the natural 
and perpetual Conteſt between Liberty and Power, this 
muſt,” I think, be acknowledged, to be a very great and 
material Defect in our Conſtitution, It is true, there are 
not perhaps any great Inconveniences felt from this at pre- 
ſent, at leaft that I know of; which I ſpeak not, with In- 
tent to flatter our preſent Government or Governors : For 
I flatter no Man. But however, altho' the Sword did not 
actually fall upon the. Sicilian Sycophant, yet no Perſon, I 
believe, would chuſe to be in his Situation, and have a 
word perpetually hanging over his Head by a Hair. Who- 
ever therefore ſhould contrive and effect an Alteration in 
this dangerous Point, he {hould have my Suffrage for a Sta- 
tue, or any other, the moſt honourable, or moſt beneficial 
Reward, for ſo ſignal a Service to the Country. But to 
return from this Digreſſion.

HILST Things were in this Poſture in England, the 
Colony in Virginia had recovered a tolerably eaſy and com- 
Portable State of their Affairs. Their Health, which had 
been much affected by the Famine, and by the Hardſhips 
and Inconveniences, they underwent by being driven from 
their Habitations, was now well reſtored; and the Famine 
itſelf entirely relieved by a plentiful Crop of Corn- Having 
likewiſe, by pretending Peace and Friendſhip, come to the 
Knowledge of the Indians principal Places of Reſidence, they 
had cut up and deſtroyed their Corn, when it was too late 
for them to haye another Crop; and by a ſucceſsful Attack, 


they had ſlain a great Number of them, among whom were 


ſome of their Kings, and ſeveral of their greateſt War- 
Captains and Commanders ; of which Opechancanough was 
hoped to be one. For the Stratagem was chiefly aimed at 
him, and things, as they thought, ſo well laid, that he 
could ſcarce poſſibly eſcape the Snare. The Governor 
alſo went himſelf, this Year, in Perſon into Patowmack 
River, and took a full Revenge upon the Paſcaticons, who 
had flain Captain _— putting many to the Sword, 
and burning their Houſes, with a prodigious Quantity of 
Corn, which they had conveyed into the Woods, and the 
Engliſh were not able to bring to their Boats. And he 
iſſued Commiſſions to Captain William Pierce, Captain of 
his Guard and Lieutenant- Governor of Fames-City, to go 
againſt the Chickahominies ; to Captain Nathaniel Met, to

13 Samuel Matthews, againſt the Taux-Powhatans 
and to Captain William Tucker, Commander of Kicquotan and 
thoſe lower Parts of the Country, to go againſt the Nand- 
and HYarraſqueakes ; all which Parties fell upon 
them the very ſame Day the 23d of Fuly, with vaſt Spoil 
to their Corn and Habitations, and no. ſmall Slaughter.

However this Aſſem- 
bly was not called, at the Commiſſioners Motion or Re- 
uw For they kept their Commiſſion ſecret from the 
olony, and did every thing, they could, to conceal their 
Powers and Defigns. The King alſo and the Privy Council 
had, the laſt Year,' given very ſtrict and menacing Orders 
to the Company, and to all private Adventurers, to write 
nothing to Virginia, concerning the Differences, then ſub- 
fiſting among them; becauſe, as they faid, it would give 
great Diſcouragement to the Planters, and bring kene 
to the Colony. To this End, the Privy Council had often 
peruſed, and angrily returned, the Company's general Let- 
ters, before they could be formed entirely to their Liking; 
and they had taken all Methods, to intercept and prevent 
any Accounts going from private Hands. But notwith- 
ſtanding theſe Precautions, the Colony was, by this time, 
well informed, of what had paſſed in Exgland; and Copies 
of the ſeveral Writings had been ſent over to them eſpe- 
cially of Alderman Jobnſon's Declaration of: the proſperqus. 
Eſtate of the Colony, during Sir Thomas Smith's Govern, 
ment, and of Captain Butler's Information to his Majeſty. 
For thoſe Papers related more particularly to them, as be- 
ing upon the Spot, and therefore the beſt Judges of the 
Truth or Falſhood of the ſeyeral Matters, therein alledged.

contrary to the expreſs Letter of the King's moſt gracious 
Charters, and as mercileſſy executed here, oftentimes with- 
out Trial or Judgment: That the Allowance for a _ 
in thoſe Times, was only eight Ounces of Meal and half: 
Pint of Peaſe a Day, both the one and the other being 
moldy, rotten, full of Cobwebbs and Maggots, loathſome 
to Man, and not fit for Beaſts; which forced many to fly 
to the Savage Enemy for Relief, who, being again taken, 
were put to ſundry Kinds of Death, by hanging, ſhooting, 
breaking upon the Wheel, and the like : That others were 
forced, by Famine, to filch for their Bellies ; of whom one, 
for ſtealing two or three Pints of Oatmeal, had a Bodkin 
thruſt through his Tongue, and was chained to a Tree, 
till he ſtarved: That if a Man, through Sickneſs, had not 
been able to work, he had- no Allowance at all, and ſo con- 
fequently periſhed : - That many through theſe Extremi- 
ties, dug Holes in the Earth, and there hid themſelves, till 
they famiſhed : That they could not, for thoſe their Miſe- 
Ties, blame their Commanders here; for their Suſtenance 
was to come from England, and had they given them bet- 
ter Allowance, they muft have periſhed in general : That 
their Scarcity ſometimes was ſo lamentable, that _ were 
conſtrained to eat Dogs, Cats, Rats, Snakes, Toadſtools, 
Horſe-hides, and what not? That one Man, out of the 
Miſery he endured, killed his Wife, and powdered her up 
to eat; for which he was burnt: That many others fed 
on the-Corpſes of dead Men ; and that one, who, thropgh 
Cuſtom, had got an infatiable Appetite to that Food, could 
not be reſtrained, till he was executed for it: And that, 
indeed, ſo miſerable-was their State, that the happieſt 
— many ever hoped to ſee, was, when the Indians

being of ancient Houſes, and born to Eſtates of a thouſand 
Pounds a Year, ſome more, ſome leſs, who likewiſe periſh- 
ed by Famine: That thoſe, who ſurvived, and had in Ven- 
tures both their Eſtates and Perſons, were conſtrained to

built, were ſo mean and poor by reaſon of theſe Calamities, 
that they could not ſtand above one or two Years ; the 
People going to work indeed, but out of the Bitterneſs of 
their Spirits, breathing execrable Curſes upon Sir Thomas 
Smith; neither could a Blefling from God be hoped for in 
thoſe Buildings, which were founded upon the Blood of ſo 
many Chriſtians : That the Towns were only Fames-City 
Henrico, Charles Hundred, Weſt and Shirley Hundred, and 
Kicquotan; all which were ruined in thoſe Times, except 
ten or twelve Houſes in Fames-Town : That at that Preſent, 
there were four for every one then, and forty times ex- 
ceeding them in Goodneſs ; That Fortifications there were 
none againſt a foreign Enemy, and thoſe again 
meſtick Foe very few and contemptible : That 
only one Bridge, which alſo decayed in that time:

And all this they affirmed to be 
true by the general Report of the Country, which they 
never heard contradicted; many of them alſo having been 
 Eye-Witnefles, or elſe reſident in the Country, when every 
Particular here reported, happened. 

T a1s Declaration was ſigned by Sir Francis Vat, the 
Governor; by George Sandys, Fohn Pot, Fobn Pountis, Ro- 
ger Smith, and Ralph Hamer, Eſqrs. of the Council ; and 

William Tucker, William Pierce, Ralegh Craſbatu, Sa- 
muel Matthews, Fabez Whitaker, and others, to the Num- 
ber of twenty four, of the Houſe of Burgeſſes. And this, 

I judge (or the Number of gay Ges, which ſubſcribed 
the Anſwer to Captain Butler's Information) was nearly 
about the full Number of the Houſe of Burgeſſes at that 
time. For there were, three Years before, eleven Boroughs 
which had Right to ſend Members to the Aﬀſembly ; and 
there might be, and undoubtedly were, a few others ſince 
added to them.

. happy, as it was called, but in Truth, miſerable Eſtate of 

the Colony, during the firſt twelve Vears, nor to the ma- 
licious Imputations, which had been laid on the Govern- 

ment of late; but that he would be pleaſed to behold, in 
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Miniature, the true Eſtate of both Times by their Rela- 
tions, Which they then preſented by the Hands of Mr. John 
Poauntis, a worthy Member of their Body; and which con- 
tained nothing but the Truth, without Diſaffection or Par- 
tiality.

For 
little or nothing could be expected from Poverty, to which 
the mean Prices of Tobacco, and great Expence of the 
War againſt the [:dians, had reduced them. Neither had 
they, in their preſent State, the Means to fortify them- 
ſelves, or to ſet up Staple Commodities, which would re- 
quire a long Expectation of Profit ; the Fruit of their La- 
bours at preſent amounting to no more, if ſo much, as

— bly entreated their Lordſhips, to be à Means to his Ma- 
Sir Francis jeſty to confirm his gracious Intention; and to take into 
alan.

tom above a Third of their Labour; which, they deſired, 
might be reduced to five per Cent. according to the expreſs 
Tenor of their original Charters. | 

THE v further told their Lordſhips, that they underſtood 
by their Letters, that they had been accuſed by one, who 
went from hence, of Neglect in Fortifications, in building 
- Houſes, and in providing themſelves Suſtenance ; but they 
| proteſted agai his Relation, which was, as in other things, 
| | ſo in this, moſt falſe and ſlanderous. They had, in due 
Submiſſion, publiſhed their Orders, ſent over by Mr. Pory 
mh by which they underſtood his Majefty's Intention, to 
| the Government. They profeſſed themſelves ignorant 
the Dangers and Ruin, that threatened them from the Go- 

| vernment, as it then ſtood ; and declared, they had nothi 
| 4 to accuſe thoſe Gentlemen of, who had ſwayed their Af- 
fairs, fince the Expiration of Sir Thomas Smith's Authority ; 
their Slavery having ſince been cotiverted into Freedom, 
and the Colony cheriſhed under a juſt and moderate Go- 
| vernment. Neither would they have been ſubje& to Cen- 
ſure, had not the bitter Effects of the Maſlacre clouded the 

Company's Zeal and their Endeavours. 

Bo r however it might pleaſe his Majeſty to diſpoſe of 
them, it was their humble Defire, that the Governors, 
ſent over, might not have abſolute Authority, but might 
be reſtrained to the Conſent of the Council; which Title, 
they deſired, might ſtill be retained to the Honour of the 

Colony, and not converted to the Name of Aſſiſtants, as 

was propoſed in an Order of their Board. They ſaid, they 

had found ſome Inconveniences, by the ftrift Limitations 
of the Governor and Council, to proceed according to their 

Inſtructions out of England. For in ſo far a Diſtance, and 

imperfect Knowledge of the Country, thoſe things might 

ſeem good in Advice, which might happen to prove very 
| inconvenient in Execution; neither was it fit, that any main 
Project ſhould be ſet on Foot, which had not firſt Appro- 
bation from hence. They conceived, the preſent Hor 

Continuance of Governors to be very diſadvantageous to the 

Colony. The firſt Vear, they were raw and unexperien- 

ced in the Country, and for the moſt in ill Diſpoſition 

of Health, through the Change of Climate; the ſecond, 
they began to underſtand ſomething of the Affairs of the 

Colony; and the third, they were providing to return. But 

above all, they made it their moſt humble Requeſt to their 
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General Aſſemblies; than which, nothing could more con- 
duce to the publick Satisfaction and publick _ 
THEsE-two were ſigned by almoſt the ſame Perſons as 
the former ; and I cannot but obſerve, to the-immortal 
Honour of Sir Francis Hyat, that he was ſo far from de- 
firing the Tyranny of an abſolute Authority, that he was 
moſt ſtrenuous and active, and joined very cordially in all 
theſe Petitions and Repreſentations, for 2 the ex- 
orbitant Power of Governors. All theſe things were car- 
ried in the Aſſembly with the utmoſt Unanimity and Diſ- 
patch; and they were kept ſecret from the Commiſſioners, 
whom they found to be in other Intereſts, and to have quite 
different Views from themſelves. For, having at firſt pro- 


miſed to communicate all their Rępreſentations and Papers 


to the Governor and Aſſembly, expecting the like Favour 
from them, they afterwards ſtood off, and indeed abſolutely 
refuſed to let them know any thing they were doing ; un- 
der Pretence, that the Lords of the Privy Council ought 
to have the firſt View of what they intended to preſent. 


Whereupon the Governor and Aſſembly, ſuſpecting ſome 
finiſter . endeavoured to conceal from the Commiſ- 
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Lordſhips, that they might fill retain the Liberty of their 1624.

ſioners what was paſſing among them. But Mr. Pory, a 


Tool of Power, and verſed in Corruption, by the Promiſe 
of a Reward, obtained Copies of all the Writings from 
Edward Sharples, Clerk of the Council; and altho* Captain 
H. had no Hand in corrupting him, he afterwards pro- 
miſed him fifty Pounds of Tobacco, in Reward of his Trea- 


chery. This Sharples had been entertained, by the late Mr. . 


Secretary Davidſon, as a Writer in his Office; and after 
the Sec 's Death, which happened towards the laſt of 
the former Year, he was admitted, far above his Condition 
and Deſert, Clerk of the Council, and took an Oath (a 
Copy whereof is ſtill extant in our Records) to deliver no 
Copies of any Papers or Writings, without the Governor's 
Leave. Wherefore I find, at a Court held the 1oth of May 
following, as it appeared by ſufficient Evidence, and by his 
own Confeſſion, that he, being ſworn Clerk of the Council 
of State, had betrayed their Councils to the Commiſſioners, 
he was ſentenced to ſtand in the Pillory, and there to have 
his Ears nailed to'it, and cut off, However, he was only 
juſt ſet on the Pillory, and loſt a Piece of one of his Ears. 
A Letter was alſo ſent by the Governor and Council'to the 
Company, to inform them of his Crime and his Puniſhment ; 


and to complain of Mr. Pory's Subornation of him, that 


they, underſtanding his double Dealing, might thence be 
upon their Guard, and RIS his corrupt Practices. But

Bur the Commiſſioners, finding, that things were go- 

ing in the Aſſembly quite contrary to their Hopes and De- 

fircs, reſolved to lay ſome of their Powers before them, 

which might probably intimidate and influence them, and 

reſtrain them from proceeding with ſo much Sharpneſs and 

Vigor. They therefore opened ſome Part of their Com- 

miſſion to the Aſſembly, on the 24th of February. A 

Week after, they wrote them a Letter, importing: That 
they ſuppoſed, in a Week's Time, ſince their publithing the

being no other, than what they themſelves would moſt 
readily, and moſt humbly, ſet their Hands unto.

ſuch Lands and Privileges in the ſaid Country, as, according 
to the Proportion of each Man's Adventure and private In- 
tereſt, ſhall be found due unto him; We of this General A, 
fembly de, by Subſcription f our Names, not only profeſs and 
te/lify our Thankfulneſs, for that his Majeſty's moſt gractous 
and tender Care over us, but do moreover, for our Parts, in 
all Humility and Willingneſs, ſubmit ourſelves to his princely 
Plaſure, of revoking our old Charters, and of vouchſafing bis 
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Tus to draw the General Aſſembly to ſurrender and 
tition for a Revocation of their Charters, which the 
Courts in England would by no means ſubmit to, was cer- 
tainly a very crafty and effectual Way, to diſgrace the Com- 
pany, and to make the f ſeem diſaffected to them, 
and willing to throw off their Yoke ; and would alſo have 
ou ſome Colour to their violent Suppreſſion afterwards. 
ut the Aſſembly ſeems fully to have underſtood their Aim, 


and even to ſuſpea, that this was Part of their Errand and 


Inſtructions from England. Tor in their Anſwer, they en- 
deavoured to draw from them, by what Authority they 
made ſuch a Propoſal, and ſaid; As they could not ſee, 
how this Propoſition had any Ground in the Initructions, 
they had yet. ſeen, they delired, veiore the Aflembly 
returned an Anſwer, that the Cormmiſſoners would ſhew 
them the Depth of their Authority; or otherwiſe ſet it 
down under their Hands, that they had no further Com- 
miſſions or Inſtructions, which might concern them. 

Bor this Anſwer gave the Commultioners great Offence, 
and drew frou: the!2' a very fierce and menacing Reply: 
That they had acknowledged, in delivering their Papers, 
that they had neither Commiijion nor Inſtruction, to move 
them to ſuvſcribe the Form propoſed ; neither could the leaſt 
Shadow of any ſuch thing be collected from their Letter: 
That what they had propoſed, was out of their Diſcretion, 
as wholeſome Counſc] for the Good of the Colony; neither 
was it precipitate or ſudden, but proper to the Time, Oc- 


cCaſion, and Perſons: That the Mark, aimed at, was no 


leſs than his Majeſty's Favour upon their Perſons and com- 
mon Cauſe, to be obtained hy Obedience and Thankful- 
neſs: That as there needed neither Commiſſion nor In- 
ſtruction, for them to propound the Practice of ſo eminent 
a Duty, ſo it was lawful for them, as being Freenien and 
Planters, to offer to the General Aſſembly any reaſonable 
Motion, tho? of far leſs Conſequence z and had they not 
vouchſafed to return an Anſwer, they might juſtly have 
ſeemed diſcontented, or at leaſt diſcourteous : That the 
had no Reaſon, upon this Occaſion, to ſearch into the Dept 
of their Authority (ſince their Motion depended not, nor 
needed to depend, on their particular Commiſſion) much leſs, 
to urge them to ſet down any thing under their Hands : That 
they could not profeſs, that they had no farther Commiſ- 
ſions, which might concern them, beſides that already put 
in Execution; for their Commiſſions, yet unperformed, con-

A Cattle, Arms, &c. That however they need not ſuſpect, 
e, Ga. that they would attempt any thing to any Man's Wrong, 
yat, Go- .

vernor. or which they could not very well anſwer. 

To this the Aſſembly calmly replied : That they had 
already preſented their humbleſt Thanks to his Majeſty, for 
his gracious Care of them; and had returned their Anſwer 
to the Lords of the Privy Council: That when their Aﬀent 
to the Surrendry of their Charters ſhould be required by 
Authority, it would then be the moſt proper Time to make 
a Reply: But in the mean while, they conceived, his 
Majeſty's Intention to change the Government, had pro- 
ceeded from wrong Information ; which, they hoped, 

would be altered upon their more faithful Declarations. - 
But the better to enable them to take a View of the Plan- 
' tations, and to render an exact Account of the State of the 
Colony, the Aſſembly ordered, upon the Commiſſioners 
Application for their Aſſiſtance, that the ſeveral Plantations 
ſhould - tranſport them from Plantation to Plantation, as 
they ſhould deſire ; and ſhould accommodate them in the 
beſt Manner their Houſes and Rooms would afford. The 
Commiſſioners alſo made the Aſſembly four Propoſitions ; 
concerning the beſt Places of Fortification and Defence ; 
the State of the Colony, with Reſpect to the Savages ; the 
Hopes, that might be really and truly conceived, of the 
Plantation; and the propereſt Means, to attain thoſe Hopes: 
To all which the Aſſembly gave full and particular Anſwers. 
And I cannot but remark, that Captain Matthews, who 
had joined with the General Aſſembly in their publick 
Acts and Repreſentations againſt the former Government, 
did likewiſe join with the Commiſſioners in all theſe Pro- 
ceedings : Whether he was brought over by the almighty 
Force and irreſiſtable Allurement of private Advantage; or 
whether he thought himſelf obliged to do ſomething in 
Conjunction with them, as he was included in the ſame 

Commiſſion. 1 
THE Laws of this Aſſembly conſiſted of thirty five 
Articles. For that Manner (taken, I preſume, from the 
Articles ſent over by Sir Thomas Smith) was at this time, 
and continued long after, the uſual Way of drawing up 
and enacting their Laws; which indeed had this Good in 
it, that all tedious Forms were thereby cut off, and the 
main Senſe and Subſtance of their Acts appeared at once, 
in clear and preciſe Terms. As theſe Laws are the oldeſt, 
that I can now find upon our Records, and as they contain 
ſome things of eſpecial Note, I ſhall here preſent them to

Thus early was the Aſſembly, 
oͤuvt of the Memory of their paſt Miſeries and: Oppreſſions, 
Sir Frances ſtudious and careful to eſtabliſh our Liberties; and we had 
What, Go- here, by. the ready Concurrence and Co-operation of this 
excellent Governor, a Petition of Right paſſed, above four 
Years, before that Matter was indubitably ſettled and ex- 
plained in England. For theſe two Articles contain the 
ſame in Effect, as that famous explanatory and fundamental 
Law of the Engliſh Conſtitution ; viz. The firm Property 
of the Subjects Goods and Eſtates, and the Liberty of 
their Perſons. | | . 
THE other Articles enacted : That all the old Planters, 
who were here before, or came in at the laſt Arrival of 
Sir Thomas Gates (in Auzuft 1611.) ſhould both themſelves 
and their Poſterity, except ſuch as were employed to com- 
mand in Chief, be exempted from their. perſonal Service in 
the Wars, and from all other publick Charges (Church 
Duties only excepted) but without the like Exemption of 
their Servants and Families : That no Burgeſs of the Ge- 
neral Aſſembly ſhould be arreſted, during the fitting of the 
Aſſembly, and a Week before and Week after ; upon Pain 
of the Creditor's .

from preceeding Proclamations and Orders of the Governor 
and Council; and I find, that the Goyernor was obliged, 
ſoon after, to iſſue a Proclamation, forbidding Women to 


contract themſelves to two ſeveral Men at one time. For 
Women being yet ſcarce, and much in Requeſt, this Offence . 


was become very common; — great Diſquiet aroſe 
between Parties, and no ſmall Trouble to the Government, 
It was thereſore ordered; That every Miniſter ſhould give 


Notice in his Church, that what or Woman ſoever 


ſhould uſe any Word or Speech, tending to a Contract of 
Marriage, to two ſeveral Perſons at one time, altho' not 
preciſe and legal, yet ſo as might entangle or breed Scruple 
in their Conſciences, ſhould, for ſuch their Offence, either 
undergo corporal Correction, or be puniſhed by Fine, or 
otherwiſe, according to the Quality of the Perſon ſo oſ- 
fending.

Book V. The HISTORY of VIRGINIA, 
Bur whilft the Commiſſioners were puſhing the Court 
Defigns in Virginia, the opponent Faction in England were 
not leſs diligent and induſtrious to blacken and defame the 
Company. To this end, they engaged, according to their 
uſual Method, ſome Planters, res Pre wage from Vir- 
ginia, to petition and complain to his Majeſty. Neither was 
it a difficult thing, among ſo many- " Indigent, or 
wicked Perſons, as were concerned -in the Plantations, to 
ſome to ſecond and abet any Complaint, however 
- falſe and unjuſt. Among other Matters of * they 
omplained of the many Impoſitions and Levies, laid upon 
the Planters towards the Support of the Company, from 
whom they were wont formerly to receive Relief; and 
therefore they beſought his Majeſty, to take them into his 
Royal Mercy and Protection, and to free them for the future, 
from the grievous Impoſitions of the faid Company. But 
Mr. Deputy Farrar deſired them, to ſet down in Writing 

the parti 
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Sir Francis 
Wyat, G- 


Grievances and Oppreſſions, which they thus 


complained of in general ; that the Company might thereby 
be enabled to return a full and particular Anſwer. This 
they promiſed to do, but afterwards, upon better Advice, 
refuſed ; till at length, being farther preſſed, they brought 
nine Articles, which however they could not be induced to 
ſubſcribe, being reſtrained by thoſe behind the Scene. - Theſe 
Articles contained criminal Charges of a very high Nature, 
and ſome of them Capital, again; the Governor and Coun- 
cil in Virginia; ſo that the Lawyers of the Company de- 
clared, that the Perſons who preſented them, except they 
could maintain and make them good, had incurred the Pe- 
= of Libellers. But at laſt, after much Shuffling and 
Abſu 


in general, and one Perry in particular, confeſſed, that al- 
tho' they pretended to have Authority and Commiſſion from 
the Planters in Virginia to make theſe Complaints, yet the 
Whote, both the Petition and Grievances, were entirely 
| framed in England. Wherefore the Company, perceiving, 
they had been abuſed and drawn into it by the Malice of 
others, 22 fit to — So in Favour and Com- 

on to their Ignorance redulity. | 
700 PoN Occaſion of theſe grievous 3 againſt the 
Sovernor and Council, Sir Francis Wyat's Character and 
Conduct were called much into Queſtion and canvaſſed. 
But he was ſufficiently cleared by the reſt of the Planters 
then in England; who gave ample Teſtimony to the Wor- 
thineſs and Uprightneſs of his Proceedings, and declared 
upon their Conſciences, that they eſteemed him to be a moſt 
juſt and fincere Gentleman, and free from all _— of 
"a * Or- 


rdity of Complaint and Accuſation, the Complainants 
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. 1624, Corruption and private Ends. As therefore he had, by a 
LY Letter to the Company, declared his Deſire to leave the 
Sr Francis Government at the Expiration of his Commiſſion, which 
ne: Ge- ould. be ſhortly, they togk the Matter into their ſerious 
Conſideration. But finding, that he had given very great 
Satisfaction to the Colony, as appeared by the Report of 
the Planters; and conſidering alſo, how much the Compa- . 
ny was in his Debt, by not furniſhing him with his legal 
umber of Tenants,, and that they had no Means left to 
make good their Promiſe to him, much leſs were they able 
to ſet out a new Governor, it was thought beſt and moſt, 
adviſeable, to continue him {till in his Office. But ſome of 
the opponent Faction moving, that Sir Samuel Argall, in 
Regard of his Worth, and of his Deſire for the Place, might 
ſtand in Election with him, they were both ballotted; and 
Sir Francis Mat was choſen by having ſixty nine Balls, and 
Sir Samuel Argall only eight. And as the Company was 
then unable to ſend over more Men to him, it was ordered, 
that he ſhould be ſupplied with his full Complement, out 
of the Company's Tenants in Virginia; and the Conſidera- 
tion of ſome Recompence, for his former Loſs and Diſap- 
pointment, was referred to the next Quarter Court. | 
Tu E laſt Parliament, but of their Love and Eſteem for 
Virginia, but more eſpecially out of Regard to the Advance- 
ment of the Trade of £7 land, had taken into their Con- 
ſideration the Caſe of the Plantation Tobacco, and had enter- 
ed into a very good Courſe about it; but by Reaſon of their 
| ſudden Adjournment and Breach with the King, they were 
obliged to. leave it unfiniſhed. 'The Company. therefore, 
being encouraged by this, and quite wearied out by the 
equivocal and ſuſpicious Conduct of the King and his Mi- 
niſters, preſented a Petition to the Houſe of Commons, ſet- 
ting forth : 1 £ Nox. 
$ 7 after divers Diſcoveries had confirmed the Opi- 
nion, that Virginia was ſituate in a temperate and wholſome 
Climate, that the Soil was rich and fertile, the Country 
well watered with fruitful and navigable Rivers, and that 
their Ships, through a fair Sea, might have a comfortable 
falling in on a ſafe Coaſt, it pleaſed God ſo to affect the 
Minds of divers worthily diſpoſed Noblemen, Gentlemen, 
and others, as to think it a Matter of great Religion. and 
Honour, to endeavour the Prop:gation of Chriſtianity among 
thoſe barbarous People, and to gain ſuch a hopeful Addition 
of Territory to his Oy, Dominions : "That his Ma- 
jeſty alſo, being informed thereof, and apprehending, that 
great Honour and Commodity would thence ariſe to this 
Kingdom, was pleaſed, by his moſt gracious CP 
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of Incorporation, from time to time renewed and enlarged, - 1624. 
to confer as ample Privileges and Immunities, both r d - 
Aſſiſtance, who ſhould become Directors of the Buſineſs at Sr Fange 
home, and for their Comfort and * Encouragement, that , 2 
would ſettle and inhabit the Country, as could be then fore- ; 
ſeen or defired : That this gave ſo general an Encourage- 
ment, that Noblemen, Knights, Gentlemen, Citizens, and- 
others, in great Numbers, became Adventurers ; who, be- 
fides their Money, afforded many other Helps by their In- 
duſtry, towards the Advancement and Perfection of this 
noble Work: And that, notwithſtanding a Multitude of 
Accidents and Diſaſters, incident to. ſuch Undertakings in 
a remote and ſavage Country, yet it pleaſed God, often to 
enliven their Hopes and Endeavours, by ſuch an undoubted 
Probability of obtaining, at leaſt for the Publick and Poſte- 
rity, ſo beneficial a Retribution for all their Pains and Ex- 
pence, as would, in the End, crown their Labours with 
as much Glory, Honour, and Profit to the Realm of En- 
gland, as could be well wiſhed or expected. 
. THEY then proceeded to recount the ſeveral Emolu- 
ments and Advantages to England, which they had in their 
View and Expectation. 1. The Converſion of the Savages 
to Chriſtianity, and eſtabliſhing the firſt Colony of the Re- 
formed Religion. 2. The diſcharging the — of 
neceſſitous People, which adminiſtered Fewel to dangerous 
Inſurrections, and the leaving greater Plenty for thoſe, ho 
remained. 3. The gaining a large Territory, already 
known to be great, and which might prove much greater;

_ Tarts Petition was committed to the Deputy, and ſuch 
others of the.

It was received by 
the Commons very acceptably, notwithſtanding ſome Op- 
poſition at firſt ; and a Committee was appointed to hear 
and examine their Grievances and Oppreſſions, to which 
all of the Company, that were Members of the Houſe, were 
admitted, to come and to hear, but not to have any Voice. 
But conceiving, that Counſel at Law could not be ſo fully 
Informed of all Paiſages, as was requiſite, and would not 
perhaps be ſo cordially concerned, or favourably heard,

And 
all theſe Gentlemen, but eſpecially the Lord Cavendiſb, did 
very nobly and chearfully — to perform and make 
good their ſeveral Parts. | | 
_ IT was the Misfortune of theſe Affairs, to be brought 
into Parliament very late in the Seffions ; and they were 
beſides of a very tender and delicate Nature. For, in their 
Proceſs and Iſſue, they muſt have turned to a plain Ar- 
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1 1624. downright Injuſtice and Oppreſſiveneſs of the King's Con- 
duct towards the, Company and Colony. The main Buſi- 
2 France's neſs therefore of their Oppreflions and Grievances did not 
2 roceed in Parliament, but was waved and ſlurred over in 


ilence. But the particular Caſe of Tobacco, by the ex- 
ceeding Care and Wiſdom of Sir Edwin Sandys, aſſiſted by 
the Lord Cavendiſh, and the other Gentlemen of the Com- 
puany, who had Seats in Parliament, was brought to a hap- 
* py Iſſue. For the Importation of foreign Tobacco was put, 
as one of the nine Grievances of the Realm in Point of Trade, 
which this Seſhon preſented to his ee deſired Re- 
lief in. And altho' this was done profeſſedly for the Good 
oſ England, without any Mention or Relation to Virginia, 
et the Deputy told the Company, that he doubted not, 
the whole Houſe had, in their Hearts, an eſpecial Re- 
gard to the Advancement of the Colonies. And as this 
Courſe was as effectual for Excluſion of Spaniſh Tobacco, 
as if it had been done by Bull, ſo was it much better, than 
if it had been done by the Bill, which was drawn the laſt 
Parliament. For ſince that Time, the State and Price of 
Tobacco was ſo much altered, that it could then no ways 
bear the twelve Pence a Pound Duty, which that Bill laid 
upon it, but muſt thereby have been as certainly ruined and 
overthrown, as by any other Courſe. - But this ſecond Way 
brought with it all the Good of the Bill, and left out all its 
Evil. Wherefore, he ſaid, it could not be too much com- 
mended, nor Sir Edwin Sandys, to whom they were be- 
holden for it, ſufficiently thanked. And it may be here far- 
ther obſerved, that the King's Meaſures by this time were 
entirely reverſed. For the Spaniſh Match was now broke 
off, and even War was declared againſt the * Spain, 
and the whole Houſe of Auſtria. So that the Intereſt of 
England would no longer be obliged to ſtoop to the Intereſt 
of Spain; and a Prohibition of their Tobacco would be 
ealily granted, as it agreed with the preſent Paſſions and 
Meaſures of the Court. 8 * 
T #18 was the laſt Service that Sir Edwin Sandys, or the 
Chmpany, were able to do the Colony and Trade. For 
ſoon after, Captain Harvey and Mr. Pory, the Privy Coun- 
cis Commiſſioners, returned from Virginia. What their 
Report was of the State of the Colony, I cannot diſcover ; 
but we may eaſily judge, by the Principles and Diſpoſitions 

of the Men, that it was not much to the Honour or Advan-

Date the 15th of July, 1624, to ſuppreſs the Courſe of their

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of the Affairs of the Colony, till a fuller and more perfect 164. 

Settlement of them could be made, the Lord Preſident of 

his Majeſty's Privy Council, with other Privy Counſellors, Sir Francis 

and ſeveral Knights and Gentlemen, were appointed to — _ 

meet, every Thurfday in the Afternoon, at Sir Thomas Smith's * 

Houſe, in Philpot-Lane ; whither all Perſons, whom it 

might concern, were ordered to repair. And thus Sir Tho- 

mas Smith triumphed over the Companies and the Colonies ;/ 
and notwithſtanding the authentic Repreſentations of the 

Company in England, and our General Aſſemby here a- 

gainſt him, and the plain Detection of his Cruelties and Op- 

preſſions, to all · Men of common Senſe and common Juſtice, 
yet he did at laſt recover his Power again, and was the Per- 
ſon chiefly depended upon, by the Solomon of that Age, in 
all Matters relating to them. For the Somer-1/lands Courts 
had been ſuppreſſed ſome Months before, by a ſimple Let- 
ter ffom the King ; and Meetings worked, at Sir Thomas 

Smith's, for the Management of their Aﬀairs. But theſe 

Meetings were without the Mixture of any Privy Coun- 

ſellors, and wholly conſiſted of himſelf and his Creatures. 

And by this time, in the Abſence of Sir Edward Sackvil, 

now Earl of Dorſet, their Governor, who had, the Year 

before, ſucceeded the Lord Cavendiſh, now alſo Earl of De- 
vonſhire,* and under Colour of ſome Complaints and Diſſen- 
tions, the Lords of the Privy Council appointed Sir Thomas 

Smith again Governor of that Company; aſſuming to them- 

ſelves a boundleſs Power of placing and diſplacing legal Offi- 

cers, as they pleaſed; This Appointment, Captain Smith 
tells us, was afterwards confirmed, and Sir Thomas Smith 
elected by the Court. But this Court was only his Faction, 
who aſlumed to themſelves that Name and Character. For 
I find, that many of the Company, and as it appears, a vaſt 
jority, — of them; and declared againſt their 
eetings, as Uſurpations upon the Government of the 

Company, and no ways legal or valid. 

Tus was the End of the Virginia Company; one of 
tte nobleſt, moſt illuſtrious, and publick-ſpirited Societies, 
tat ever yet perhaps engaged in ſuch an Undertaking. ' It 

was an Event certainly of Benefit and Advantage to the 
County, as we in America find by Experience, that it is 
better to be under a Royal Government, than in the Hands 
of Proprietors, in what Shape or Manner ſoever. But yet 
it muſt be at laſt confeſſed, that it was brought about with 
all imaginable Inſtances of Unrighteouſneſs and Oppreſſion; 
and that not even the Decency of Forms of Law were kept 
up or regarded in it.

And to diſſolve them by the Arbitrary Au- 
"+ » thority of a Proclamation, whilſt a legal Proceſs was de- 
pending, ſeems but a more bare-faced Injuſtice and Oppreſ- 
fion. Far the greater Part of the Company did, by no 
Means, deſerve ſuch Treatment. They appear, from all 
the Papers and Records that I have peruſed, to have been 
Gentlemen of very noble, clear, and diſintereſted Deſigns ; 
who, as they were above the Neceflity of any Acceſs to 
their own Fortunes, were willing and intent to ſpend much 
of their Time and Money, in advancing an Undertaking, 
which they juſtly conceived to be of very great Conſequence 
to their Country. And even Captain Hatz, who was cer- 
tainly no Friend to the Company, and whoſe Hiftory ſeems 
——— in Honour and Vindication of Sir Thomas Smith and 
his Government, yet owns, that ſcarce any of the Nobility 
and Gentry expected, or aimed at any thing elſe, but the | 
Proſperity of the Action: And he was confidently perſua- 
ded, that ſome Merchants, and others took more Care and 
Pains, even at their own continual great Charge, than they 
could be hired to, for the Love of ſo honeſtly re- 
garding the general Good of the Enterpriſe, that they would 
Fold it worſe than Sacrilege, to wrong it but a Shilling, or 
to extort a Penny upon the common People. | 
IT may indeed be thought fomething ſtrange, how ſo 
many Gentlemen, of the nobleſt Fortunes and moſt publick 
Spirits in the Nation, could ſo patiently ſubmit to ſuch evi- 
dent Injury and Wrong, without bringing the Matter to a 
legal Thial, But they had been much Farraſſed and fatigued 
of late, by the Diſcords and Factions in the Company; 
which, they plainly ſaw, 8 and abetted by the 
King, for {me unjuſt and partial Views of his own, being 
much charmed with the unexpectedly large and riſing Re- 
venue from Tobacco, and therefore deſirous to get the 
Plantations wholly into his own Hands.
